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Upon this ſome Gentlemen in the Houſe ſuſpecting that 
he was, in Purſuance of this Precedent, going to put the 
Queſtion on the Motion made by Mr. S. ., 5, they called out 
No, no. Whereupon, he ſaid, * Gentlemen, as to the 
Affair in hand, or any Affair that comes before this Houſe, 
I am not to appear of one Side of the Queſtion nor of the 
Other. It is my Buſineſs to take Care that the Orders 
and Methods of Eroceeding ſhall be regularly obſerved. In 
all Queſtions about Order I am to inform you, ſo far as 
conſiſts with my Knowledge, of what has been formerly 
done in the like Caſes, and I am to take Care that all 
Decency and Order ſhall be obſerved both in our Debates 
and Proceedings : This is my Duty, and this I ſhall always 
endeavour to perform as far as lies in my Fower : In all 
Caſes I am to obſerve thoſe Directions that the Houſe 
ſhall be pleaſed to give, and in the preſent Cafe T only 
deſire to know from you, what Method you will obſerve, 
whether you are inclined to follow the Precedent now read

this Houſe, From hence it appears, that the Majority's 
being of any one Opinion, is no infallible Sign of that 
Opinion's being Right, This, Sir, I thought myſelf oblig- 
ed to take notice of, that thoſe Gentlemen who happen 
to be generally of the fame Opinion with the Majority, 
may not from thence conclude that they are certainly 
Right. As to the Matter now in Diſpute, I really think

A numerous Army muſt for ever be continued, and be 
made as it were a Part of our Conſtitution, We have 
already continued the Army ſo long, that fome Gentlemen

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ba ppen to be removed, they have nothing to expect but immediate 
Perſecution: Mr. D'Anvers adds, however, that it is ridicu- 
lous to fancy ſo wiſe and wealthy a Body of Men will be thus 
impoſed upon: Mr. I Anvers owns, that this Gentleman 
did indeed Vote and Speak againſt the Schiſm Bill (as well as 
ſeme other Gentlemen who not oppoſe his Meaſures) at the lat- 
ter Hnd of the late Queen's Reign; but then ( ſays Mr. D*"An- 
vers) it is wnorioufly known, that this very Gentleman ſpoke 
and voted for the Schiſm-Bill, and oppoſed the repealing of it 
in the laſt Reign. From his Behaviour upon this remarkable 
Occaſian, and his refuſing to repeal the Sacramental Teſt laſt 
Year, Mr, D' Anvers infers, that the Diſſenters muſt be ex-

M1 R. Fog entertains his Readers in his laſt Journal with 
what he aſſures them is a true Copy of a Letter which 
was lately ſent to his Highneſs the Primate of Poland : The Gen- 
tleman who Mr. Fog aſſures us has lately wrote to the Primate,

For tho' I have ſomewhat elſe to do than to read Books 
{however I muſt own my Ignorance of Geography miſleads 
me now and then into a Blunder) to be governed by their 
Authority, or to mind J recedents; yet I am aſſured by 
ſome of my Mercenaries, who read and write for me, that 
notwithſtanding the Fertility of Po/and, yet Money does not 
abound there ; which they maintain is intfrely owing to the 
Excellence of your Laws and Cuſtoms. 

Nor can they ever be ſufficiently applauded by one, fince 
it has ever been my Maxim, that the ſureſt Method to pre- 
vent Inſurrections, and to preſerve the good People in 4 
quiet State, is to enſlave them ; and that to make them hap- 
py, and free them of all burthenſome Cares, is to impoveriſh 
them. For while they poſſeſs Liberty and Money, they 
will be mutinous, faCtious, and turbulent, and conſequently, 
will impudently ſtrive to preſerve thoſe T rifles, to their own 
great Detriment, and to the Moleſtation of the Inſolence 
and Tranquillity of us, their Superiors and Governors. 

It is moreover aſſured me, that when your King is elect- 
ed, his Power is very extenſive, that your Nobles are abſo- 
lute, and the People Slaves.

envied Condition ! this alſo hath been the Scheme I have 
ever been purſuing, with this only Difference, that in order 
to obviate all Difficulties, and purely to preſerve Peace and 
Quiet, I will make all the Palatines my Penſioners, For, 
as I conceive, they are as ambitious of Preferment, and as 
ſuſceptible of Gratuities as the Primates of Utopia, But alaſs! 
it is the deplorable Condition of your Country, it does not 
produce a ſubtle enterprizing Genius, who can nicely diſtin- 
guiſh where and when to diſtribute thoſe Gratuities, and 
who has ſufficient Store of Money or Promiſes to ſatisfy or 
cajole every Suppliant.

mitted to, without ever ſeeking or aiming at Reparation. 
And to ſhew my Ability in Buſineſs, my Volubility of 
Tongue, and profound Skill in Argumenta ion, that I can 
with equa] Force and Rhetorick oppoſe or defend, applaud 
or revile the very ſame | ropoſition, as it ſuits my preſent 
Intereſt, or as I am in, or out of the Archon's good Graces.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


FRANCE. 


FROM ſome tender Circumſtances, which were obſerved 

when King Staniſſaus took leave of his Daughter the 
Queen of France, ſeveral old Courtiers immediately conclu- 
ded, that he imagined it would be the laſt time he ſhould 
ſee her. It is confidently reported ſince, that as ſoon as ever 
he left Verſailles, he took a Polt-Chaiſe and ſet out for Calais, 


where he Embarked on Board a Squadron of 18 French m_

of War: This Squadron is well provided for fix Months with 
all ſorts of Ammunition, is Commanded by the Marquis de 
Luzerne and the Chevalier de Luines, and has one third 
more of Sea-men on board than the uſual Complement, 

Tt is ſaid, that in order to conceal the departure of Sta- 
1i/laus for ſome time, orders were given to the Poſt-Maſters 
on the ſame Day he ſet out, not to let any Poſt-Horſes 
for the ſpace of twelve Hours. It is generally believed at 
Paris, that the French Army will paſs the Rhine, as ſoon as 
ever they are aſſured that the Ruſſian, Saxon, or Imperial 
Troops Ah entered Poland. 


HoLLAND and the Low-CounTRIEs. 


THE Deputies of Guelderland to the States-General are re- 
turned to the Hague, with the Reſolution of that Pro- 
vince, upon the Neutrality propoſed by France for the Au- 
ftrian Netherlands.

Spain and PORTUGAL. 


TJ HE King of Spain continues as aſſiduous as ever in the 
** Adminiſtration of the Affairs of State, and his Catho- 
lick Majeſty is ſo highly delighted with the Palace of St, 
Hdefonſo, that it is believed he will make it his conſtant Reſi- 
dence, It is however reported, that there is a Project in 
Embryo, to eſtabliſh a ſort of Fantoor Counſel, for the more 
ready diſpatch of publick Buſineſs, that the Queen will be 
at the Head of it, and take a particular Cognizance of all 
Concerns which ſhall be debated in that Counſel. Thus 
this politick Princeſs, whoſe Power was lately thought de- 
clining, now appears again in the height of her Luſtre,

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1 our laſt Bet we gave an Account from Rome, that 
Cardinal Co/cia ſeemed diſpoſed to pay one Moiety of his 
Fine, and that thereupon the remainder of his Sentence would 
he mitigated : But freſher Letters contradict this Account, 
and aſſure us, that his Eminence is as tenacious as ever, and 
will by no means lend an Ear to Reſtitution. He ſeems 
now even to contemn the terrible T hunder-bolt of Excom- 
munication; and maintains, that the Sentence pronounced 
againſt him, being in itſelf unjuſt, the Excommunication, as 
a Conſequence of it, cannot take place, nor in any wile 
affect him.

The new Viceroy of Naples, Count Viſconti, died there 
of a Fever on the 5th Inſtant. 
The Republick of Venice has received Advice, that a Twr- 
+ Fleet of 21 Sultanas, 10 Gallies and other Veſſels, under 
the Command of the Captain Baſhaw, Gianum Coggia has 
appeared near the Iſland of Zante. 


GERMANY. 


Hl Imperial Majeſty has nominated the Prince of Beve- 
ren to Command his Troops, which are aſſembling in 
Bohemia, to the Number of 25000 Men, and are to be join- 
ed by 6000 Saxomms, beſides the Troops which are expected 
from ſeveral Princes of the Empire. It is likewiſe ſaid, that 
theſe Troops are to be joined by the Army, which is now 
encamped on the Frontiers of Poland, but to what end i; 
not yet known, We expect very ſhortly to hear, that ano- 
ther Army is formed in the Empire, to be commanded by 
Prince Eugene, 
The whole Saxon Army is in Motion towards the Fron- 
tiers of Poland, and a Camp Equipage for his Royal and 
Electoral Highneſs is preparing with all Expedition. They 
firmly believe in Saxony, that all Lithuania will declare in 
favour of their Sovereign. And ſince the Account of the 
Ruſſian Armies having actually entered Poland, Orders are 


iſſued for the Troops of the Electorate, which are now on 
the: 
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their March, to enter that Kingdom likewiſe, without any 
farther delay. 

A Rout for the marching of 50000 Men, is actually concerted 
at Berlin, and tho' the Emperor ſeems inclined to make uſe 
of no more than 10000 Men of the King of Prufſia's T roops, 
that Monarch is determined not to divide his Forces. There 
ſeems to be ſomething my/fterious in this Reſolution, which 
time alone can unriddle. In the mean time, Orders are ſent 
to the Regency of Cleves, to prepare Quarters in that Duchy 
for 45000 Men, which are to march thither out of Bran- 
denburg and Pomerania, How does this agree with the King 
of Pruſſia's aſſiſting the Emperor with 50000 Men on the 
Upper Rhine, | 


PoLAND, SWEDEN, and the Nox TRHERN PowERs. 


TH Appearances of a War in Poland increaſes hourly. 
It is confirmed from ſeveral Parts, that the Ruffar 
Troops have actually entered the Paliſh Dominions, in three 
ſeveral Bodies, amounting together to 58222 Men, and that 
they are to be followed by 40000 more, which are now in 
the Ukrain, being chiefly Caſſacts and Caimucks, The Pri- 
mate no ſooner received this News, than he called a Coun- 
Cil of State and War, and it was there reſolved to oppoſe 
them with all the Troops of the Republick. Neceſſary 
Orders are given to all the Regiments to march againſt the 
Rufſiars, and the Nobility are mounted with a full Reſolution 
to hazard a Battle. The Manifeſto publiſhed on this Oc- 
cation by the Czarina, to juſtify her Conduct, contains in 
ſubſtance, That the Repullick need not be under any manner 
of Apprehenſion on her Account. That her Troms were marched 
into Poland, out of a motive of pure Affection to the Republick, 
ond with no other Intention than to maintain a free Election: 
that they had ſtrict Orders to obſerve an exact Diſcifline, and 
4% pay for every Thing tbey had; that, however, if the Repub- 
lick ſhould contrary to all Expectation elect King Staniſlaus, 
foe would then be obliged to change her amicable Intentions, and 
give Orders to her Forces is remain in the Kingdom on Diſ- 
cretion, As the Primate has publiſhed nothing yet of the 
Nuſian Troops being entered the Kingdom, there are ſome 
who queſtion whether that Important Step is yet taken ; all 
agree, that they are upon the very Frontiers, and there may

TJ HE Account which has prevailed for ſome Time, and

© purſuance of the Inſtructions he had received, ſend his 
c | with his Lieutenant and ſome of his Sailors on ſhoar, 
to demand the Satisfaction propoſed ; but the Spamards. 
were ſo far from complying with ſo juſt a Demand, that 
©. they added a new Affront, and made the Lieutenant and 
the Men Priſoners ; whereupon he, like a brave, honeſt, 
© downright Engliſh Captain, did what he ought to do, he 
© ſeized the firſt Spaniyh Ship he could meet with: But I 
have been ſince informed that this Spaniſh Ship, has been 
© reſtored, tho* the Engliſb Ship has neither been reſtored, 
© nor have the Owners met with any Satisfaction for the 
Damage and Loſs they have ſuſtained, How this came 
about; How we came to reſtore this Ship to them, before 
they had agreed to releaſe our Ship is more than I know,,

made the firſt Reparation. As to the Gentlemen that 
are employed as our Commiſſaries in Spain, I do not know

V R. Fog obſerves that thiſe Oppreſſions are of all «her; 
A the moſt cruel which have the Law for their Sanctiun; 
and that a wicked Lawyer is a greater Rogue than a commm 
Flighwayman : That a Court of Equity ſhould be more cajy 1. 
the unhappy Suitor than other Courts ; and yet ( ſays Mr. Fog) 
#he Chicane and Tricks of this Court gave occaſion to the famm 
Ar. Dryden to ſay with great Fuſtice, 


l ho gains the Cauſe is but the laſt undone. 


The expenſive Method (ſays Mr. Fig) of obtaining Juſ- 
tice in Chancery, and the great vexatious Delays, occa- 
fioned by the M---s of that Court, make this the highelt 
and moſt extenſive Tribunal in Great-Britain, worſe that 
the Inquiſition in Portugal. | 

The Office of a M. . . r in Chancery is only to ſtate 
the Facts the Chanceller has referred to him, and which 
are too tedious for the Court to look into, and alſo to adjul 
and tax Bills of Coſts : It appears from the Nature of the 
Office, that Expedition in regard to the Suitors, was the 
End propoſed upon its firſt Inſtitution; how theſe Officers 
have anſwered this laudable End, I leave to the Publick to 
judge. One would imagine it could not be in the Power of 
Officers, whoſe Buſineſs lies within ſuch narrow Limits, to 
occaſion ſuch Delays as ſhould draw an univerſal Odium, 
not only on that Court, but on the Law in general. Their 


Offices are in the Gift of the Chancellor; the more * 
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they are, the more is got by the Sale of them, or the better 
Proviſion for a Relation. 

The Suitors of this Court have ſome Years ago been the 
Subject of univerſal Pity ; and tho ſome wholſome Meaſures 
were then taken to obviate future Oppreſſions, yet the M.. s 
take arbitrary Steps to bring the Fortunes of their Fellow 
Subjects into their Hands a ſecond Time. 

Dormer having embezzled the Effects of the Suitors by 
Stock-jobbing, and other infamous Practices, to the Value 
of 25000 J. an Order was made in 1725 for the M.. . S 
to bring in their reſpective Accounts of the Caſh and Secu- 
rities in their Hands, and that no more Money ſhould be 
lodged with them. By the following Method, they evade 
the ſaid Order, and get a great deal of the Suitors Money 
into their Power, The uſual Practice, (upon an Order of 
Court, that there ſhould he a Receiver appointed of the Rents 
and Profits of an Eſtate in Litigation) is, that each of the 
Parties ſhould nominate two, whoſe Names, with their 
reſpective Securities are laid before the M.. . rj; who firſt 
calls for the Names laid before him by the Plaintiff, for whoſe 
Benefit the Receiver is to be appointed, and if the firſt, ſo 
named and his Securities, are unexceptionable, he is appoint- 
ed of Courſe, if not, the ſecond, and ſo on, *till the Secu- 
rity is approved of ; one Reaſon why the Plaintiff js always 
preferred : In Caſe he prevails, the Defendant is to account 
for the Iſſues and Profits, and the laintiff's Nominee being 
appointed, he can more eaſily acquaint him with the Value 
of the Eſtate, and enable him to judge of the Accounts, by 
which, in Caſe of a Diviſion, he will be better prepared to 
demand his due Share, of which the Defendant having been 
in Poſſeſſion, could not be ignorant: The M. . . s uſe not 
common Decency in evading theſe Rules of Practice, but 
at once overturn them, by taking upon them to nominate 
their own Creatures, their Clerks, or Country Attornies, 
Perſons wholly unknown to either of the Parties, by which 
they get the growing Rents and Profits into their Hands ; 
this extraordinary Invaſion: lays the Suitor under the fol- 
lowing Inconveniencies, and is an Inlet to many intolerable 
(Grievances, Either the M. . r appoints a Receiver in 
Truſt for him, or by Compoſition, to whom the M. . r is 
to make Allowances for their Service; he is alſo to paſs 
their Accounts, which are made intricate and vexatious to 
give their Imployer (the M.. . r) an Opportunity of diſ- 


poſing of an infinite Number of Warrants or Summons's, 
| a Com- 
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a Commodity, they omit no Opportunity of vending in the 
moſt ſcandalous and bare-faced Manner ; and in Caſe of an 
exorbitant Allowance to the Receiver, by his Partner, the 
M. . . r, after a Year or two ſpent in going through the 
Account, there is no other Remedy than by taking Ex- 
ceptions to the M. . r's Report, which is full as dilatory and 
vexatious as the original Suit, and at the Cloſe of a Chancery 


Suit, the Suitors rarely have Moncy to ſpare; in that Caſe, 


theſe Abuſes are not to be remedied, and they muſt ſtand or 
fall by the M. . . r's Determination. | 

There are many Inftances, where a Receiver having a 
Year's Rent only to account for, the M--r has taken up 
two, to peruſe and finiſh his Accounts, by which Artifice, 
the M---r, or Receiver, or both, have had the Benefit of 
the Suitor's Money ſo long; where ſome of more fortunate 
Circumſtances have applied to ſet aſide the M--r's Receiyer, 
the Delay and Coſt of it, are exceſſive; the whole Body of 
the Mrs, who have the eſtabliſhing this Practice at Heart, 
loſe no Opportunity of oppreſſing the Suitor, who oppoſed 
them in it; two Inftances of which happened lately upon 
M---r E----4, having in a moſt arbitrary Manner appointed 
one CF a Country Attorney, a Receiver to two conſide- 
rable Eſtates ; he being upon Application to the Court remov- 
ed, the M r took ſo long Time in appointing another Re- 
ceiver according to the uſual Practice, as to let the long Vo- 
cation come on, by which Management, the Eftate (there 
being no body to take Care of it) ſuffered prodigiouſly, The 
fame M---r has ſince appointed this C---F Receiver to an 
Eſtate in Diſpute between Burdett and Burdett, contrary to 
the Inclinations of all the Parties, who are now endeavour- 
ing to ſet him aſide. 

Another Way the M---s have of being revenged of the 
Suitors who oppoſe them, is to join the Solicitors in con- 
triving to ſpend two or three Years in taxing a Bill of Coſt, 
which makes the taking 100]. off a zool. Bill (which is ge- 
nerally the Caſe) rather a Loſs than a Benefit, the Delay 
and Expence of a vaſt Number of Warrants and Attendan- 
ces, being oſten or generally more than the Amount of the 
Money taken off the Bill, which makes the Taxing a Bill, 
as the M---s now manage it, a meer Farce; then they glut 
their Revenge by making a bad Report, by it the Parties 
are put to the Charge and Delay of arguing Objections and 
Exceptions the moſt tedious, dilatory, expenſive, and grie- 


vous Buſineſs of the Court, occaſioned only by the mou 
nei», 
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, Ignorance, or Corruption of the Ms. The Cauſe 
of Lord Falconhbridge againſt Mr. Fitzgerald can produce 
numberleſs Inſtances of the Corruption of the M--s and the 
Combination of them with the Solicitors. | 
Another View the M--s have in appointing Receivers is 
o make Parties in petty Corporations, in order to influence 
Elections; for which End, all Eſtates in Litigation in one 
or more neighbouring Counties are put into the Hands of 
Men recommended by the M---r who has a Deſign upon 
the Borough in that County, who ſerves the other M---s 
upon the like Occaſions, The Attornies have entered into 
an Agreement with the M---s, to oppoſe the Election of 
all ſuch Perſons as have appeared for the Amendment of 
tle Law, whom they term common Enemies, In all Caſes 
the M---s ſerve one another, by taking and giving Recom- 
mendations in their reſpective Counties. | 

The Warrant or Summons is but two Shillings, and very 
reaſonable, but the M--s have introduced a Practice amongſt 
the Solicitors of not attending 'till the third Summons, and 
then it generally happens that he is to attend the Houſe of 
Lords, or elſewhere, Why ſhould not the firſt Warrant 
be peremptory, or why ſhould theſe Gentlemen grant War- 
rants for Attendances, at Hours they know they are oblig- 
ed to he elſewhere ; is it not picking the Suitor's Pocket of 
dix Shillings for the three Warrants, and joining the Solici- 
tors in defrauding him of three Six and eight Pences more, 
without mentioning the greater Miſchief of Delay? And when 
the M---r does attend, one or other of the Solicitors for 
the different Parties takes care to be abſent ; the M---r will 
not do Buſineſs, but directs another Warrant; and when 
the Solicitors for all Parties and the M---r do attend, which 
rarely happens upon every tenth Warrant, they do as little 
Bulineſs as poſſible; which is.the Reaſon an Account, tho 
ery ſhort and plain, generally takes up about ſeven Years, 
and a long and intricate Account twenty, thirty and forty 
Years, The longeſt and moſt intricate of which could be 
kttled by any two Men of common Underſtanding in as 
many Days; an Inſtance of which is upon Lord -- be-

It would be needleſs to mention or ſhew the Villany tle 
M---s practiſe in multiplying Copies, and the Farce of their 
approving of Deeds; it is very uſual to pay the M---r for 
ten Thouſand Sheets of Copy, where one hundred would 
be more than ſufficient ; the M----r is generally obliged to 
his Clerk for this Management; their Clerks are generally 
thorough bred, and as uſeful by their Prolixity and Mz 
nagement, as ever a Merry-Andrew was to a Mountebank 
Doctor. | 

Another intolerable Grievance ariſing from the miſchie- 
vous Conſequences of Country Attornies acting as Counſel 
at the Quarter-Seſſions; moſt Counties are divided into 
Diſtricts, in each of which an Attorney reſides ; the neigh- 
bouring Winter Juſtice (a Term uſed by them for the Ju- 


ſtices reſiding in the Country, when many of the Men of 


Figure are generally in Town) is very often thro' Ignorance, 
Poverty or Avarice in the Hands of the Attorney, who make 
uſe of him to bring the Farmers upon every unhappy Oc- 
caſion to the Seffions, where our new contrived Advocate 
have raiſed their Fees from 3s. 4d. to two and three Gui 
neas : At every Seſſions three or four Barriſters attend, who 
are Brow-beat and often inſulted by the Attornies and con 
ſederate Juſtices; the Barriſters Fees at the Seſſions very rare!)

A Diſcourſe on the Rights of the People. 
HE Rights of the People (fays Mr. Osborne) conſiſt in 


framing their own Conſtitution, and cheſing their own 
Governors. When the Conſtitution is broke thro', or diſ- 
ſolved, by the wrong Uſe of Power in the Hand of the chief 
Magiſtrate, then the Power which was originally derived from 
the reople, reverts to them: But as long as the CORY 
is preſerved, and the Chief Magiſtrate acts by the Laws of 
the State, and makes thoſe Laws the ffanding Meaſure of his 
Government, the People have ns Pawer nor Authority, 
To apply this general Doctrine to England: King James 
the Second diſſolved the Conſtitution, by invading the Laws; 
the People ſent him away, and choſe another King. This 
was right. But, *till another King acts as King James did, 
by ſetting up his own Will and Pawer againſt the Laws, the 
People have no ſuch Right; nor have they any Power, while 
the Conſtitution is preſerved, but what the Conſtitution gives 
them ; that is, a Power to chooſe their own g's er 
and try their Fellow-Subjects. And this is not a Natural Au- 
therity, as the Craft/man calls it, but a Legal Authority; for, 
there is no Authority in England, but what is Legal, Nor 
have the Common People any other Rights to intermeddle with 
Publick Affairs, than chooſing Perſons to repreſent, or act for 
them, But theſe Perſons ſo choſen, are not (as that profound 
Palitician, Sir Richard Steele, calls them) the Attarnies of the 
People; but Legi/lators, ſent up by the People, to judge and 
a4, in all Caſes, for their Good. They cannot be choſen 
| WY *0 repreſent the Senſe of the Pe:ple, becauſe tis impoſlible the 
% of the People, about future Tranſactions ſhould be known: 
eicher the People nor their Repreſentatives know what they 
ſhall do, 'till they come to Parliament, and Buſineſs is opened; 
and then they ought, like all other wiſe and good Men, to 
act by their own Senſe, and not by the Senſe of Perſons which 
tis impoſſible to know. If the Members are to repreſent the 
Senſe of the People, they muſt know their Senſe in every thing 
aut comes before them; in order to which, they muſt ſend 
to the People whatever is brought into the Houſe, who muſt 
then meet in their Callective Body; that is, all the ph 
L an 
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and Freemen (not two or three wiſe Corporation-Men, 
Gentlemen Fox-hunters) muſt aflemble, and then debat 
upon, and agree their Senſe, before their Repreſentatives 
have Authority to act.

FRANCE. 


ALL the Accounts which the French Court receives daily 

from Warſaw, continue to aſſure, that, notwithſtanding 
ſome late Reports in Favour of the Elector of Saxony, King 
Staniſlaus will certainly have the Majority of Votes at the 
Election. That Prince has likewiſe himſelf received above 
400 Letters from Poliſh Grandees, giving him the ſame Aſ- 
ſurance. 

This Prince at his Departure from Verſailles, went directly 
for Britam, and paſſed thro? Vitry on the 25th of laſt Month, 
early in the Morning, in a Poſt-Chaiſe, attended only by 
one Chaiſe more, and two Perſons on Horſe-back. The 
ſame Day about Noon, he paſſed thro' the City of Rennes, 
without making any Stop, and arrived the 27th at Bret, 
where he embarked the 28th, and ſet fail the zoth for the 
Coalt of England. 


HoLLAanpD and the Low-CounTRIts. 


THE Deputies of the ſeveral Provinces, which have been 

aſſembled, having brought the Conſent of their Prin- 
cipals to the States General, for their accepting the Neutralcty, 
propoſed by France, for the Auſtrian Netherlands, their High 
Migbtineſſes have reſolved to enter into a Treaty for that 
Purpoſe. They have ſignified this their Reſolution to the 
French Ambaſſador, the Marquis de Fenelon. At the ſame 
time, however, that the States accept of this Neutrality, 
they have had the Diſcretion to provide for their Security 
againſt any ſurprize, by reſolving upon a Levy of 12099 
Men, and the raifing of three Millions of Florins, to be 
ready for a ſupply upon any Emergency. This laſt Reſolu- 
tion has been communicated to Count Sinzendorf, the Em- 
peror's Ambaſſador, together with a Declaration, that, not- 
withſtanding the Neutrality, their High Mightineſſes would 
punctually perform the Engagements they were under to 
his Imperial Majeſty. |

This 
Belief is confirmed by the Advices we have ſrom Malaga, 
where the Spaniſh Fleet, under the Command of Don Andrew 
Regio, waits only to be joined by ſome Men of War from 
other Ports, in order to ſail on ſome ſecret and important 
Expedition, ſor which 20 Batalions and 30 Squadrons have 
Orders to be in a Readineſs to embark at an Hour's Warn- 
ing. | 
Advice is come to the Viceroy of Valencia, that the Turk- 
% Fleet, with 4000 Men, Land Forces on board, (of which 
we made mention in our laſt, in the Article from Italy) — at 
Scro ready to ſail, This Advice has cauſed a great Conſter- 
nation in Spain, and may probably, ſor the preſent, divert 
their Thoughts from any projected Expedition, to ſend their 
Fleet in Queſt of this Squadron. 


ROM E and IrAL v. 


A Treaty is ſaid to be on the Carpet, between the King 

of Spain, and the Republick of Genaa, by Virtue of 
which, the latter is to transfer all Right and Title to the 
Iſlznd of Corfica, to Don Carlos, in Conſideration of an 
Equivalent to be therein ſtipulated. The Genoeſe in the mean 
Time, ſeem to be apprehenſive of ſome Attack, either from 
Hain (which ſeems moſt probable) or ſome other Fotentate. 
The Senate has ordered a greater Number of Cannon to be 
placed upon their Batteries, and all their Fortifications to 
be repaired. The Republick is, however, but badly pro- 
vided for a War, having been obliged already to borrow 
tooooo Ducats before they could diſcharge the Arrears due = 
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the Imperial Auxillaries, which they lately employed in 


Corſica. 

Cardinal Coſcia has at laſt diſpatched his Chamberlain to 
Naples, to receive, as it is ſaid, 30000 Crowns, which he 
had privately placed in that City, and therewith to begin 
the Payment of old Scores; and to ſhew at leait ſome Obedi- 
ence to the Sentence pronounced againſt him, 

The Pope is again involved in Troubles with the King of 
Sardinia, ſo that he has now five undutiful Sons to deal 


with. 
GERMANY. 


A Report has paſſed Current for ſome Time at the Court 
of Berlin, that Propoſals for a Treaty have been ſent to 
that Court from Misco, relating to the Affairs of Poland, 
one Article of which is ſaid to be, that Count Biron the 
Cxarina's great Chamberlain ſhould be put in poſſeſſion of 
the Dutchy of Courland, after the Demiſe of the preſent 
Duke, but it ſeems the King of Pruſſia is no way inclined 
to break with the Poles, as long as the Proteftants enjoy their 
Priviledges, and the Emperor is fiot actually attacked by 
France. In the mean Time the Pryian Troops are all in 
a condition to march at an Hour's Warning. 
The Emperor has at laſt conſented of the King of 
Pruſſia's offer of employing 50000 of his Troops; to op- 
poſe the Attempts of the French in the Empire, under cer- 
tain Conditions, and Count Seckenderf has received Orders 
to ſign a Treaty to that End. One of the Articles of this 
projected Treaty is, that the Emperor and the Czarina engage 
to guaranty the Countries of Pruſſia, Pomerania, and the 
new Marquiſate of Brandenburg, from whence theſe T roops 
are ſuppoſed to be taken, from any inſult which may be 
offered them, during a War, in Conſideratiou of which the 
King of Pruſſia is to approve all the Steps hitherto taken, 
or to be taken by theſe Monarchs, with regard to Poland. 

The French have not yet paſſed the Rhine, but are in the 
greateſt Readineſs to do it; Bridges are already built, and 
nothing is wanting but Orders from Court. 

An odd maſquerading Adventure has been reported, and 
indeed confirmed, by two ſeveral Poſts of a French General 
on the Rhine; who is ſaid to have ventured into Luxemberg, 
in the Habit of a Peaſant, where while he was ſelling Butter

Account of a Feaſt held annually in all the Cities of CH vA 
to do Honour to Perſons of a diſtinguiſhed Probity and Merit, 


= HE ancient Emperors of China were not ſatisfied with 
inculcating Virtue in their Subjects, by their own lauda- 

ble Examples, and leaving wiſe Laws, and Maxims of the 
moſt refined Morality to Poſterity : but to keep this Vir- 
tue always in Action, and in order to increaſe it, they have, 
from time to time, inſtituted certain exterior Cu/toms and Ce- 
remonies, Among theſe, none had a better Effect upon the 
Minds of the People of China, than that, by which the 
Governor of every City is obliged annually to make a pub- 
lick Entertainment, and to invite to it ſuch Perſons only as 
are noted for their Integrity and Merit. This Feaſt is given 
in the Name, and by expreſs Order of the Emperor, The 
Governor, at theſe Entertainments, repreſents the Perſon of 
his Imperial Majeſty, and none are invited but thoſe who 
live within the Diſtrict of his Government. For this 7 * 
| on 
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fon theſe Entertainments are called XK:ang-'n, that is, a Feaſt, 
or he Mine *, for the Inhabitants of the Country. An In- 
vitation to this Feaſt is looked upon as a very great Diftinc- 
tim and Homur ; and, is at the ſame time a ſort of an Engage- 
ment, or Oblication upon the Perſon invited, to continue and 
proceed in the Paths of Virtue. It very m_ happens that 
1 bherſon who has been once a Gueſt at this Feaſt, is ever 
after guilty of any Action unbecoming a Man of Honour 
and Merit. But when it does, this di/tinguiſhing Mark of the 
Emperor's Favour, with which he has been honoured, tends 
to his own Confuſion and Diſgrace; he becomes the Ridicule 
of the reople. hat] (ſay they) has this Man partaken of 
the Emperor's Feaſt, who behaves himſelf after this Manner ! 
He was unworthy of the Honour; ſure the Governor was miſin- 
formed of his Character] 

In the Year 1725, the Governor of Peking preſented a 
Memorial to the Emperor concerning this Ceremony, a 
Tranſlation of which may not be unacceptable to our 
Readers, 

ee find (ſays he) from our maſt early Hiſtories, that the 
« wife Frrnders of this vaſt Monarchy, inſtituted a perpetual 
« Law or Cuſtom, that an annual Feaſt ſhould be held in every 
City of the Empire, by the Command, and at the Expence of 
« the Emperor; to which none ſhould be invited but Perſons in- 
* habiting within the Diſtrit > s each City, who were conſpi- 
* cus for their Merit, their Probity, and the good Exams 
e ples they had ſhewn their Fellow-Subjetts, The defien of 
* theſe Feaſts was to do Honour to, and to encourage Virtue 
* and Merit. By Degrees this laudable Inſtitution has de- 
* vated from the original intent of it. In ſome Places it has 
* been entirely neglected; in others, indeed, it has been obſerved ; 
© but in fo ſuperficial and careleſs a manner, as has ly no means 
* anſwered the wiſe Purpoſes for which it was Inſtituted. Your 
'* Majeſly no ſooner aſcended the Throne, than your Heart was 
bent upon the Renewal and punctual Obſervation of it for the 
future; you was graciouſly pleaſed to iſſue your Royal Mandate 
in that End. It was in the firſt Year of your glorious Reign, and 
* the firſt Day of the ninth Moon, when your Majeſty ordered this 
Ceremony to be regularly and exadily performed for the future, 
and that it ſhould be celebrated with greater Luſtre and Mag-

. Another Inſtitution of the preſent Emperor's in Honour to 
| MRRIT. 

O ME time afterwards the Emperor publiſhed another 
Mandate, in which he ſignified his Royal Opinion, that 
it was not ſufficient to diſtinguiſh virtuous and good Men by 
all poſſible Marks e Honour in their Life-time, but that there 
Was an Honour due to their Memories even after their Death, 

To this End he ordained, that the Hiſtories of each City 
and Province ſhould be narrowly inſpected into; that the 
Lives and Actions of all Perſons, without Diſtinction of Sex 
or Quality, who had excelled in any Inſtance of Life, and 
to whom no Honours had yet been rendered after their De- 
ceaſe, ſhould be particularly ſet down in Writing, and an ex- 
act Account of them tranſmitted to Court. This Liſt contained, 
of Men, ſuch as had been eminent, either for their Virtues, or 
their great Learning and Knowledge; ſuch who had rendered 
any important Service to the Empire; either at the Bar, or in 
the Field; ſuch as had afforded Comfort and Aſſiſtance to the 
Poor in any time of publick Calamity ; and laſtly, of ſuch à 
had offered up their Lives for the Good of their Country, Of 
Nomen, it contained an Account of ſuch Hidews, who had 
been remarkable for their Continence, many Years after the 
Death of their Husbands ; or who had not entered into the 
nuptial Bonds a ſecond Time; of ſuch married Women as had 
diſtinguiſhed themſelves by their conjugal Love and Duty to 
their Husbands ; and of ſuch Maidens, who had ſhewn ſo 
great a Regard to Chaſtity, as to ſacrifice their Lives for the 
Preſervation of their Honour. His Majeſty having in Pe- 
fon, and with great Pleaſure and Attention, peruſed theſe ſe. 
veral Acc: unts, ordered large Sums of Money to be iſſued 
out ois cn Imperial Treaſury, and to be remitted to the 
ſevera] Provinces, that Monuments might be erected to the 


Honour and Memory of thoſe eminent Perſons contained 2 
| t 
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the ſeveral Lifts. Moreover he ordained, that the Gover- 
nors of the reſpective Provinces and Cities ſhould annually 
viſit theſe Monuments, and ſhew all poſſible Honour and 
Veneration for the Memory of thoſe Perſons for whom they 
were erected. "Theſe Enquiries were diligently made through- 
out the whole Empire, and the Vice-roys tranſmitted their 
Informations, in great Numbers, to the Emperor, with the 
Names and Actions of all ſuch Perſons as merited that Di- 
ſtinction, 8 

We ſpall give ſome Inſtances of theſe Informations in a fu- 
ture BEE; but ſhall now add, to conclude our preſent Ex- 
tract, a noble Inſtance of a Chineſe Manderin, who dared to 
oppoſe an Order of the Emperor, and the Grand Council, which 
he conceived tended to the Prejudice of the Subject. | 


Memorial offered in Oppoſition to a Mandate of 
| the Emperor's. 


JN the fifth Year of the preſent Reign the 17th Day of 

the ſixth Moon, the Emperor received a Memorial from 
the Vice-roy of the Province of Hanan, in which, without 
any Apprehenſion of — his Majeſty's Diſpleaſure, 
that Mandarin oppoſes a Reſolution of the Grand Council, 
conſiſting of the nine principal Tribunals of the Court; and 
which had been approved, applauded, and. confirmed by the 
Emperor, and remitted to the chief Mandarins of the Pro- 
vinces. To inſert this Memorial at Length would be too 
tedious, and beſides, without an ample Knowledge of the 
Chineſe Government, the Memorial itſelf would be unintel- 
ligible. We ſhall therefore only obſerve, that this Vice-roy, 
animated by a noble Integrity of Heart, repreſented, with a 
moſt ſubmiſſrve Reſpect, but at the Game Time, with a lau- 
dable and becoming Freedom, that the Reſolution, which was 
going to paſs into a Law would be hurtfull to the People, 
hard to execute; and occaſion great Diſputes between the 
two principal Orders of Mandarins. He, at the ſame time, 
laid down a plain and eaſy Method, to obtain the Ends pro- 
poſed, without any Prejudice to the Subject. 

* I muſt confeſs (ſays this worthy Miniſter) I have not thoſe 
* great Talents, which are required of thiſe who preſume to 
* approach your Imperial Throne : Ought I then to open my Mouth 
* in Oppoſition to what your Majeſty has approved and Autbo- 
* rized ? The Employ with which I am honoured informs me 
* what I cor to the Empire, and above all to your —_— 
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« who has heaped your Favours upon me, tho moſt unworthy of 


« the leaſt of them. I ſhould be the moſt V Men, 
« ſhould I, out of an il|-timed Timidity, a faulty Modeſty, 
« conceal my Thoughts of what I conceive to be, for the Publich 
< Good. Am not 1 bound, at leaſt, to ſubmit it to your Majeſty; 
<< mare enlightened Fudgment and Wiſdom ? To you who Have 
<< the Benefit of your People ſo near at Heart? who ſtudy Day 
« and Night to promote their Eaſe? It is in Conformity ts, 
« and in Imitation of this your paternal Tenderneſs for your 
<« Subjets, that I preſume to preſ. nt this Memorial, in Opps- 
« fition even to your own Royal Mandate, &c. 

The Emperor having read this Memorial was extreamly 
pleaſed with it. He immediately afſembled all the Princes, 
Grandees, and Preſidents of the Sovereign Tribunals, who 
were then at Court, and with an Air which betrayed the 
Satisfaction of his Mind ſpoke as follows. 

&« Tien-ouen-king (this was the Vice-rey's Name) is a Man- 
« darin, ſuch as my Soul wiſhes. Why am I not ſo happy t 
« have more ſuch Officers in my Empire ! He knows my Incli- 
« nations; and has not feared to oppoſe my Sentiments : He aims 
& at the Publick Good, and abhorring Flattety boldly ſhews 
« his Diflike of our Reſolutions ; he ſbetus us the inconveniences 
& which would have attended them; and has propoſed a much 
< better Expedient. His Arguments are weighty and ſtray ; 
« They ſhew his great Talents. Let them be maturely examined; 
ec here is his Memorial, As the gar in Quęſtion is of infinite 
© Conſequence to the Eaſe of my People, I order you to commu- 
« nicate it to the other Sovereign Tribunals ; let it likewiſe l. 
« ſent io the principal Mandarins of the Provinces, that I may 
« know their Sentiments, before I proceed to a ſecond Reſolution. 

„ The conduct of Tien-ouen-king (added this illuſtrious 
« Prince) cannot be enough applauded. Not F Tchang-pao (the 
« Name 1 another Mandarin) who when he had lately adviſed 
« me to things impracticable in their Nature; knew no other 
& excuſe for his evil Counſel, than that he thought it agreeabl:

* The Sinking-Fund was eſtabliſhed for the Payment of 
the Debts of the Nation, but ſtill it was left ſubje& to the 
Difpoſal of Parliament ; if upon any Occaſion it ſhall ap- 
pear that a Part of it may be more properly applied to 
ſome other Uſe, the Legiſlature has certainly a Power to 
apply it in that manner which they ſhall judge to be moſt 
for the publick Good, and for the Intereſt of the Nation 
in general, This is the proper Queſtion now under our 
Conſideration; we are now to determine, whether the 
Sum of 500,000 J. ſhall be applied this Year towards the

R. D' Anvers in his lat Craftſman obſerves, that whi 
a certain Sett of Writers charge others with'a Deſign i 
fubverting our Excellent Conſtitution, they themſelves Plus 
this Conſtitution in the moſt ridiculous, the moſt contemptidle 
Light that it is poſſible for any Man to conceive. 
Our Conſtitution according to theſe Writers (ſays Mr. 
D' Arvers) is no better than a Jumble of incompatible Pow- 
ers, which would ſeparate and fall to Pieces of Themſelves 
unleſs reſtrained and upheld by ſuch honourable Methods ® 
Thoſe of Bribery and Corruption; for how is it poſſible for 
any Man, under any other * to plead for the Necth 
fit, or for the Fitneſs of Places, and Penſions, or any e 
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euniary Influente among the Members of the Houſe of Com- 
mms? If any Dependance, or Biaſs, created by ſuch Matives, 
were really neceſſary, it would prove that the Form of our 
Government -itſelf was defeRive to a Degree of Ridiculouſ- 
neſs ; that it was a Con/titution, having a Repreſentative of the 
People, which muſt be engaged not to repreſent them; not to 
vote and act, as They would vote and act, if uninfluenced 
by private Intereſt, or corrupt Motives. Now, if ſuch an 
Influence, or Dependance, was univerſal and unlimited through- 

out the whole Houſe, the Monarchy would be abſolute ; and 
whenever this Influence prevails in any Degree, it tends to 
arbitrary Power, For this Reaſon, the true Friends of Li- 
berty muſt perpetually guard againſt ſuch Influences; which is 
not ſetting up a neu Form of Government, but preſerving the 
Old. © | 

Our Conſtitutian may, in ſome Senſe, be ſaid to be a fleet- 
ing Thing, which at different Times hath differed from 
itſelf, as Men differ from Themſelves in Age and Youth, or 
in Sickneſs and Health; but ſtill it is the ſame, and it is 
our Duty to preſerve it, as far as We are able, in its full 
Strength and Vigour. I do not know a more uſeful Turn 
of Mind, and what will contribute more to this End, than 
That which diſpoſeth us to obſerve the ſeveral Changes in 
our Conſtitution; the Cauſes, which have produced them ; 
and the Conſequences attending them. I do not pretend, for 
my Part, to enter far into this Subject; but will only offer 
ſome few Obſervations on what hath happened of that 
Kind, during the Reigns of King WILLIAM and Queen 
ANNE ; and I leave it to other Pens to remark farther 
back, or to continue ſuch Remarks farther on. 

At the Time of the Revolution, our Conflitution received a 
conſiderable Strength by that A, which is called the Decla- 
ration of Rights ; by which, we hope, an End is put to the 
gerous Claims and Practices of ſome former Reigns ; ſuch 
as That of a Power in the Crown to diſpenſe with the Exe- 
cution of the Laws ; as alſo That of keeping up a fanding 
Army in Times of Peace, without Conſent of Parliament; and 
ſome other Particulars, which are contained in that A; 
I do not reckon that we obtained any Thing new by its 
any Thing, that was not our juſt Right before; nor does it 
provide ſuch Remedies for us, or ſuch Penalties for the Of- 
ſenders againſt it, as might have been contrived ; yet it is 
an Advantage to have That expreſly declared and-acknow- 
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ledged to be our Right, which had once been brought, how 
unjuſtly ſoever, into Diſpute. 

About five or ſix Years after This, We obtained the T;;. 
ennial Af; which was an additional Security to our Liber. 
ties ; for their may ſeem, from the Reaſon of Things and 
ancient Uſage, that Parliaments ought to have been either 
annual, or to continue no longer than till the particular Bu- 
ſineſt, for which They were ſummoned, was finiſhed ; yet, 
by the Precedents made of the long Continuance of the ſame 
Parliament, in the Reigns of Charles the fir/t and ſecond, it 
was become fit and requiſite to enact, by an expreſs Law, 
that there ſhould be a new one, at leaſt, once in three Years, 
It may, perhaps, be wondered that This was not taken Care 
of in the Declaration of Rights; for tho” it is there declared 
that Parliaments ought to be held frequently ; (by which might 
not - improperly be underſtood new Parliaments) yet in 2 
Matter of ſuch Importance, one might have expected more 
clear and poſitive Expreſſions. The only Reafon ] can aſ- 

1 for this is, that that Declaration was chiefly intended to 
ert and aſſure to us thoſe Rights, which had been invaded 
by King James. Now, That of holding the jo Parliament 
for a long Term, was no Part of the Complaints againſt his 
Government; fince during his ſhort Reign He called but . 
8 and That he diſſolved abruptly, at their ſecond 
ion. | | 
But I proceed to mention thoſe other As, which King 
William paſſed, for ſecuring to us free Parliaments, and con- 
ſequently our Conſtitution and Liberties, There was one, to 
prevent double and falſe Returns; another to prevent Brib:- 
ry ; another to prohibit Commiſſioners of the Exciſe ſitting it 
the Houſe; and by a Clauſe in an A of the 12th of his 
Reign, which is the A of Settlement, it was provided that 
after his Deceaſe, and the Deceaſe of the then Princeſs Aune, 
no Perſon, who had any Office, or Place of Profit, under tht 
King, or received any Penſion from the Crown, ſhould be capable 
4 ſerving as a Member of the Houſe of Commons, The paſ⸗ 
ing thoſe Laws was certainly giving Strength and Security to 
our Liberties, in the moſt important and eſſential Article; 
for the Freedom and Independency of this Aſſembly is unde- 
niably the Support of them all, and upon which the Fabrick 
of our whole Conſtitution depends, The Members of this 
. Houſe are the Truſtees and Guardians of all we have, and

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] will add one Inſtance more of the Advantage, accruing 
to the Cauſe of Liberty, under the Reign of that glariaus 
Deliverer of our Country, What I mean is, his complying 
with the Deſire of his People and Parliament, in reducing 
the Number of the landing Forces in England to about 7000 
Men. Thus we ſee that as by the coming in of King Wil- 
liam our Religion and Liberties were preſerved from the De- 
ſigns and Projects then or Foot to deſtroy bath; ſo by his 
ſucceeding Reign He further ſtrengthened and ſecured them 
tous by good Laws, I cannot help thinking, that whenever 
it ſhall be thought proper to ſet upon an Equeſtrian Statue to 
the Memory of that Prince, an Inſcription ought to be en- 
graven on the Pedeſtal in theſe, or ſuch like Words.75

mg a for greater Good than only once preventing a preſent Dan- 
ger, He confirmed and flrengthencd its Liberties by ſuch excellent 
Laws as the TRIENNIAL ACT, and That of the 12th of his 
Reign, entitled an Af for the FARTHER LIMITATION of 
the Crown ; and better ſecuring THE RIGHTS and LIBER- 
TIES of the Subject. | 

It can be no Objection againſt ſetting up ſuch a Me- 
morial of thoſe Laws, that the firft of them is repealed, and 
that the Clauſe above-mentioned in the other is repealed like- 
wiſe; for tho”, in Deference to the Wiſdom of the Legiſſa- 
ture, we ſuppoſe that the Repeal was for good Reaſons, with 
Regard to the Time, in which they were repealed ; yet we 
may affirm that the enacting of them, at the time they were 
enacted, was for gad Reaſons too, and ſuch as ariſe from a 
Conſideration of the Nature of Government, the Principles 
of Liberty, and Precedents in free States. 

[ was induced to mention theſe Things at preſent, becauſe 
ſome Perſons are often calling upon and defying People to in- 
ſtance in any one Article of Liberty, or Security for Liberty, 
which we once had, and do not ſtill hold and enjoy. I de- 
lire Leave to ask Them, whether Jong Parliaments are the 
ſame Thing as having frequent Ele#ions.-----Is the Circum- 
ſtance of having almoſi two hundred Members 4 the Houſe of 
Commons veſted with Offices or Places, under the Crown, the 
fame Thing as having a Law, that would have excluded all 
Perſons, wr hold Places, from fitting there ?-----Is an Army 
of above 17,000 Men, at the Expence of 850, ooo per Ann. 
lor the Service of Great-Britain, the ſame Thing as an Ar 
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my of 7000 Men, at the Expence of 3 50, oool. per Ams 
r England; and J will ſuppoſe there might be about 3 
en more for Scotland: Is the Riot-Act which eſtabliſhe; 
Paſſiue-Obedience and Non- Reſiſtance by a Law, even in 
Cafes of the utmoſt Extremity, the ſame thing as leaving 
the People at Liberty to redreſs themſelves, when they ar: 
rievouſly oppreſſed and thereby oblige the Prince, in ſome 
ure, to depend on their Afections ? 
But to return from whence I have digreſſed, and paſs to 
the next Reign. In That of Queen Anne a very expenſe 
War againſt France involved the Natioh in a Ke. Debt, 
(which I hope will be a Warning to us from engaging haſtily 
in another) and occaſioned the granting ſeveral Duties and 
Taxes, which are received by % Crown, and charged 2 
Funds to pay Intereſt on ſeveral great Sums, that hare 
been borrowed. This Circumſtance is certainly of no Ad- 
vantage to the Cauſe of Liberty, as it makes the Crown the 
immediate Steward and Receiver of the annual Income of 
near fifty Millions of the People's Property ; beſides increaſing 
its Influence and Weight by the vaſt Number of Offcer,, 
employed in collecting, overſeeing and paying theſe Funds and 
Revenues. I muſt farther add, that there was a Clauſe in an 
AH of Parliament repealed in this Reign, which till then had 
been highly valued, as what would tend very much to the 
Security of our Liberties, I mean that Clauſe of the 12th if 
King William above-mentioned, by Virtue of which, after 
the Deceaſe of the Queen, no Ferfon having any Place could BF” 
fit in the Houſe of Commons.

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er Reign ſhe paſſed the Qualification Act, which requires that 
very Member for a Borough ſhall have 300/. per Annum; 
nd for a County 600 J. per Ann. a Law which was intended 
o confine the Flection to ſuch Perſons as are independant in 
heir Circumſtances; have a valuable Stake in the Land; and 
uſt therefore be the moſt ſtrongly engaged to conſult the 
blick Good, find leaſt liable to Corruption. This Law has 
een of great Service to us, and is fo ſtill; though far from 
ing odtual ; but it would be, in a great Meaſure need- 
Wes, if we were once made ſecure againſt Bribery at Elec- 
Wins and Corruption after Elections; becauſe the People, when 
Weft to themſelves, would naturally chuſe the chief and beſt 
ort of the Gentry to repreſent them: e 
But I purpoſe, as I ſaid before, to purſue theſe Kind of 
Remarks no further than thoſe two Reigns. I will only 
add, that if any Part of theſe gad Laws, which ſtill ſub- 
iſt, and were formed for the Preſervation of the Freedom 
, Parliaments, have not their due Force, by Reaſon of ſome 
concealed Evaſions, which in length of time may have been 
found out ; what can be more reaſonable than to apply an ef- 
feual Remedy?

The Propoſition of Neutrality contains in Subſtance that 
the Troubles of Poland threatening a general War, which 
may ſpread itſelf into the Auſtrian Netherlands, the Lord 
the States General, who have taken no Part directly, or 
indirectly, in the faid Troubles, hope that the French Nin 
will be pleaſed to give them his faithful Aſſurances that he 
will not diſturb the ſaid Netherlands, which are of more 
Importance to them than to his Imperial Majęſty, tho' he 
is the Poſſeſſor of them; that, for their own Part, they 
will likewiſe keep themfelves in a State of Neutrality ; on 
Condition nevertheleſs of reſerving to themſelves the Power 
of fulfilling their Engagements to the Emperor, if the Con- 
ditions of their Treaty with him ſhould require it; with 
Aſſurances, at the ſame Time, of obſerving the ſame Con. 
duct towards France, in Purſuance to their Alliance with 
her; and tho” it is not in their Power to prevent the 
Emperor from committing Hoſtilities againſt France in the 
Netherlands, promiſe to uſe all their Endeavours to 
divert him from it; but they will not engage themſelves to 
© any thing farther, on this Account, than promiſing not to 
c furniſh him with any Troops, or other Aſſiſtance what- 
< ſoever.”'--- In this Particular the States General ſeem to have 
acted not only a wiſe, but an honeſt Part, by adhering as ftritth 
to their Treaties, as the particular Circumſtances of them will 
admit, and at the ſame Time very dexterouſſy avoiding to en- 
gage themſelves in the Squabbles of their Neighbours.

H Iſtoire Ancienne des Egyptiens, &c. par Mr. Rollin, &c. 
(that is, The ancient Hiſtory of the Egyptians, &c. by 

Mr. Rollins, &c.) 15, Vol. II. | 
In our BEE, No. XXV, We carried the Perfian Hiſtory 
to the Death of Cyrus. His eldeſt Son Cambyſes was no 
ſooner ſeated on the Throne, than he bent his Thoughts up- 
on an Expedition into Egypt, to take Revenge for an Affront 
offered him by Amaſis. He employed the three firſt Vears of 
his Reign in preparing for this Expedition. His firſt Exploit 
was the taking of Peluſium, which he effected by Stratagem. 
In an Attack he made, he placed Dogs, Cats, Sheep, and o- 
ther Animals. which were ſacred to the Egyptians, at the 
Head of his Troops; and as the Religion of the Egyptians 
would not let them violate theſe Animals, he ſoon became 
Maſter of the Place. Amaſis being dead, Pſammenitus en- 
deayoured to ſtop his Progreſs, but was defeated, and purſued 
to the Walls of Memphis. Cambyſes ſummoned this City to 
ſurrender, but the Egyptians murdered the Herald with all his 
Train; for which Camby/es took a ſufficient Revenge, when 
he became Maſter of the City, quickly afterwards, His 
next Expedition was againſt the Eth:2p:ans, and at the ſame 
Time he ſent an Army of 50,000 Men againſt the Ammo- 
nite, from Thebes, with Orders to ravage their Country, 
and deſtroy the famous Temple of Fupiter-Ammon ; this 
whole Army was ſwallowed up and loſt among the Quick- 
dands in the Deſarts. Camlyſes deſigned to invade the Car- 
thaginians, but the Phenicians refuſing to lend him their 
Ships for this Expedition, he was obliged to deſiſt. He had 
ſo little Succeſs ia his Ethiopian Enterprize, that the greateſt 
Part of his Army being deſtroyed, and the reſt ready to pe- 
riſh for want of Proviſions, he was glad to return to Thebes, 
which he firſt plundered, and then ſet fire to the Temples. 
Returning to Memphis, he found the City full of Joy, ſor 
the Recovery of their God Apis, whom they had loſt. 
Cambyſes fancied they rejoiced at his Misfortunes, and was ſo 
__ enraged 
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enraged at them, that he flew their God Apis, cauſed hit 
Prieſts to be beaten, and all who were at the Feſtival, to be 
put to the Sword, Here he grew jealous of his Brother 
Smerdis, and diſmiſſing him, ſent Prexaſpes after him, who 
overtook and flew him. Camlyſes gave himſelf wholly up ta 
his brutiſh Paſſions and committed innumerable Extravagan. 
ces, He married his Siſter Mere, and afterwards killed ber 
with a Kick. Paſſing through Syria, in his Return to Per/ia, 
he got Intelligence, that Patiſithus, one of the chief Magi, 
to whom he had left the Adminiſtration of his Affairs, had 
placed a Brother of his own, one S merdis upon the Throne, 
pretending that he was the deceaſed Smerd:s the Son of Cyrus. 
Cambyſes, while he was preparing to dethrone this Uſurprr, 
Was flain by his own Sword, which falling out of the Scah- 
bard, as he was mounting his Horſe, gave him a mortal 
Wound in the Thigh. 5 
Smerdis (or Artaxerxes, who put a Stop to the building of 
the City and Temple of Feruſalem) thought to ſecure the 
Crown he had uſurped, by eaſing the People in their Tax 
and military Service: But a Perſian Nobleman, called Otane; 
ſuſpecting him to be the Magus Smerdis, who for ſome 
Crime, had loſt his Ears, in the Reign of Cyrus, diſcovered 
him, to be really that Magus by means of his Daughter Ph-- 
dima, who was one of Smerdis's Wives. Otanes, upon this 
Diſcovery, formed a Conſpiracy with Darius Hydaſpes, and 
five other Noblemen who flew Smerdis, together with li 
Brother Patifithus, The Conſpirators were at firſt undeter- 
mined what Form of Government to eſtabliſh for the future, 
At laſt they reſolved upon Monarchy, and took the following 
Method to decide on whoſe Head the Crown ſhould be placed. 
They all rode out together one Morning, having agreed, 
that he whoſe Horſe ſhould firſt neigh, after they came to 2 
certain Flace, ſhould be declared King. Darius's Horſe 
neighed as ſoon as they came to the F lace, his Groom having 
contrived to give the Horſe a Mare the Night before, in 
the ſame Place; upon the Neighing of his Horſe all his 
Companions immediately diſmounted and faluted him King.

Their Kingdoms were Heredi- 
ary, and they had a particular manner of educating the pre- 
umptrve Heir to the Crown, which is very much admired by 
P/ati, The young Prince was under ſome. of the Eunuchs, 
or chief Officers of the Houſhold, till be was ſeven Years of 
Age. The Buſineſs of theſe Eunuchs was not alone to have 
regard to the Health ; but they were to form his Mind, evèn 
in thoſe early Years, to Virtue.

They proceeded 
with a great deal of Equity in all Cauſes brought before them, 
Among many others they had one very ſingular Cuſtom, 
When any Perſon was accuſed of a Crime, after a fair and 
impartial Hearing, if the Accuſer could not make good hi 
Charge by ſufficient Proof, he was obliged to undergo the ſan 
Puniſhment as the Accuſed would have been liable to, i 
Fact had been fully proved. Of this we have an Inftance in 
the Story of Haman and Mordecai. 

The Perfian Empire, as has been before obſerved, was d. 
vided into one hundred and twenty Provinces, whoſe Gover- 
nors were called Satrapæ, and choſen from among the chief . 
Perſons of the Empire. They had an honourable Allowance , 
for their Support, and kept their Courts in their reſpective Wl |

Provinces : Within their own Provinces all were ſubject to 
them, except the Govetnours of Forts, and Officers of the 
Army; for theſe were dependant immediately upon the King, 
and were a ſort of Spies or Checks upon the Conduct of the 
Satrapæ, who were obliged to render an Account of their 
Adminiſtration to the three Superintendants or Chiefs ment:

It i 
doubtleſs ſome little Mortification to him, to ſee a Prince 
on the Poliſh Throne, who is probably in the Intereſt of 
France; yet it hardly ſeems conſiſtent with that ſound Fud- 
ment and great Moderation, which his Imperial Majeſty has 
hitherto ſhewn, to puſh this Affair any further. He cannot 
but ſee, that ſome of the Circles of the Empire would not 
eaſily engage in a War on this account, and can hardly help

TuRKY, PERSIA, and other REMOTE COUNTRIES. 


II is confirmed from all Parts that the Turtiſb and Perſian 
Armies have had an Engagement, to the Diſadvantage of 
the latter, Letters from Conſtantinople in particular, of the 
gth of Auguſt, give the following Account of it, as it had 
been notified by the Grand Vizir to all the Publick Miniſters. 
Oſman Baſhaw, Commander in Chief of the Ottoman Forces 
in Perſia, being marched from Carcut, encamped near 
Babylon, on the River Tigris. In this Situation the Perſian 
Army, conſiſting of 80000 Men, and a great Number of 
Elephants, under the Command of Thomas Kouli-kan, attacked 
him on the 19th of July. The Battle, which laſted eight or 
nine Hours, ended very much to the Advantage of the 
Ottomans. ; the Perſians having been obliged to quit the Field, 
with the Loſs of all their Cannon, and 3000 Men killed on 
the Spot, beſides what they ſuſtained in the Flight, the Otto- 
nans having purſued them for ſix Hours together. This is the 
the Account given by the Turks, but there are other Advices, 
which do not make the Advantage on their fide ſo very con- 
derable. Theſe Advices ſay, that only one Part of the Per- 
fan Army was engaged, and that the two Wings of the 
Turkiſh Army having been obliged, in the Beginning of the 
Battle to give Way, and the Succeſs of the Day having con-

We learn 
from Xenophon, that Cyrus had conſtantly, in all his Expedi- 
tions, as-great Number of learned Phyſicians attending him, 
and this Cuſtom, it ſeems, had been long obſerved in the. 
Faſt, before the Days of Cyrus. Herodotus mentions a ſingu- 
ar Cuſtom of the 2 which was to expoſe their 
Sick publickly to the view of all Paſſengers, to know of them 
whether they had ever had the like Malady, and what Me- 
thods they had uſed, 

In Aſtronomy our Author obſerves, that tho” the Grecians 
took a great deal of Pains to be thought the Inventers of all 
de Arts and Sciences, yet they never could diſpute the Ho- 
nour of this with the Chaldeans, who had ſo early a Know- 


edge of it, that in the Time of Mexander, they had a Series 


of Obſervations for 1903 Years, The Situation of Babylon, 
die Openneſs of their Country, the conſtant Serenity of the 
Air, and that famous Obſervatory, the Tower of Belus, gave 
them all the Opportunities they could wiſh, to obſerve the 
Motions of the Stars, with all the Accuracy imaginable.” 
As for the Extravagancies of judicial Aftrology, which _ 
curied to a very great Height, our Author treats them wit 

the Contempt they deſerve, as being founded upon a ſuper/titious 
Credulity, and an over fond Curigſih to pry into future Events.

< gaged in that unjuſt and unnatural Affair; the Govern. 
< ment might perhaps have made a better Uſe of their 
Succeſs; for if I am rightly informed, there, was not: 
Shilling of the forfeited Eſtates ever came to the Uſe of 
the Publick, they were all applied to the Payment of thoſe 
Commiſſioners and Officers who were employed to en- 
quire after them. 

© It is not eaſy to determine exactly what particular Num- 
ber of Regular Forces may be abſolutely neceſſary for pre- 
ſerving a juſt Government; but I am ſure, that the belt 
wy of determining is, from the Experience of paſt Times; 
and whatever Number may be neceſſary for ſupporting a 
juſt Government, I am as ſure, that any Addition made 
to that Number, is a Step towards the Support of an unjuſt 
and an arbitrary Government. The Number now pro- 
poſed, is not the only thing to be regarded in the preſent 
Queſtion : Tt is true, there is but 18,000 propoſed to be 
kept up, but we all know that in the manner that this 
18,000 is modelled, in the manner they are kept up, they 
may upon any Emergency be augmented to 40,090 effec- 
tive Men: and that Number, if they ſtood unanimoully 
together, would, I am afraid, be able to ſupport and ren- 
der ſucceſsful any Attempts againſt the Liberties of the Na- 
tion, notwithſtanding the great Numbers of brave Men 
we may, I hope, juſtly brag of {till having in Great Ir. 
tam. 

© T have as good an Opinion of the Officers now employed 
in the Army, as any Man can have; I have no doubt 
but that they would be ready to oppoſe any Attempts againſt 
the Liberties of their Country, but they are not immortal, 
nor are we ſure that they will always be continued in Com- 
mand, or that they will be ſucceeded by Men of the fame 
Virtue and Honour: If any Prince, or any Chief Miniſter, 
ſhould ever form Deſigns againſt the Liberties of the Feo- 
ple, to be ſure he will firſt model the Army for that pur- 
poſe, he will diſmiſs all the Men of Honour, and will put 
Creatures of his own into their room; Creatures who 

be always ready to execute the moſt unjuſt, the moſt 9). 
rannical Commands that he can poſſibly give; this, 
Lords, may be done in a Moment, and thus the Nation 
may be undone before any Man can fly to its Relief. 1 
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As I have ſaid, I am thoroughly convinced, that the 
t Number of Regular Forces by this Bill propoſed, is much 
larger than what is neceſſary for the Support of the Go- 
« yerninent, or for the Preſervation of the Conſtitution ; I 
© muſt therefore think, that the keeping up of ſo great a 
Number is a turning that Civil Government, under which 
© we have for ſo many Ages preſerved our Liberties, into 
« a Military fort of Government, under which no Country 
© ever did, it is impoſſible that any Country ever can, pre- 
© ſerve either their Liberties or Properties; under ſuch a Go- 
vernment, the Poſſeſſions of every Man muſt entirely de- 
* pend upon the Good-will of the Chief Officers of the Ar- 
* my; the poor Farmers and Tradeſmen muſt fubmit to be 
© plundered and mal-treated, by every common Soldier, and 
© the Men of the beſt Families in the Nation may often be 
© obliged to ſue in the moſt humble manner to thoſe who 
© were formerly their Footmen or menial Servants. This, 
to me, My Lords, is a moſt terrible State, and therefore I 
* muſt be for agreeing to the Reduction propoſed.”

© Even the happy Revolution, My Lords, is an Inftance 
how little a Fleet is to be depended on ; it is well known, 
that King William, in his Way to England at that Time, 
came in Sight of the Exgliſb Fleet, which was well pro- 
vided, and able enough to have fought him; but the 
Winds were ſo contrary, that it was impoſſible for the 
Engliſh Fleet to come up with the Dutch; if they had, A 
Lords, that glorious Attempt, by which we recovered out 
Liberties, might have been defeated : By this Accident we 
then recovered our Liberties, but if we ſhould ever reſolve 
to truſt entirely to our Fleet, the ſame Accident may 
hereafter be the Cauſe of our loſing them. 

© The Second Expedient propoſed in the Room of a 
Standing Army, is the Militia : Now, My Lords, conli- 
dering the preſent State of our Militia, I believe, it will 
not be pretended that we can truſt to them; I confeſs, 
My Lords, that the Militia of a Country may be brought 
under ſuch exact Diſcipline, as to make them almoſt equal 
to any Regular Troops ; but, I believe, ſuch a Thing 
is not to be done in this Country : We now fee how 
much grumbling is occaſioned by the Militia's being 
called out to exerciſe but once a Year, and from thence 
we may judge what would be the Conſequence if they

© ] have, 'My Lords, ſeen a great many Projects for keep- 
© ing the Militia under a good Diſcipline, but in my Opinion, 
© every one of them would in this Country prove to be 
jmptacticable, ineffectual, or much more expenſive to 
the Publick than the Regular Army now kept up. But, 
« My Lords, ſuppoſing ſuch a Project to be practicable, ſup- 
* poſing that the Militia could be kept under exact Diſci- 
© pline, what is the Difference as to our Liberties ? Is 2 
* Soldier in a Red Coat more dangerous to our Liberties 
© than a Soldier in a Black, a Blue, or a White Coat? For 
© my part, I can ſee nothing more terrible in Red than 1 
* can fee in any other Colour, nor can I think that an Army 
© in Red is more terrible, or more dangerous to our Liber- 
* ties, than an Army in Black ; I do not know, indeed, but 
* the latter may be the moſt dangerous of the two; they 
* have certainly done much more Miſchief to Mankind, 
© and to this Country in particular. As to the Power of

No, My Lords, their Conduct would be approve 
of by any Court-Martial, their Diſobedience would be 
commended, and the only Perſon to be condemned, 
would be he who gave the illegal Orders. The Offcen 
and Soldiers of the Army are therefore in this as well 2 
in moſt other reſpe& upon the ſame Footing with thoſe 
of the Militia, or at leaſt upon the ſame Footing that the 
Militia muſt be put on, before they can be made uſeful fot 
the Defence of the Nation.

Thus, My Lords, it appears, that with reſpect to our 
Liberties, a Standing Army of our own Subjects can be

that Attempts were making againſt the Liberties of the 
Nation: In the Reign of the late King James, the 
Army behaved in the ſame manner as the Militia had 
done under his Father. It is a fort of Article of Faith 
among ſome People, to believe, that no Attempts were 
made againſt our Liberties in the Reign of King Charles l. 
But My Lords, the Caſe is ſo far otherwiſe, that his 
whole Reign at leaſt from the Beginning to the Year 1641, 
was a continued Scene of the moſt Arbitrary and Op- 
preſſive Meaſures that were ever purſued in any Country 
in Europe; what by his Court of Star-Chamber, and by 
his Spiritual Courts (of theſe laſt, I think, My Lords, we 
have ſome ſtill remaining) did not he oppreſs the Subject 
in the moſt unprecedented Manner ? Even the Firſt Set of 
Miniſters he had, began to encroach upon the Liberties of 
their Country; but after them he got a Spiritual I rime 
Miniſter, an Archbiſhop, who ſoon drove the Nail to 
the Head, and laid the People under a Neceffity of taking 
Arms in Defence of their Liberties and their Privileges : 
That King and his Miniſters had taken all poſſible Care 
to model the Militia, he had the ſupreme Command 
over them, he had named ſuch Officers over them, as he 
thought would do whatever he pleaſed, but what was the 
Conſequence? When Affairs were come to this Cris, 
that they ſaw they muſt fight either for the Liberties of 
the People or againſt them, many of thoſe Officers the 
King had named took Party againft him, and the Order: 
of thoſe who appeared for him were in many Places de- 
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ſpiſed by the Private Men. The Army under his Son be- 
haved in the very ſame manner, and it will always be ſo; 
in the Caſe of | a Civil War, the Army being Part of 
the People; they will certainly behave as the Feople do; 
they will divide, and every Man will join that Party which 
he thinks moſt in the Right. „ a e a4 
Now, My Lords, as to Auxiliary Troops, I believe no 
Man will pretend that we ought to keep a Standing Army 
of Foreign Auxiliaries within the Kingdom, and if we 
ſhould upon any Occaſion call any ſuch to our Aſſiſtance, 
we are not very ſure that they will go out again at our 
Deſire: It has been moſt juſtly obſerved by a very great 
Author, that whatever Country truſts her Defence to 
Foreign -Auxiliaries, muſt become the Slave of thoſe in 
whom ſhe puts her Truſt. But, My Lords, ſuppoſing that 
Foreign Auxiliaries called in to our Aſſiſtance, would always 
leave us whenever we had a Mind, yet Experience has 
ſhewn us, that we cannot always depend upon their co- 
ming to our Aſſiſtance as ſoon as called. The late unna- 
tural Rebellion afforded us an Inſtance of this; that Re- 
bellion which broke out againſt his late Majeſty ſoon after 
his Acceſſion, and I am ſure he had done nothing to de- 
ſerve that Treatment, he had done Injuſtice to no Man, he 
had made no Incroachment upon our Liberties, yet ſuch a 
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4 dangerous Inſurrection broke out againſt him, and we had 
ee Troops of our own, that we were obliged to ſend at the 
e fame time to our Allies for that Aſſiſtanee which they were 
A engaged by Treaties to give us: Unluckily it had happened 
of WF that the Dutch for ſome time before had been ſo much ad- 
of WI 4iSed to that Political Maxim of reducing their Army, that

alone placed him in the moſt conſpicuous Point of Light, II 
Crowd below had their Eyes conſtantly upon him, and c 
not only ſee all his Action, but thought they diſcovered 
his Looks the very Sentiments of his Heart. With a Motu 
of his Hand and a gracious Smile, which did not ſeem poi 
ted at any particular Perſon, be ſeemed to invite us alli 
general to mount the Eſtrade and approach his Throne. Thi 
amiable Deportment inſpired the whole Company with a 
ardent Deſire to do as they conceived they were commande 
Every Man preſſed to get near the Eſtrade, to which th 
were three ſeveral Aſcents, conſiſting each of an hundre 
Steps. I found my ſelf ſeized like the reſt of the Compan 
with a ſtrong Ambition to mount the Eſtrade, and get ne 
the lovely Perſonage who ſat upon the Throne. After 
good deal of ſqueezing and joſtling I managed matters | 
ucceſsfully that I got at laſt to the Foot of the Eſtrade, u 
was juſt about to mount the Steps which led to the Top! 
it, when the odd Materials of which I found theſe vte 
were compoſed obliged me to ſtop ſhort, and conſider the 
more attentively. I found there were three Aſcents, * 
have already faid which led to the Throne, and that t 
Steps of all of them were extreamly narrow, and more !t 
ſembled the Steps of a Ladder than ſuch as I conceived oug 
to form the Paſſage to a Royal Throne. I found likewi 
that they were placed at very unequal Diſtances, which mu 
| conſequently render their Aſcent both dangerous and painfi 
8 but tho' they were all alike in theſe Particulars, the Mater 
of which they were compoſed were very different. 
I obſerved, to my great ſurpriſe, that ſome of the Steps 
the middlemoſt Aſcent were compoſed of T reatics, 8 
; 8 10 
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nc. Letters, Memorials, and Patents; ſome of which 
ad Imperial Seals appendant to them; other Steps of this 
\ſcent were formed of Books, Bundles of Pens, large Quan- 
ties of Wax, and Roles of Parchments ; a great Number 
Bags were likewiſe interſperſed here and there; I obſerved 
t ſome few of theſe Bags were filled with Money, but that 
nuch the greater Part were ſwollen up with nothing but 
Wind; and were very artificially cemented together with 
yeral little T wigs of Bays and Latorel. 

The Materials which formed the Steps of the Aſcent on 
the Left Hand of the middlemoſt were ſtill more odd and 
whimſical ; the Steps of that Aſcent were compoſed of 
Fhsks, Bowls, Glaſſes, Dice and Cards; of Fowling-Pieces, 
Filhing-Nets, and Hunting Horns; of all Sorts of Muſical 
laſtruments, of Maſques, and Maſquerading-Habits, and of 
feral Female Trinkets and Implements, ſome of which 
made me Bluſh even in my Sleep, for which Reaſon I do not 
think fit to mention them. All theſe fevera] Materials were 
hended and mixed one among another after a very agree- 
ile Manner: I obſerved that the Contexture or Cement 
by which they were joyned and kept together were T wigs 
of Vine and Toy. 

The Steps of the third Aſcent, or that which lay on the 
Right-Hand of the middlemoſt, were compoſed of a pro- 
digious Number of Inſtruments of War; of Pikes, Muſquets, 
Swords, and Daggers; of Piſtols, Helmets, Breaſt-Plates, 
and Cuiraſſes; all theſe were ranged together with ſo much 
Variety, and ſo interwoven with Branches of Palm, that tho 
they did not look ſo beautiful and agreeable as thoſe laſt 
mentioned, and tho? the Structure they compoſed was far 
rom being regular, yet there was ſomething in it which look- 
ed noble and auf. In ſhogt, the Materials which com- 
poſed this Aſcent ſeemed to me to be more ſubſtantial and 
durable than any of the former; but upon a clofer Inſpection, 
| found here and there concealed among the Arms, ſeveral 
Bays and Barrels of Gun-Powder ; not far from which lay 
great Number of Fuzees and lighted Matches; which 
kemed to threaten the whole Machine with ſudden De- 
ſtruction, 

Tho', as I ſaid before, I had a violent Inclination to mount 

Eſtrade, and get near the Throne, yet, upon the Sight 
(che Steps by which I found it was neceſſary T muſt aſcend, 
"hl my Ambition left-me at once; I fell back again _— 
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was fo great that they prevented one another from mounting, 
No ſooner had any one Man got upon the firſt Step but he 
was pulled down again by thoſe behind him. This Scene 
was diverting enough for ſome Time: At laſt three Perſons, 

in ſpight of all the Attempts to keep them down, mounted the 
three ſeveral Aſcents, and ſoon got out of the Reach of their 
Rivals. As they were now in a Situation above us, tho” no- 
body had taken any Notice of them before, they immediately 
drew the Eyes of all the Aſſembly upon them. The Perſon 
who mounted the middlemoſt, Aſcent, was a portly Man, 
and made no ill Appearance, tho' his Limbs were ſome. 
what clumſilyj put together, He who mounted the Aſcent 
on the Right-Hand of the middlemoſt was a tall thin Man 
of a fallow Conplexion, and ſomewhat hollow-eyed. [ 
was ſurpriſed to ſee that the Perſon who mounted the third 
Aſcent wore a Maſque upon his Face; I thought he did ſo for 
ſome Time ; till, upon my obſerving him more attentively, 
I found that what I had at firſt taken for a Maſque was really 
his natural Countenance; the Features and Lines of which 
were ſo very odd, and ſtrongly charged as occafioned my 
falling into the Miſtake I have mentioned. 

Each of theſe three Adventurers continued to mount the 
Steps of that Aſcent, by which he had determined to get near 
the Throne with great Courage and Reſolution : It was 
nevertheleſt evident to us who ſtood below them, that they 
met with very great Difficulties, Theſe were chiefly occa- 
ſioned by the whimſical Materials, of which thoſe Steps 
by which they mounted weray compoſed : I obſerved in pat- 
ticular, that the Perſon who was climbing towards the Throne 
by the middlemoſt Aſcent, Part of the Stairs of which were 
compoſed of Treaties and Conventions, met with innumerable 
Rubs and Obſtacles in his Way; whenever he came to a Step 
compoſed of theſe Treaties and Conventions, it uſually gave 
Way the Moment he ſet his Foot upon it, ſo that he was 
forced to ſtep back again; and tho' he turned the Materia 
of which it was made into an hundred different Shapes and 
Forms, I found he could never make them tally with one 
another, and lie cloſe together ſo as to afford him anv frn 
feuting. He was ſo enraged at the Stubborneſs of cheſe Ma- 
terials, that he tere a great Number of them in Pieces; 
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ther which with a luſty Stride, he made a ſhift'to paſs over” 
the reſt, and get upon the Step next above them. I like- 
wiſe obſerved that the whole Frame of each of the Aſcents, 
y which our three Heroes were mounting, was often agi- 
ted in a moſt violent Manner; and that theſe ſudden. Shocks 
rere occaſioned by ſeveral Perſons who ſtood at the Foot 
each Machine, and ſeemed by ſhaking the whole Fabrick, 
> endeavour to fling off thoſe who were mounting upon it, 
heir Attempts however had no other effect than to make 
ur Heroes advance with the more Circumſpection. They 
w and then indeed flung down a Look of Diſdain upon their 
impotent Enemies, but till continued to make the beſt of 
ter Way towards the Throne, They were encouraged by 
Shouts and Acclamations of a great Number of their 
ratures and Friends who ſtood under their reſpective Ma-

pn Merit, I could not forbear hoping that the three He- 
es before my Eyes, would in ſpite of all the malice of 
teir Enemies, attain to the Summit of their Hopes. I was 
a little troubled to obſerve how many Difficulties they 
tre obliged td encounter: I could not help expreſſing my 
ncern to a Petſon who ſtood next me, and asked him, 
there was no more eaſy and convenient Way of approching 
e Throne?

. ſupported without a Standing Army, By a political 
and cunning Adminiſtration the People may be cheated 
' out of their Liberties; by ſome ſpecious Pretence or ano- 
' ther, that may be induced to give up all thoſe Barriers, 
' which are the Defence and the Protection of their Liber- 
* tes. and Privileges, but the Fraud will at laſt be diſco- 
* vered, and as ſoon as it is, the People will reſume their 
* ancient Privileges, if there be no new ſort of Power eſta- 
* bliſhed for protecting the Arbitrary Government againſt 
any ſuch Reſumption, which Power can never conſiſt in

A Standing Army muſt therefore, My Lordi, be of dan- 
' gerous Conſequence to the Liberties of every Country. In 
' ſome free Countries there may be at leaſt a Shew of Rea- 


tig * fon for their ſubmitting to ſuch a Danger, but in this Country 
ne there cannot be ſo much as a Shew of Reaſon ; we have a

our Defence againſt any Power that can be brought again 
us, as long as the King is poſſeſſed of the Affections of 
the People in general, and thoſe he can never loſe ſo re 
dily as by deſpiſing the People, and truſting entirely to hi 
Standing Army. | | 

As for thoſe ſmall Invaſions which the noble Duke wa 
* pleaſed to mention, what, tho” they had landed, what 
would have been the Conſequence? I hope, My Lordi it 
is not to be imagined, notwithſtanding the contemptibe 
State to which our Militia has been by Neglect reduced, 
that this Country is to be conquered by ſix or ſeven thow 
ſand Men. Even the late King William, tho' he had eſc- 
ped the Engliſh Fleet, where it is ſuppoſed he had a good 
many Friends, tho” he had double that Number of Men, 
and tho” he got all his Troops ſaſely, and without Oppolt 
tion, landed · upon the Exgliſb Shore, yet, My Lords, upon 
his ſeeing ſo few come in to join him upon his firſt Land 
ing, he was very near going off again. It is not an caly 
Matter to bring about a Revolution againſt an  eſtabliſhel 
Government ; but it is ſtill much more difficult to come 
in as Conquerors, and pretend to ſubdue ſuch a powerfu 
and populous Country as this is. And if the great Kin 
William, who came to relieve us from Slavery and Op 
preſſion, . who brought along with him ſo great an Army 
and fo powerful a Fleet; if he, I ſay, was ſo doubtful of 
Succeſs upon his firſt landing, what have we to fear from 
any ſmall Invaſion ? Surely from ſuch, the Nation can 
never have any thing to fear, whatever ſuch a Gove 
ment as that of King Fames's was, may have to fear from 
ſuch ſmall Invaſions encouraged, called in, and ſupported 
by the Generality of our People at home.

gil Orders, I do nat know, My Lords, whether it be ſe 
or not ; but in my Opinion the noble Duke has given us 
a good Hint for an Amendment to the Bill; this Word, 
Legal, ought e to be put in, and then in caſe of 
any Diſobedience to ſuch Orders, a Cougcil of War would 
certainly have it in their Power to examine firſt into the 
Legality of the Orders given, as to which there may be 
ſome Doubt, as the Bill ſtands at preſent ; it may be at 
lealt alledged, that as the Bill now ſtands, the Council of 
War would be obliged to paſs Sentence againſt the Soldiers 
for Mutiny, whatever they might afterwards do with the 
Officer who gaye the illegal Orders.

FRANCE. 


THE French Army under the Command of the Duke of 

Berwick, has actually paſſed the Rhine, and laid Siege 
to Kehl, a very ſtrong Fortreſs on the Eaſt Side of the 
Rhine, and exactly oppoſite to Strasburgh. The French were 
formerly in Poſſeſſion of this Place, but ſurrendered it to the 
Imperialiſts by the Treaty of Refwick. They re-took it in 
the Year 1703, and again ſurrendered it to the Imperialiſt 
by a ſubſequent Treaty. The French Army's beginning 
the War upon the Empire with the Siege of this Place, 
looks as if they were determined to have a Communication 
with Bavaria, and after this Step, we ſhall not be ſurpri- 
zed to hear that they have joined the Forces of that Electo- 
rate. His moſt Chriſtian Majeſty has now convinced the 
World, that he is thoroughly determined to ſupport his Fa- 
ther-in-Law, and it muſt be confeſſed that the French Mi-

e E every Country have been undone ; ws are eſtabliſhing the 
Cuſtom of keeping up a Standing Army in time of Peace; 
we are every Year increaſing the Number of the Officers 
of the Revenue, what will the Conſequence be ? I trem- 
ven de to think of it! We are not indeed under any Danger 
while his preſent Majeſty lives to reign over us: But will 
not every ſucceeding King ſay, why · will you treat me 
worſe than my Predeceſſor ? Why will you refuſe to 
grant me that Number of Regular Forces, or that Revenue 
which in the ſame Circumſtances you granted to. my Fa- 
ther? And we well know, My Lords, how complaiſant 
Parliaments generally are in the Beginning of a Reign; 
they are generally more apt to increaſe both the Revenue 
and the Army of the Crown, than they are to diminiſh ei- 
ther; and if an ambitious Prince ſhould ſucceed to the 
Crown, ſupported by ſuch a numerous Standing Army 
what is now propoſed, ſo long kept up, as to have 
formed themſelves into a different Body from the People 
to whom they belong, and with ſuch a Crowd of Offi- 
cers of the Revenue as we have at preſent, all depend- 
ing upon him and removeable at his Pleaſure, what may 
he not do ? 

* Tam ſurprized, My Lords, to hear it ſaid, that Stand- 
ing Armies have had no Hand in the overturning the Li- 
' berties of the ſeveral Countries of Europe. It is true, 
that the moſt numerous Army can be of no dangerous 
' Conſequence to the Liberties of any Country, as long as 
t depends upon a great many Heads; an Army can ne- 
'er be of dangerous Conſequence, till it comes to be en- 
 tirely dependent upon one Man, and that it generally does 
den it is long kept up, more eſpecially, if any one Man 
mes to get the whole Power into his Hands both of 
_ Raying the Army, and of naming and preferring the ſeve- 
| al Officers employed therein. Sulius Ceſar had too long; 
2 Head not to be ſenſible of this, and therefore he prc- 
(ured himſelf to be ſent into Gaul; there he continued for 
| veral Years at the Head of numerous conquering Armies, 
und having got into his own Hands both the Power of 
ay ing and preferring in his Army, he ſoon managed it ſo 
* as 


we are getting into that Way by which the Liberties of- 
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mies of either Side, the Conſequence could not have he 
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as to make them entirely obedient to him; then he com 
manded them to march againſt, and with them he con 
quered his Country, If there had been no Standing Ar 


the ſame ; though a Civil War had broke out, the Arme 
newly raiſed by each Side, muſt have had a Dependanee 
upon a great many Chiefs, and which ever Side had go 
the Victory, the Chiefs would have taken Care of the 
Liberties of their Country ; they would have ſettled then 
upon the ancient Foundation, or upon a better, if ar 
better could have been contrived. 

In Spain it was likewiſe by ſuch an Army, that thei 
Liberties were deſtroycd ; the Inquiſition, it is true, » 
ſet up much about the ſame Time, and in all Countri 
an Inquiſition of ſome Kind or another generally accom 
panies Arbitrary Power; there may be Courts of Inqu 
ſition with regard to Civil Affairs as well as Religion 
and all Inquiſitions are at firſt eſtabliſhed upon ſome play 
ſible Pretence: The baniſhing of the Moors and Ja 
out of his Kingdoms, was the Pretence made uſe of h 
Ferdinand then King of Spain, but the extending of h 
own Power was the latent and the chief Reaſon : Th 
Inquiſition was not, however, the chief Cauſe of 
Loſs of the Spaniſh Liberties, it was only a Conſequence 
for before the ſetting up thereof, he had got the ablo 
lute Command of a great Army, which had been kep 
up for ſeveral Years under Pretence of their War wit 
Portugal, whoſe then King laid Pretenſions to the Crow 
of Spain ; and by keeping his Country in continual Wars 
he found Pretences to keep up a great Standing Army 
with which, it is true, he, conquered and baniſhed ti 
Moors, but he therewith likewiſe conquered the Libertic 
of his Country; and the Chains of the People were ſoo 
after riveted by a Prieſt, a Cardinal Prime Miniſter, wid 
compleated the cruel Work which Ferdinand by his Am 
had ſo ſucceſsfully begun. | 
© In France too, My Lords, it was by Standing Armic 
chiefly that their Liberties were undone ; it was not, i 
deed, by Armies modelled as they have them at preſent 
but it was by altering the ancient military Force of the 
Kingdom that their Liberties were deftroyed ; it was | 
their King's taking the Army 4 ſa Solde, as thev call i 
for anciently the military Force of that Kingdom de 
pended chiefly upon the Nobility or great Princes [4 = 

| | ml 
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Armies were compoſed of the Troops ſent to the G ene- 


* who generally paid their reſpective Troops; or if at any 
Time they had them maintained at the Publick Charge, 
jet each Prince retained in his own Hands the naming 
and preferring the Officers employed in his Troops, and 
therefore no one Man could ever procure to himſelf an 
' 2bſolute Command over the Armies of that Kingdom; 
' but at laſt this laudable Cuſtom was laid aſide, the King 
got into his own Hands the whole Power of raiſing and 
paying the Armies to be employed for the Defence of the 
Kingdom; and tho' for ſome time after he had no Mo- 
' ney for that Purpoſe but what was given him by the States 
of France, yet we may really look upon this Change as 
the Beginning of the French Slavery. However for a 
' long time after this, the Kings of France could never pre- 
nail with their States to provide him with Money for con- 
' tinually keeping up a numerous Standing Army; their 
Armies were raiſed only when they had Occaſion for 
them, and as ſoon as the Danger was over their Armies 
'were diſmiſſed; and yet, My Lords, they had for ſome 
part of that time a Pretender to their Crown; our Ead- 
* ward the IIId, then claimed to be King of France, and he, 
* My Lords, was a very terrible Pretender; yet even by that 
"imminent Danger they were then expoſed to, they could 
not be induced to keep up a Standing Army; they never 
bad any thing but Militia, or Troops raiſed as Occaſion 
Required, and with theſe they at laſt baniſhed the Engliſb 
' quite out of their Kingdom. 

* But as ſoon as the Kings of France got thus free of an 
Enemy within the Bowels of their Kingdom, they there- 
ater took Occaſion of every foreign War that happened 
to eneroach a little further upon the Liberties of their Sub- 
ect, to multiply Taxes and Tax-Gatherers upon them, 
end to get the Armies of the Kingdom more and more 
under their Command: In all which they ſucceeded be- 
ond Expectation, by a moſt ſtupid Indolence that then 
reigned among the Nobility of France, and yet that Na- 
bon ſtill retained ſome Remains of Liberty, till a Prieſt, 
' Cardinal. Richlieu by Name gave their Liberties the laſt Stab. 
' He indeed was a great Miniſter, and a great Politician, 
tho he oppreſſed the Subject at home, yet he not only 
lupported but raiſed the Grandeur of the Nation abroad; 
is committed no Blunders in his Adminiſtration, nor * 

. - 


nl Rendezvous by the ſeveral Princes of the Kingdom, 
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© he ſubmit to any foreign Powers in the Treaties or Negot. 


© ations he had with them; and we may remember that in 
© his Political Teſtament, he left it as any Maxim, that the 
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King ought never to part with any Tax he has once gn: 
eſtabliſhed, even tho? he has no Uſe for the Money, becauſe 
by giving up the Tax, he loſes the Officers that are em. 
ployed in the collecting thereof. 

This great Prime Miniſter was ſucceeded by another Prief 
a foreign Prieſt, who had all his bad Qualities, but none of 
his good; ſo that by his Miſconduct, France was ſoon in- 
volved in a Civil War, and it is ſaid that one of the great. 
eſt Men of France at that time, and one of tbe greateſt 
Generals of the Age he lived in, told the Queen Regent, 
that ſhe had a Fellow at the Head of her Affairs, who 
for his Crimes, deſerved to be tugging at the Oar in one 
of her Gallies, But the Arbitrary Power of the King df 
France, had by his Predeceſſor been ſo firmly eſtabliſhed, 
that it could not be ſhaken even by the many Blunders he 
was guilty of; the Nation however was not yet renderc 
ſo tame, but that it was a long while before they would 
quietly ſubmit to that Cardinal's Adminiſtration ; and we 
muſt allow that even but lately there has a noble Spirit of 
Liberty broke forth in that Country, ſuch a Spirit of L- 
berty, My Lords, as might probably reinſtate the People 
in the full Enjoyment of their former Liberties and Pri- 
vileges, if it were not for the great Standing Army now 
kept up in that Country. 

In Denmark, My Lords, it was their Nobles that were 
the Occaſion of the Loſs of their Liberties ; they had 
for ſome time thrown off the whole Weight and Charge of 
the Government off themſelves, and had laid it on the 
Necks of the Commons ; the whole Expence of the Pub- 
lick they had for ſome time raiſed by Taxes which fel 
chiefly upon the poor People, and to which they conti. 
buted but a Trifle; and the Commons being quite tired 
out with theſe Oppreſſions and unjuſt Exactions, reſol. 
ved at laſt to put the whole Power into the Hands of their 
Sovereign ; ſo that whilſt the Nobles were ſitting and con- 
triving Ways and Means how to load the poor Tradeſmen 
and Manufacturers with ſuch Taxes as did not much af. 
ſect them, they were ſent for to the Caſtle, and there 
were obliged to join in that Deed by which an abſolute 
Power was put into the Hands of the King, who could 


not make a worſe Uſe of it than they had done: Tun 
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t the Method by which Arbitrary Power was eſtabliſhed in 
© Denmark, but it has ever ſince been ſupported only by a 
© Standing Army. 

© In Sweden, My Lords, their Liberties were not only 
t deſtroyed, but they were again reſtored by their Army; in 
© this laſt Change, My Lords, that Country had the good 
Luck to be moſt ſingularly happy, but how was that moſt 
| ſtrange and extraordinary Turn of their Affairs brought 
about? I have ſome Reaſon to know it, becauſe I was in 
© that Kingdom when it happened. The late King of 
© Sweden, My Lords, is well known to have been the Dar- 
ling both of his Nobles and Commons, he was ſo much 
* the Darling of the whole Sw¾ediſo Nation, that almoſt e- 
very Man in it was at all times ready to ſacrifice both his 
| Life and his Fortune in his Service, and therefore he had 
© no occaſion to model his Army for any bad Purpoſe; he 
* had employed none as Officers in his Army, but the No- 
* bility and Quality of the Kingdom, or ſuch whoſe Merit 
and Services fully entitled them to whatever Preferment 
they were honoured with by him. His Prime Miniſter 
* however got at laſt too great an Aſcendant oyer him, Ba- 
* ron Gortz, I mean, Lords, who was a Man of no 
* high Birth, nor any ſuper-eminent Qualities ; yet by his 
* Cunning, he got ſuch a Power over his Maſter, that no- 
* thing was done without him, no Poſt Civil or Military 
* was beſtowed but according to his Direction, the Men of 
* the beſt Quality in the Kingdom, the greateſt Generals in 
* the Army, were obliged to ſubmit, and to ſue to him even 
* for that which they were juſtly entitled to; if they ſhewed 
him the leaſt Neglect, they immediately loſt all Intereſt 
about the King; if any one of them diſobliged the Firſt 
* Miniſter, he might perhaps be allowed to keep his Poſt 
in the Army, he was made uſe of when they had Occaſion 
* for his venturing his Life for them, but from the Moment 
* he diſobliged the King's Prime Miniſter, he loſt his In- 
* tereſt with reſpect to the Army, he could not ſo much as 
* as make a Subaltern Officer; on the contrary, his Recom- 
* mendation was a ſure Bar to any Man's Preferment. 

* The Nobility, the Generals, all the chief Men in the 
* Army were ſenſible of the Slavery they lay under, and 
* were reſolved to free themſelves therefrom if poſſible; 
but their Government was then abſolute, there, was no 
way of coming at Relief, but by making their King ſenſi- 
ble of the Diſcredit that accrued to him, by allowing _ 
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© ſelf to be ſo much under the Management of any ole 
Man: They knew their King to be a Man of Judgment 
and Penetration, and therefore a great Number of then 
© reſolved at laſt upon venturing to preſent a Memorial tg 
© him upon the Head. This Memorial, A Lords, was 
actually drawn up and ſigned, and was ready to haye 
© been preſented when that brave King was killed by a Ran- 
dom Shot from Frederickfladt which he was then beſieg- 
ing. 
If the King had lived to have received this Memorial, 
we cannot judge what might have been the Conſequence; 
notwithſtanding of its being ſigned by ſo many of the 
Nobility and chief Commanders, notwithſtanding of the 
King's Judgment and Penetration, his Affection for his 
Miniſter might have got the better of the Reſpect he ow- 
ed to ſuch a Number of his Nobility and Generals; and 
if ſo, as he was a moſt abſolute Prince, the Memorial 
would have been doomed to be a ſeditious and a treafon- 
able Libel, and fome of them would certainly have paid 
with their Heads for their Preſumption ; but the King's 
Death rid them of this Danger, and the Prime Miniſter 
who had done ſo many ill Things, was immediately 
ſeized, tried, condemned, and executed under the Gal- 
lows, | 
© By this Piece of publick Juſtice, the Nobles and the 
Generals of the Army, whom he had principally offend- 
ed, were ſatisfied, they did not deſire to purſue their Ven- 
geance further than the Grave; but, My Lords, the Clergy 
of that Kingdom, thoſe Men who but a few Weeks be- 
fore were his moſt humble Slaves. thoſe Men who would 
have defied him if the Chriſtian Religion had not ſtood in 
their Way, they had a Mind to ſhew a _ Degree 
of Zeal, they petitioned in a Body that his Corps might be 
buried under the Gallows. 
© By the King's Death, the flaviſh Dependance of the 
Army was at an End, there was then no one Man who 
could pretend to any abſolute Sway over the Army, and 
as it was generally commanded by the Nobles of the King- 
dom, they had it freſh in their Memories what Inconve- 
niences both they and the whole Nation had been ſubjected 
to by the abſolute and uncontroulable Will of their for- 
mer King; as there was no one of them that could have 
any Hopes of ſucceeding to his Arbitrary Power, there: 


fore they all reſolved to put both the Government b - 
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de Kingdom, and the Command of the Army, upon a 
wr and a very different Footing. As to the Govern- 
nent of the Kingdom, they eſtabliſhed d limited Mo- 
urchy, and finding that they muſt neceſſarily keep up a 
tanding Army to defend their large Frontiers, they

o the People, For my own Fart, I ſhould look upon ſuch 
Members in the ſame Light with my Lords the Biſhops, who 
ue elected by a Conge d Elire from the Crom, and like them, 
{ think, they ought to be placed on ſeparate Benches, apart 
tom thoſe Bonet Country Gentlemen, who are choſen by the 
tee, uninfluenced Voice of their Fellow Subjects. 

believe my Suppoſition, that one fifth Part of the Bo- 
ght, may hereafter fall under the Influence of the TRE a- 
Rr, will not be thought unreaſonable; when it is con- 
idered what a prodigious Multitude of Officers our Debts and 
Taxes have created within forty or fifty Years paſt; beſides 
the vaſt Fower, which the Crown enjoyed before, by the 
Diſpoſition of Preferments, eccleſaſtical, civil, and military; 
the Nomination of all the Sheriffs in England, excepting 
ly the County of Middleſex, and other Appendages to the 
Orereignty of theſe. Kingdoms. All our Port- — ſwarm 
mth theſe Officers of one Kind or other; none of our In- 
| land 
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land Corporations are quite free from their Influence at pie 
ſent ;, and if a /ate Scheme had ſucceeded, they would hay, 
been in the ſame Condition with the Port-Boroughs. It 
true, indeed, that ſeveral Regulations have been made as t 
this Affair, ſince the Revolution; but it is well known wha 
Effect they have had. All Perſons in the Receipt of the R; 
venue are diſabled from fitting in Parliament; and, in thi 
Point, the Law is ſo expreſs, that it will not admit of an 
Evaſion, They are likewiſe reſtrained from meddling i 
the Election of others; but they are pot reſtrained from yo 
ting themſelves (tho* a Clauſe to that purpoſe was offere 
in the late Bill, for reviving the Salt Duty) and every Body 
knows that they often do meddle in Elections with too muc 
Succeſs, notwithſtanding all the Precautions of the Legiſa 
ture to the contrary. I confeſs I could never comprehend 
the Reaſon of this Diſtinction between the Receipt and [jr 
of the Revenue; for tho* Perſons employed in the Collefi, 
of Taxes, may be very oppreſſive to the People under thei 
Juriſdiction; yet the Diſtribution of the public Money certain 
puts it as much in the Power of Men intruſted with it te 
get themſelves choſen into Parliament by unwarrantable Me 
thods ; and ſeveral late Inſtances are ſufficient to convince ug 
by what Tenure all Perſons in Office hold their Places; ef 
pecially if they happen to have a Seat in either Houſe 6 
Parliament. 

But it is not my preſent Deſign to purſue this Mattc 
in a general View. I ſhall confine my ſelf to the Power 
of the ADMIRALTY, which is the Influence chiefly pre- 
valent in the maritime Country where I live; and as it 
may affect too many Boroughs at the next Election, | 
am ſurprized that an Evil of this Kind ſhould be fo uni- 
verſally known, and ſo often publickly practiſed, without 
any Attempt to put a Stop to it. The Number of Dal 
men and Cinque Port Officers is as regularly computed at 
our Country Eleftim, as a Gentleman reckons his own 
Tenants ; and what is ſtill worſe, many of our Boroughs 
are totally governed by this miſchievous Dependence. Hence 
we frequently. ſee little, luv Creatures above ſent down 
and forced upon ſuch Electors, in Prejudice to the neighbour's 
Gentlemen, whom they love and honour, as much as they 
deſpiſe and abhor the Muſbroms, whom they are compelled 
to chuſe. They have Places in the Cinque Ports, or they work 
in the Decks, and are therefore looked on as the Properties 
of the Admiralty, The Candidate comes to them with a Let 


ter 
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ter from thence, and it is well known that they muſt ej 

pay Obedience to it, or forfeit their Bread. By theſe Means, 
ſuch a Fellow as Walfingham, or any other dirty Tool of Pe- 
wer, may be dragg'd into Parliament, and preferred to a 
Gentleman of the beſt Family, Character and Intereft in 
the Neighbourhood, I won't take upon me to ſay how far 
ſuch open Attacks on the Liberties of England may prejudice 
Gentlemen inhabiting thoſe Parts, where theſe Practices pre 
vail, againſt the Navy itſelf, The Navy is doubtleſs the 
natural Strength of England; a Strength unattended with 
that Jealouſy, which muſt ever be entertained of a Land- 
Force, But when that, which ſhould be our Preſervation, is 
turned to our Deſtruction ; when that, which was intended 
to protect our Liberties from all foreign Enemies, ſhall be- 
come the Means of weakening thoſe Liberties at home ; Gen- 
tlemen may, with Reaſon, grow out of Humour, and even 
the beſt-affeted will pay the Land and Malt-Tax with no 
great Alacrity, when they find the Money, taken out of their 
own Pockets, turned againſt Them, and by the Force of it 
dtrangers preferred in their own Country; nay, often upon 
their own Eſtates. This is a Practice like that forbidden in the 
Jewiſh Law; to ſeeth the Kid in the Milk of the Dam; becauſe 
t was deemed unnatural to uſe that to the De/tru#ton of the 

ture, which was intended for its Preſervation. 

I am perſuaded that no honeſt Man in England will ſeri- 
ouſly juſtify theſe Practices. No-body will ſay, that it is not 
an Abuſe of Power for an Officer of the Admiralty openly to 
ſend his Recommendation to a Port- Boroigh, attended with 
an Injunction to every Perſon, who belongs in any Degree 
tv the Navy, to vote agreeably to it, on the Penalty of loſing 
bis Poſt by a contrary Behavour. It is often, no doubt, 
with great Reluctance that the poor Men pay Obedience to 
uch Commands. They cannot, without Grief of Mind, 
vive their Votes againſt a Neighbour, from whom they or 
their Relations, have perhaps received frequent Fayours ; 
ind yet how often is this the Caſe? It is in vain to plead 
Obligations at theſe Times. They have their Orders, and 
Diſmiflion is almoſt the certain Conſequence of Non-Com- 
pance, I have often thought that theſe menacing Letters 15 
Eletors are as bad as the Incendiary Letters, by which Perſons 
re threatened with being murdered, or having their Houſes 
*urnt, unleſs they leave ſuch a Sum of Money, as theſe 
nodeft Gentlemen are pleaſed to demand of them, at a par- 
ular Place, Death is juſtly made the Penalty of the Law 

| to 
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to theſe Offenders ; whereas, in the other Caſe, a Man is 
commanded to give his Vote (to the free Diſpoſal of which 
he hath as good a Title as to his Money) againſt the Dictates 
of his own Conſcience, and, perhaps, the beſt Friends 
he hath in the World ; and if he does not comply, he and 
his Family are left without an Houſe to cover them, or Bread 
to feed them; yet hath the Law provided no adequate Pu- 
niſhment for Offenders of this King. 

If fome Stop be not put to ſuch open Invaſions on the 
Rights of our Countrymen, we may expect, in a little 
Time, to find the Qualifications requiſite to the Officers, 
or Workers in the Dock-Yards, to be how many Votes 
they haye, either as Freeholders, or Freemen in Corporations ; 
not how able in their Bu/meſs, or honeſt in their Character; 
and it _ become the Practice of a deſigning Miniſter to ex- 
tend this Demand fo far, as not to ſuffer even a WATER 
MAN to be retained by the Royal Family, without produ- 
cing Proof of his Capacity to do ſome Miſchief to his Coun- 
try, by having a Vote ready for Order. 

When the Parliament annually provides for the Support 
of the Navy, it can never be their Intention to load their 
Fellow- Subjects with Taxes, in Order to maintain ſome 
Thouſands of Men, hired and banded together to overturn 
the Rights ſeveral Boroughs in the maritime Counties, The 
Parliament moſt certainly makes ſuch Proviſion with no o- 
ther View than the Defence of the Kingdom, and the Pro- 
tection of Commerce. They intruſt the King with the Ma- 
nagement of the Fleet, with the Appointment of Offcers 
and Diſpoſition of the Money granted for that Service; in full 
Confidence that his Majeſty will order it in the beſt Manner, 
will appoint the ableſt and moſt honeſt Officers, and manage 
the People's Money with the greateſt Economy. Ho 
groſsly then do thoſe Men abuſe his Majeſty's Truſt, and in 
jure the People of England, when they employ the Fower 
delegated to them, for no other Purpoſe than the Service 0 
the Navy, to corrupt the Elections of all the neighbourin 
Boroughs? Let me tell them that is their Duty to exact nc 
thing, from any Perſons under them, but Diligence and Ho 
neſty in their reſpective Poſts. No Men ought to be take 
into the Navy but thoſe, whoſe Skill and Integrity recom 
mend them to it; and if any, ſo retained, ſhould be diſmils« 
from the Service, becauſe they are not ready to gratify theit 
Superiors in certain Points, which their Duty to the Publici 


does no require of them, it is the higheſt Breach of Truth 
> 
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nd Miſapplication of the publick Treaſure. They known 
gery well that the Fleet is maintained intirely at the Expence 
of their Fellow Subjects; that not one Shilling from the civil 
[if goes to the Support of it; that it is the Fleet of the Na- 
tim, kept up by an annual Charge upon the Lands of England. 
They know that they are themſelves enabled to get great 
Wealth, to live in Plenty and Splendor, not out of the Purſe 
of the King, but as a Rent-Charge upon their Fellow Subjects; 
nor does any one envy Them, whilſt they confine themſelves 
to their proper Buſineſs. But can it be endured by any Gen- 
teman, who ſuffers Diſtreſs and contributes to their Gran- 
teur to hear his Neighbours excuſing themſelves to him in 
the following Manner? Sir, I would moſt heartily vote for 
av, and ſerve you, to the utmoſt of my Power. I deſire and have 
Reaſon to do ſo, on Account of the many Favours and Kindneſſes, 
whch I have received from you ; but Myr.

even from Tacitus Inſtances may be produced of as great Pru- 
dence, of Bravery, of as noble Contempt of Flattery, and of 
the greateſt Generoſity and Magnificence in Tiberius, as can 
be ſhewn in moſt Princes ; and theſe ſeem as inconſiſtent with 
the Multitude of Vices imputed to him by Tacitus, as it 
would to affirm a General to be victorious and glorious, and 
conſummate in the Art of War, and at the fame Time to 
allow, that he has often been a tame Spectator of Towns 
being taken, when his Troops have not been inferior to 
the Enemy ; that he has been forced to raiſe a Seige by an 
Army not a third Part ſo numerous as his own, and that he 
ſcarce ever ſhewed his Face in a Field of Battle, but he quit 
ted it, with his Back to it.

Thoſe who had formerly partaken of the like Liberalitiy 
dere admitted without any new Certificate, it being the 
Bbuſneſs of the proper Officers, if they ſuſpect a Fraud, to 
ve Recourſe to 22 Regiſters. The Governor of 
ach City, who made the Diſtribution, throughout the whole 
atent of his Diſtrict, cauſed an exact Liſt to be made of 
be Names and Ages of all thoſe who received her Majeſty's 
Bunty ſpecifying, at the ſame Time, the Number of the 
Feces of Callicoe, and the Quantity of Rice diſtributed, with 
tie total Amount of both: Theſe Lifts were put into the 
lands of the Viceroys, who remitted them to the Sovereign 
(art of Aids, or the Exchequer, at Peking. . 

By an Account publiſhed in one of the Chineſe Gazetts, 
s remitted in a Memorial to the Emperor, from the Vice-

ber of ancient Women, who were Partakers of this Gene 
rofity, in that Province alone, was as follows: viz. Wome 
between ſeventy and eighty Years 98,222 ; between eight; 
and ninety 40, 893; above ninety 3,453. That ſuch ! 
Number of ancient Women were found in one fingle Pro 
vince of this vaſt Empire, and particularly in Chant, 
which is none of the largeſt, is what may hardly be credited 
in Europe ; eſpecially if to theſe be added the Number of thoſe, 
whoſe Condition or Circumſtances put them above receivin 
a kind of Charity, deſigned chiefly for the Relief of the Por: 
To ſuch however as have travelled theſe prodigious Regions, 
and know, that theſe Provinces are ſo many little Kingdom: ; 
that China is in general yery populous, and that the Frugali 
of the Chineſe make them commonly longer lived, than the 
Inhabitants of Europe, it will not appear in the leaſt ſtrange. 
But if the Number of aged Women may ſeem extraordi 
' nary, what will not the immenſe Sum expended on this Oc 
caſion ! For Inſtance, in the Province of Chantong alone, let 
us ſuppoſe it to have been, for the Women of ſeventy and up 
wards, two Crowns a Head, thofe of eighty and upwards 
three Crowns, and the Remainder four Crowns a: piece. 
This is calculating at the very loweſt : Let us however ſup 
poſe but the ſame Sum expended in each of the other thirtee 
Provinces of China, and the Leao-tong; tho' it is certain 
that the Provinces of K:ang-nan, Tche-kiang, and Hou-quang 
to mention no more, are much larger than that of Changtm 
and contain twice the Number of Inhabitants : Upon this 
Suppoſition, I ſay, the whole Sum would amount to a Mills 
Sterling, a LIBERALITY worthy ſo great an Empreſs, and 
a like Inſtance of which no European Hiſtory can furniſh, 
This Benefaction of the Empreſs had been preceded b 
a like of the Emperor's, in the firſt Year of his Reign, te 
the three Claſſes of ancient Men, in the ſame Manner. 
Thus theſe two crowned Heads endeavour, by their av 
great Examples, to excite a Spirit of Generaſity and Liberalit 
in their Subjects, and, at the ſame Time, a particular Vene 
ration for Old-age. This Eſteem and Reſpe& is carried te 
ſuch a Height in China, that when any Perſons of either de 
attain to the Age of 100 Years, a ſort of triumphal Arc

But every Character cannot attempt the other Expedient 
of Dividing, or keeping up Diviſions, with equal Succeſ;, 
There is, indeed, no occaſion for any extraordinary Genius 
to divide; and true Wiſdom deſpiſes the infamous Task, 
But there is need of that left-handed Wiſdom, called Cun- 
ning, and of thoſe Habits in Buſineſs, called Experience, 
He that is corrupted, co-operates with him that corrupt. 
He runs into his Arms at the firſt Beckon, or, in order 
fometimes to raiſe the Price, he meets him but half-way, 
On the other hand, to divide or to maintain and renew 
the Diviſions of Parties in a State, a Syſtem of Seduftin: 
and Fraud is neceſſary to be carried on. The Divided are 
fo far from being acceſſory to the Guilt, that they would 
not be divided, if they were not firſt deceived, 

Much hath been written by you, Mr. D*anvers, by your 
Correſpondents and others, who have drawn their Pens in 
the Caufe of Truth, Virtue and Liberty, againſt the right 
rev. as well as undignified, the noble, as well as ignoble 
Aſſertors of Corruption; enough ſurely to ſhame thoſe, who 
have not loſt all Senſe of Shame, out of ſo ignominious a 
Crime; and to make thoſe, who have not loſt every other 
Senſe, tremble at the Conſequences of it. We may flatte 
ourſelves that theſe honeft Endeavours have had ſome Ef- 
fet; and have reaſon to hope that far greater will follow 
from thoſe illuſtrious Examples of Repulſes, which have 
been lately given to the grand Corrupter ; notwithſtanding 
his frequent and inſolent Declarations that he could ſeduce 
whomſoever he had a mind to gain. Theſe Hopes are fat- 
ther confirmed to us by repeated Declarations of the Senlc 
of Parliament, whenever the Wiſdom of the two Houſes ſhall 


avain think it proper to raiſe-new Barriers of Law againſt 


this encroaching Vice, 
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In the mean time, I think nothing can better anſwer 
the Deſign of your Papers, nor promote the publick Good 
more effeclually in the preſent Conjunctute, than to put 
dur Country men frequently on their Guard againſt the Ar- 
ice, which is clumſily, but induſtriouſly employed to main- 
uin, and if it be poſſible to create new Diviſions amongſt 
them, That Day which our Fathers wiſhed to ſee, and did 
not ſee, is now breaking upon us. Shall we ſuffer this 
Light to be turned again into Party-Darkneſs, by the Ine 
cantations of thoſe, who would not have paſſed for Conju- 
ers, even in the Days of Superſtition and Ignorance ? The 
Nation is not only brought into an Uniformity of Opinion 
concerning the preſent Adminiſtration, by the Length and the 
righteous Conduct of it; but we are grown into an Una- 
nimity about Principles of Government, which the moſt ſan- 
gune could ſcarce have expected, without Extravagance. 
Certain Aſſoctations of Ideas were made ſo familiar to us, about 
half a Century ago, and became in the Courſe of Time ſo 
habitual, that we ſhould not have been able, even a few 
Years ago, to break them; nor have been eaſily induced 
t» believe, on the Faith of any Prediction, that Experience 
ind the Evidence of Fa#s would, in a few Years more, 
break them for us, deſtroy all our Notions of Party, and 
ubſtitute new ones in their Room.

Woe are now in the true and only Road, 
rich can poſſibly lead to a perfect Reconciliation among 
teftants; to the Abolition of all their Differences, or to 
Terms of Difference ſo little eflential, as to deſerve none of 
Minction. Theſe happy Ends muſt be obtained by mu- 
ul ge Mill, They never can be obtained by Force. It 
; true, indeed, that Force, which is the Effect of a Majo- 
ity and ſuperior Power, may ſupport a Rivalſhip, and erect 
wen Counter-Eflabliſhments, But then, by the ſame Means 
ur ancient Diſputes will be revived ; the Church will be 
hought really in Danger; and religious Feuds, which have 
een ſo long and ſo beneficially kept down, will once more 
iſturb the Peace of the State.

I know that ſeveral 
amongſt them do not.--- What might be, and certainly would 
be ſaid, if they made their Option to ſtand by the M., 
J will not ſo much as ſuggeſt, What muſt be the Con- 
ſequence of their ſtanding by the Nation, in Oppoſition to 
him, (for between theſe two Powers the preſent Conteſt 
lies) it is eaſy to tell, and impoſſible to dem. They wil 
prove, in this Caſe, to the whole World, that the Spirit / 
Liberty animates, and Conſcience alone determines their Con- 
duct. They, who could never brook a Regal, will have 
the Merit of ſaving their Country from the Danger of a 
Miniſterial Tyranny; and their Country will owe them all 
the Acknowledgments, which are due from good and grate- 
ful Citizens of the ſame Commonwealth. 

As to the other great and national Diviſion of 7/h:g and 
Tory; he, who recollects what hath paſſed in Parliament, 
and obſerves what paſſes out of it, can differ very little in 
his Opinion from what hath been ſaid concerning it. The 
principal Articles of your Civil Faith, publiſhed ſome time 
ago, (or, to ſpeak more properly, the civil Faith of the 114 
Whigs) are aſſented and conſented to by the Country-Par!y; 
and I ſay, upon good Authority, that if this Creed was made 
a Teſt of political Orthodoxy, there would appear at ths 
time but very few Hereticks amongſt us. How different the 
Caſe is, on the other Side, will appear not only from the 
Actions, but from the Principles of the Courr-Party, as WC 
find them avowed in their Mritings; Principles more dan.

H E Ruffian Troops have ſeized all the Avenues about 
the City of Warſaw, and the Caſtle, and have taken 
PolF-fion of tie Barracks built by the late King; as have alſo 
the. 84x92 and Ruſſan Miniſters - of their former Quarters. 
The Polen of Diſtinctian which are now there, are the 
Biſhop of Cracau, the Princes Mieſnoruisbi, Ra devil, Lubo- 
mirski, and Sapiecha, M. Potulieti, and ſome Others. _ 
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began on the 13th of October, to draw up the Pacta-Con- 
um, which are 2" xmas to the new King, and with 
which it is generally believed they will go to meet that 
Prince on the Frontiers of the Kingdom. 

The Crown-Regimentary, at: the Head of the Polih

not the Ruſſian General given them to underſtand, he would 
fuſer none lo be proclaimed, but the Ele#or ; and when ſome 
would have retired from the Place of Election, ſent for them 
back, telling them, as they had begun, they ſhould make an 
End. The Ruſſian talk of intrenching and fortifying them- 
ſclyes · in and about Yarſaw. General Laſei has declared to 
the Secretary of Dantzick, that if the Magiſtracy of that 
City do not oblige King Staniflaus to depart their Territo- 
ries, he will beſiege it with an Army of 30000 Men, and ſoon 
make them ſenfible of the Weight and Effect of his Bombs. 

The Accounts we have from Dantzick are very various. 
Some will have it, that King Staniſſaus is upon the Point of 
executing a Project, which will at once remove the Alarms 
of his Subjects, and ſpread a terrible Surprize among his Ene- 
mies; Others pretend he is privately returned to France. 
dome will have it, that the King of Pruſſia is about to ſend 
zoooo Men into Polih-Pruffia, to take the City of Dantzrck 
under his Protection, and not only to ſecure the Perſon of 
King Staniſlaus, but to drive away his Enemies, if Occaſion 
ſhould require: And indeed, if the King of Pruſſia's perſonal 
Intereſt, (abſtracted from that of the Emperor) be conii- 
dered, this does not ſeem at all improbable.

We find that theit moſt ancient and univerſal Idolatry 
was the Adoration of the Sun and Aeon; their manner 0%

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ud then to ſtretch it out towards theſe ſuppoſed Deities. To 
is Cuſtom it is Fob alludes ; ch. xxxi. 26, 27, The former 
of theſe the Perjen had in moſt ſingular Veneration, by 
te Name of Mithras, conſecrated their moſt valuable Cha- 
nots and Horſes to it, and ſometimes in their Sacrifices of- 
tred Oxen, They likewiſe adored Fire, Water, the Vindt, and 
the Earth as Deities, but more particularly the former, which 
they conſtantly carried before their Princes in their Expediti- 
ms, pretending it was ſent from Heaven. The two principal 
Objects of their Worſhip were, however, their two Gods, 
(ramaſdes, and Arimanius, to the firſt of whom they thought 
themſelves beholden for all the good Things they enjoyed, 
nd the latter they looked upon as the Cauſe of all the Evils 
nd Caſualties which they were liable to. Their general 
yſtem was, that there were two Principles, one the Author 
of Gd, and the other the Propagator of Evil; but with 
regard to the Nature of theſe Principles, their Opinions were 
livided, Some believed them both to have been Eternal, 
hers on the contrary, ſuppoſed the Principle of Gd, only 
to have been Eternal, and that the other was poſteriour or 
created, They however all agreed that there was a conſtant 
Oppoſition between them, which would continue *till the 
Ind of the World, and that then each would have its /eparate 
nd particular Dominion, The Care of all Religious Duties, 
ad the Regulation of their ſeveral Ceremonies, was com- 
nitted wholly to the Magi, an Order inſtituted by the firſt 
lrafter, Their Sacrifices were at firſt performed in open 
Air, and generally on ſome remarkable Eminencies ; but a 
cond Zoroafter who lived in the time of Darius, not only 
made ſome Alterations in their Syſtem, but taught them ta 
build and perform their Sacrifices in Temples. This Zo- 
rafter maintained, that there was one, ſingle, ſupream, and 
dependant Principle, ſuperior to the other tw, and to

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Our Author, to conclude his Account of the ancient P. 
ſiaus, adds ſome Reflections on the Cauſes of the Decay ot 
that once ſo famous Empire, and of the Corruption of the; 
Manners. He reduces them principally to four, 1. Thei 
extream Magnificence and Luxury, which made them ef 
feminate, and unfit for Action, as well as incapable of bearing 
with Hardſhips. 2. The laviſh and mean Condition to which 
the People were reduced, whereby all Sentiments of Glo 
ry and Honour were effaced in their Minds. 3. A Negled 
of Education in their Princes; and, 4. A Want of Sincerit 
in their Dealings, and a Breach of Faith in their Treaties, 
All theſe Charges our Author proves upon them from A. 
nophon, Herodotus, Seneca, and Others. 

Monſ. Rollin finiſhes this ſecond Volume of his Work with 
an Account of The Origin of the ſeveral States of Greece, He 
treats this Subject under nine Heads, viz. 


Firſt, A ſhort Geographical Hiſtory of the Country, 


Secondly, The four Ages of the Grecian Hiſtory, 

Theſe are 1. From the Foundation of the Petty King- 
doms of Greece to the Trajan War, taking in about 1000 
Years, from A. M. 1820, to 2820. 

2. From the taking of Troy, to the Reign of Darius 
Hy/taſpes, and comprehends 663 Years, from A. M. 2820, 
to 3483, 

3. From that Prince's Acceſſion to the Throne, to the 
Death of Al:xander the Great, containing 198 Years, from 
A. M. 3483, to 3681, 

4. From the Death of Alexander to the entire Deſtruct on 
of the Grecians by the Romans, being 393 Years, 


Thirdly, The Riſe of the Grecians. Our Author, under 
this Head, follows the Hiſtorians and Commentators, and 
makes Javan or ſon, the Son of Faphet, Father of all that 
People; tho' the [onians alone bore his Name. But the 
Hebrews, Chaldeans, and Arabians gave the Apellation to the 
whole Nation in general, Thus (ſays our Author) Alexander 
is foretold, by the Prophet Daniel viii, 21. under the Name 
of the King Javan. In the Hebrew Text we have that Word, 
and by the Septuagint and Yulgate it is tranſlated, The Grec!a 
Javan had four Sons, Eliſa, Tarſis, Chetthim and Dodauim, 
and theſe became the Heads of ſo many Branches of that 


People ' 
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people. The Words *Baaures and *Eaazs are ſuppoſed to 
te derived from the Firſt ; the Second may reaſonably be 
thought to have ſettled in Achaja ; the Third, on the Au- 
thority of Machab. i. 1. has been: thought to be Father of 
the Macedonians, and our Author believes Theſſaly and 
Epirus to have been the Poſſeſſion of the Fourth, 

The Egyptian and Phenician Colonies inſtructed and civi- 
led the Grecians : By the Firſt they had a Knowledge of 
Laws, a Taſte for Arts and Sciences, and became initiated 
in the Myſteries of the Pagan Religion; and the latter in- 
ſtructed them in Navigation, Trade, and Letters. 


Frurthly, A brief Account of the Eſtabliſhment and Dura- 
tion of the ſeveral States or Kingdoms of Greece. 


Fiſthly, Of the Pallage of the Grecians into the Leſſer Asa. 


S:xthly, That the Form of Government moſt generally 
received throughout Greece was Republican ; but, as the States 
of Athens and Lacedemonia were the moſt conſiderable, our 
Author gives us ſome Idea of the Character, Genius, Man- 
ners, and Polity of thoſe People. 


Seventhly, The Life of that famous Lacedemanian Law- 
viver, Lycurgus, taken from Plutarch, 


Erghthly, The Life of Salon of Athens, from the ſame Au- 
thor, with Reflections on the Government of Sparta, and 
the Laws of Lycurgus, 


After ſome Obſervations on the Spartan Laws, Mr. Rollin 
proceeds to treat of the Government of Athens, and gives 
a Hiſtorical Account of that Republick from Soli to the 
Reign of Darius I. 
After the Death of Codrus, the Athenians would have no 
other King but Jupiter; when the Fews, about the ſame 
Time, acted juſt in the Reverſe, and preferred an Obe- 
dence to Man, to the Government of Gad. The Athe- 
nans eſtabliſhed Archons, at firſt, with a perpetual Authority, 
but they limited this Power in the Sequel to ten Years, and 
iiterwards to one, At length (continues our Author) having 
learnt by Experience, and being wearied with continual 
Factions, they were convinced, that true Liberty conſiſted 
na Dependance on 7u/tice and Reaſon, and that this _ 

ap- 
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Happineſs could be ſecured to them by no other Means, than 
by a Legiſlator. The firſt who was dignified with that Cha- 
rater among them was Drage, but his Inſtitutions were ſo 
rigid, that a Relaxation of them was abſolutely requiſite, 
and this ended, by degrees, in an entire Subverſion of them, 
The former Diſorders at Athens beginning a-new to break 
in upon them, they entreated Solon, a Man endued with 
many excellent Qualities, but particularly diſtinguifhed for 
his Meekneſs, to form a Body of Laws, which he did, 
They were very urgent with him, to take upon him the 

Royal Dignity and Power, but his Humility was a ſufficient 
Bar againſt theſe Temptations, Of all Dracos Laws he 
preſerved none but thoſe againſt Murder. He made a pru- 
dent Regulation for all the Offices in the Republick. He 
divided them into three Claſſes, according to the Valuation 
of every one's Eſtate, and added.to the Authority of the 
Areopagus. | 

Selon having publiſhed his Laws, and tied the Athenians 
down, by aw Oath, to the Obſervance of them, at leaft 
for an hundred Years, he left them, and was abſent ten 
Years. He found the City, at his Return, divided into 
three Factions. One declared for Democracy, another for 
Oligarch, and the third was for a mixt Government, Pi- 
fifiratus, the Leader of the firſt Faction, ſeized the Calle, 
and was of courſe Maſter of the whole City. The other 
two joining, obliged him to quit his hold, but it was not 
long before he was recalled by Megacles, who had put him- 
ſelf at the Head of the third Faction. He behaved him- 
ſelf in the Adminiſtration with ſo much Moderation and 
Popularity, that he left the Sovereignty in Peace to his Chil- 
dren, who enjoyed it eighteen Years. It is a Diſpute among 
Authors whether Hippias and Hipparchus reigned at one and 
the ſame Time, or ſucceſſively. Plato ſeems to be of the 
former Opinion, or elſe, that it was the latter who was 
inveſted with the Authority alone; but Thucydides informs 
us, that the former ſucceeded his Father. About the time 
that Rome expelled her Kings, Athens likewiſe recovered her 
Liberty, with the Help of the Lacedemmians. 


Our Author's zinth and laſt Head, is a brief Account of the 
Grecians, who were memorable for their Knowledge of the 
Sciences, Here the Poets take the firſt Place, and are fol- 
lowed by the Wiſe Men.

Cenfure, 
8 neither juſt, rior politick, I ſay, not ja; becauſe there 
s, after all, a real and a wide Difference between moral and 
Party Fuſtice, The one is founded in Reaſon; the other 
takes its Colour from the Paſſions of Men, and is but ano- 
ther Name for Injuſtice. Moral Fuftice carries Puniſhment 
far as Reparation, and neceſſary Terror require; no far- 
ther, Party Juſtice carries it to the full Extent of our Power, 
and even to the gorging and ſating of our Revenge; from 
whence it follows that Injuſtice and Violence, once begun, 
muſt become perpetual in the ſucceſſive Revolutions of Par- 
ten, as long as theſe Parties exift,--- I ſay, not politich ; be- 
tauſe it contradicted the other Meaſures, taken for quieting 
the Minds of Men, It alarmed all the Seis anew ; con- 
irmed the Implacability and whetted the Rancour of /ome 3 
llappointed and damped a Spirit of Reconciliation in others; 
mited them in a common Hatred to the Church, and rou- 
ted in the Church a Spirit of Intolerance and Perſecution; 
This Meaſure was the more imprudent, becauſe the Op- 
portunity ſeemed fair to take Advantage of the Reſentments 
of the Presbyterians againſt the other Sectaries, and to draw | 
bem, without perſecuting the others, by the Cords of Love 
nto the Pale of the Church, inſtead of driving them back 
If ſevere Uſage into their antient Confederacies.

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Church of England hath done in its angrieft Fits. The ſecu- 
ring themſelves therefore againſt thoſe, who had ruined them 
and the Conſtitution once already, was a plauſible Reaſon 
for the Church-Party to give, and I doubt not the true and 
fole Motive of many for exerciſing, and perſiſting in the 
Exerciſe of great Severity, General, prudential Arguments 
might, and there is Reaſon to believe they did, weigh with 
particular Men; but they could have little Force, at ſuch a 
time, on Numbers. As little could ſome other Conſidera- 
tions have then, whatever they have now. The Promiſes 
at Breda, for Inſtance, and the Terms of the Declaratin 
ſent from thence, could not be urged with Force to a Par- 
liament, who had no Mind, and was ſtrictly under no Ob- 
ligation to make good ſuch Promiſes as the King had made, 
beyond his Yower of promiſing, if taken abſolutely ; or 
from which, if taken conditionally, he was diſcharged, on 
the Refuſal of Parliament to confirm them. Thus again, 
the Merit pleaded by the Presbyterians, on Account of the 
Share they had in the Reftoration, which was very real and 
very conſiderable, could avail however but little, That they 
went along with the national Torrent, in reſtoring the 
Conſtitution of Church and State, could not be denied. But 
then it was remembered too that theſe Fruits of Repen- 
tance came late; not 'till they had been long oppreſſed by 
another Sect, who turned upon them, wreſted the Power out 
of their Hands, and made them feel, what they had made 
others feel, the Tyranny of a Party. 

Such Reaſons and Motives as I have mentioned prevailed; 
and worſe than theſe would have been ſufficient, when the 
Paſſions of Men ran ſo high, to lay the Diſſenters, without 
any Diſtinction, under extreme Hardſhips, They ſeemed to 
be the principal Object of the Fears and Jealouſies of Par- 
liament. Addreſſes were continually made, and the Edge of 
the Law continually whetted againſt them from 1660 to 
1669, when the Law for ſuppreſſing Conventicles, and the laſt 
of theſe penal Statutes , paſſed, as I remember. Experience 
will juſtify me for ſaying that this long and extreme Ri- 
gour was unwiſe, as well as unjuſt, Tt appears, indeed, from

another fatal Influence had not prevailed. The Influence I 
mean is that of Popery, It prevailed from the firſt Moments 
to the laſt of the Reign of King Charles the 2d. The bet 
Miniſters were frequently driven off their Byaſs by it, The 
worſ? had a ſure hold on their Maſter, by complying with 
it, On the Occaſion now mentioned, this Influence and the 
Artifice of the Popiſb Faction worked very fatally on the Paſ- 
ſions of Parties, and the private Intereſts of Individuals ;- and 
the Miniſters, and the Church, and the Diſſenters, were Bub- 
bles alike of their common Enemy. Barefaced Popery could 
vk no Favour, becauſe Popery could expect none. Proteſt- 
ant Diſſenters were encouraged to ſerve as ſtalking Horſes, 
that Papi/ts might creep behind them, and have Hopes of being, 
ſome time or other, admitted with them. The Church 
Party who hallooed on the Diſſenters; whilſt the Diſſenters 
were encouraged to unite and hold out; whilit they were 
fattered with an high Opinion of their own Strength, and 
the King's Favour ; and whilſt ſome leading Men amongſt 
them, who thought it better to be at the Head of a Se, 
than at the Tail of an E/abliſhment, were perhaps encouraged . 
and confirmed in that Thought by the private Applications 
of the Court. | 

Theſe Arts, theſe wicked Arts (for ſuch they were) pre- 
vailed ; and though the 2000 Miniſters, who went out of 
their Churches on one Day, were far from being all of the 
ſame Mind, or having one poſitive, conſiſtent Scheme; 
though many of them muſt have loſt their Benefices, even 
if they had complyed with the At of Uniformity, becauſe they 
were Intruders, and in actual Poſſeſſion of Benefices legally 
belonging to Others; yet, by uniting in the Point of Non- 
Conformity, they appeared as one Body, and in ſome Senſe they 
were ſo, Several of them were popular for certzin Modes 
of Devotion, ſuited to the Humour of the Time; and ſevet 
were Men eminent for true Learning and unaffected Piety, 
This increaſed the Zeal of their Flocks, and created Com- 
paſſion in Others. Here the Court began to reap the Fruits 
of their Management, in the Struggle for a Taleratian. I uſe 
the Word, thought I know it may be ſimply cavilled at. The 
firſt Step made was an Application to the King, who declared 
himſelf 


* 
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himſelf ready and willing to diſpenſe, in their Favour, with 
ſeveral things in the Ae Uniformity ; and thus the Diſſen- 
ters were made, by the Severity of the Parliament and the 
Intrigues of the Court, the Inſtruments of introducing a 
diſpenſing Power. Such Attempts were made more than 
once; but happily failed, as often as made, through the vi- 
gorous Oppoſition of Parliament ; till at laſt the Scene began 
to open more, and the Di//pnters to ſee that they were made 
the Tools of promoting, what they never intended, the Ad- 
vancement of the Preregative above Law, and the Tolera- 
tion of Popery againſt it. 

To conclude, By ſuch Means as I have deſcribed, the 
Conſtitution of Parties after the Re/toration preſerved unhap- 
pily too near a Reſemblance to the Conſtitution of Parties 
before the Var. The Prerogative was not, indeed, carried 
ſo high, in ſome Inſtances, as James and Charles the Firſt, 
had attempted to carry it. Nay, ſome Supports of it were 
bought off, and taken away ; and others more dangerous, 
as we have obſerved, were prevented by the Virtue of the 
Men at that Time in Power, But ſtill the Government was 
eſtabliſhed on Principles, ſufficient to invite a King to exerciſe 
arbitrary Power, and to fupport him by their Conſequences 
in the Exerciſe of it afterwards ; ſo that, in this Reſpect, 
the Seeds of future Diviſions were ſowed abundantly, The 
Diſſenters had, indeed, loſt much of their Credit and all their 
Power. But ſtill they had Numbers, and Property, and In- 
duſtry, and Compaſſion for them; ſo that here was another 
Crop of Diſſentions planted to nurſe up, and to ſtrengthen 
the other. They did not inflame the Conteſts, which ſol- 
lowed, into a civil War, as they had helped to do formerly ; 
but I think that, without them, and the Diſunion and Hatred 
amoneſt Proteſtants, conſequent upon them, the Zeal againſt 
Pypery could not have run into a Kind of factious Fury, a3 
we ſhall be obliged to confeſs it did. I think that Fears of 
falling once more under Presbyterian, or Republican Power 
could not have been wrought up in the Manner they were, 
towards the End of this Reign, fo as to drown even the Fear 
of Popery itſelf ; ſo as to form a Party in Favour of a P- 
Srcceſſor ; ſo as to tranſport both Clergy and Layity into un 
Avowal of Principles, which muſt have reduced us to b. 15 
this Time Slaves, not Freemen, Papiſts, not Proteſtanis; 
the very Men, who had avowed ſuch Principles, ha not 


faved themſelves and us, in direct Oppoſition to them.

ming Mr, Budgell : He knew the Differences there had 
keen between Sir Robert J/alpole and this Gentleman: He 
had perſonal Obligations to Sir Robert ; had a real Friendſhip 
br him, and was afraid of being preſſed by him to alter 
hs WILL, which he was determined not to do. At laſt, 
Man of Honour and of a moſt unblemiſhed Character, who 
hd known the Doctor above Twenty Years, told him 
jainly one Morning, that he thought, as an Old Friend, he 
night deſire him to be more particular in relation to his IWorks. 
There was no-body then in the Room but Mr. Budgell, 
nd the Doctor being thus preſſed by his Old Friend, told 
im plainly, that Mr. BuDGELL was the Perſon to whom + 
h bis WILL he had bequeathed all bis Papers and Manu- 
its: and whom he had appointed to publiſh his Works. 
The Gentleman immediately replied, that it was his Opi- 
wn he could not poſſibly have left them in a better Hand; but 
aded, that ſince ſome unforeſeen Accidents might happen upon 
lis Death, he thought it was not ſufficient that he had bequeathed 
al bis Papers to Mr. Budgell by his WILL, but that be 
wht to deliver them to him before he died.

He delivered all theſe with his own Hands, and 
the Preſence of his Old Friend, to Mr. Budgell he like- 
ne gave him ſeveral Inſtructiaus for putting his Works 
ito the beſt Form and Method, which Mr. Budgell took 
wen in Writing: He then ordered him to go to his Cham- 
ki in Gre Inn, and take all the Papers and Manu- 
mpts he could find there. Mr. Budgell, with the Aſſiſt- 
ace of the Doctor's Servants, immediately took away all 
de Papers that had been given him; and the next Mor- 
nz went to Erch Inn, as the Doctor had commanded

On Thurſday the 16th of Auguſt, about five in the Mor- 
ning, the Doctor finding himſelf dying, bid one of thoſe a. 
bout him run to Mr, Budeell 's Houſe and fetch him ; but 
immediately recalling his Orders, hold (ſays he) the par 
Gentleman has not been well himſelf; T find I ſhall flill live 
ſome Hours longer, do not diſturb him yet. About 7 O'Clock, 
Naw (ſays the Doctor) run to Mr. Budgell, and tell him 
that I toould ſpeak with him once more before I die, and 
that he muſt come Quictly. Before Mr. Budgell could poſ- 
fibly huddle on his Cloaths, he received a ſecond Meſſage 
from the Doctor; That If he would fee him before he die 
be muſt make haſte. As ſoon as he came into the Room 
Mr. Budgell, ( fays the Doctor) I am glad that I ſee yut 
once more before I die, and that I have ſtill Breath enough 
to ſpeak to you I am dying in the moſt painful manner tha 
a Man can die, that is, I am dying upwards, as they call it. 
This was true, for the Women told Mr. Budgell that the 
Doctor was dead at that time above his Knees. I have tw 
Things to ſay to yu ( ſays the Doctor.) The firſt of theſe 
Things was a particular Obſervation, which he deſired Mr. 
Budgell would inſert in ſome part or other of his Works: 
The ſecond Thing was what follows. I have been conſider 
ing (ſays he) that thi by the Words of my WIIIL, I have 
given you all my Manuſcripts and Papers, yet that thoſ⸗ 
Mordes wo'n't take in my other Books; now I believe it wil 
be very neceſſary that you conſult thiſe Books ; when you are put- 
ting out my Works: I therefore now give you all my Boks, 
and charge you to take them as ſum as I am dead, There 
were 2 Perſons in the Room when the Doctor ſaid this; 
Mr. Budgell deſired all of them to take Notice, and to re- 
member what the Doctor ſaid; and they each of them pro- 
miſed that they would. The Doctor reſigned his [alt 
Breath between nine and ten that Morning. 

For any People to aim at perſuading the World that the 
Doctor's WII I. was forged, when he himſelf before he 
died gave Mr. Budge!l with his own Hands about three 
Parts in four of the Legacy he bequeathed to him, is ſuch 
an idle and wicked Attempt as in our humble Opinion plainly] 
ſhews that Rage and Envy had quite turned the Heads o 
thoſe who engaged in it As 
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As ſoon as the Doctor was dead the Perſon who wrote 
his Will, and to whoſe Care he committed it gave imme- 
diate Notice of his Death to his Nephew the Reverend Mr. 
Tindall, whom he made in his Will his Reſiduary Legatee. 
This Gentleman came to Town the- next Evening, and 
had his Uncle's Will delivered to him /zalzd with his Seal,

This, Sir, I am fully ſenſible of, and from this 
have ſprung all thoſe Clamours which have been raiſed 


_ © without Doors againſt what I am now to propoſe to you. 


* The Smugglers, the fraudulent Dealers, and thoſe who 
© have for many Years been enriching themſelves by cheat- 
© ing their Country, foreſaw, that if the Scheme I am now 
to propoſe took effect, their profitable Trade would be at 
© an End; this gave them the Alarm, and from them I am 
© perſuaded it is, that all thoſe Clamours have originally pro- 
© ceeded, 

© In this *tis certain, they have been moſt ſtrenuouſly aſ- 
© ſiſted and ſupported by another Set of People, who, from 
© Motiyes much worſe, and of much more dangerous Conſe- 
© quence to their Country, .are fond of improving every Op- 
< portunity that offers for ſtirring up the People of Great-Bri- 
ruin to Mutmy and Sedition. But, Sir, notwithftanding 
© all the Clamours that ſuch wicked and deceitful Men have 
+ been able to raiſe, as the Scheme I have to propoſe will be 
© agreat Impravement to the publick Revenue, an Improve- 
ment of two or 300,000 J. per Ann, and perhaps more, 
© and as it will ikewiſe be of great Advantage to, the fair 
* Trader, I thought it my Duty, not only as being in the 
Station I am in, but alſo as being a Member of this Houſe, 
to lay it before you; for no ſuch Clamours ſhalld var deter

© the: frequent and repeated Advices I had of the notorious 
« Frauds committed in theſe two Branches of the Revenue, 
and the Clamours even — EO 
* 1. 6 ves, 
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+ ſelves, that made me turn my Thoughts particularly to- 
* wards conſidering thoſe two Branches, in order to find out, 
* if poſſible, ſome Remedy for the growing Evil; what I 
am now going to propoſe will, I believe, if agreed to, be 
© an effectual Remedy; but if I now fail in what I am to pro- 
+ poſe, it will be the laſt that will ever be made, either by 
me, or by any that fhall ſucceed me in the Station I am 
© now in, 

* At preſent, Sir, I ſhall lay before you only the Caſe as 
it now ſtands with Reſpe& to the Tobacco- Trade, and the 
Revenue ariſing wiede ; and here it will be neceſſary 
© rſt to conſider the Condition of our Planters of Tobacco 
in America; if we can believe them, if we can give any 
Credit to what they themſelves ſay, we muſt conclude, that 
they are reduced almoſt to the laſt Extremity, they are re- 
* duced even almoſt to a State of Deſpair, by the many 
* Frauds that have been committed in that Trade, by the 
* heavy Duties which the Importers of Tobacco are obliged 
to pay upon Importation, and by the ill Uſage they have 
met with from their Factors and Correſpondents here in 
* England, who from being their Servants are now become 
* their Lords and Maſters. Theſe poor People have ſent 
home many Repreſentations of the bad State of their Af- 
fairs, and have lately ſent over a Gentleman with a Re- 
* monſtrance ſetting forth their Grievances, and praying for 
* ſome ſpeedy Relief: This they may obtain by Means of 
the Scheme I intend now to propoſe, and I believe it is 
from this Scheme only that they can expect any Relief. 

© The next Thing we are to conſider, is the State of the 
* Tobacco-Trade, with Regard to the fair Trader; the Man. 
* who deals honourably and fairly with the Publick, as well 
* as with private Men, the Man who honeſtly pays all thoſe 
© Duties which the Publick is juſtly entitled to, finds him- 
* ſelf prevented and foreſtalled almoſt in every Market with- 
* in the Tfland, by the Smuggler, and the fraudulent Dealer; 
* and even as to our foreign Trade in Tobacco, thoſe who 
have no Regard to Honour, to Religion, or to the Welfare 
* of their Country, but are every Day contriving Ways and 
Means for cheating the Publick by Perjuries and falſe 
Entries, are the greateſt Gainers, and it will always be ſo, 
* unleſs we can fall upon ſome Way of putting it out of their 
Power to carry on any ſuch Frauds for the future, 

And laſtly, Sir, we ought to conſider the great Loſs 
* ſuſtained by the Publick, by means of the Frau Fm 
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ted in the Tobacco-Trade, and the Addition that muſt 
certainly be made to the publick Revenue, if thoſe Frauds 
can be prevented in Time to come. By this Addition we 
may be enabled to relieve the Nation from ſome of thoſe 
Taxes which it has laboured under ſo many Vears; 
whereas, as the Caſe now ſtands, the innocent and 
the honeſt Part of the Nation are charged with Taxes 
which they would be free from, if the fraudulent Dealers 
and the Smugglers could be any Way obliged to pay that 
which is juſtly due by them to the Publick. This, Sir, will 
I am convinced, be the Effect of the Scheme I am to pro- 
© poſe to you, and whoever therefore views in its proper 
n Light, muſt ſee the Planters, the fair Traders, and the 
© Publick ranged upon one Side in favour of it; and none but 
© the unfair Traders and the Tobacco-Factors upon the other. 
II ſhall beg Leave to mention to you, Sir, ſome of thoſe 
©. Frauds which have come to my Knowledge. The Evi- 
© dence I have had of them is to me very convincing : But 
© in ſuch Caſes Gentlemen ought always to conſider what 
© Evidence it is impoſſible to bring, what Evidence it is by 
© the Nature of the Thing unreaſonable to expect. 
Then he went through and gave a moſt exact Account of 
the ſeveral Frauds which, had been practiſed of Jate Years in 
the Tobacco-Trade, from which he made Calculations of the 
Loſs the Publick thereby ſuſtained, particulalarly that of get- 
ting the Tobacco weighed at an under Weight upon Impor- 
tation, and getting it weighed again upon Exportation at a 
Weight much above what it ought to be: A particular 
* Inſtance of this Fraud (ſays he) Sir, we came lately to the 
© Knowledge of by mere Accident: One Midford, who 
© had been a conſiderable Tobacco-Merchant in the City, 
< happened to fail, at a Time when he owed a large Sum 
© of Money upon Bond to the Crown, whereupon an Ex- 
© tent was iſſued out immediately againſt him, and thereby 
© the Government got Poſſeſſion of all his Books, by which 
© the Fraud he had been guilty, of was diſcovered ; for it 
© appeared, as may be ſeen by one of his Books I have in 
© my Hand,” (whereupon he ſhewed one of this Midford's 
Books to the Committee) © that upon the Column where the 
'© Falſe Quantities which had been entered at the Impor- 
tation, by Collufion between him and the Officer, by 
© which he paid or bonded the Duty payable upon Impor- 
© tation, a Slip of Paper had been fo artfully paſted on 
© that it could not be diſcovered, and upon this I of

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Paper were written the real Quantities which were enter- 


ed, becauſe L was obliged to produce the ſame Book 


* when that Tobacco was entered for Exportation ; but 
* when upon Exportation the Tobacco was entered and 
* weighed according to the' Quantities marked upon this 
Slip of Paper ſo artfully paſted on as I have mentioned, 
© by which he got a Drawback, or his Bonds retired, to 
near double the Value of what he had actually paid Duty 
for upon Importation, Yet, Sir, this Midſord was as 
© honeſt a Man, and as fair a Trader as any in the City 
© of London; I] deſire, Sir, not to be miſunderſtood, I mean 
© that before he failed, before theſe Frauds came to be diſ- 


covered, he was always reckoned as honeſt a Man and as 


fair a Trader as any in the City of London, or in any other 
© part of the Nation. | 
After this he mentioned the ſeveral Frauds following, vix. 
That of Re-landing the Tobacco after it was ſhipped off 
for Exportation. That of Socking of Tobacco, which was 
a Cant-word uſed for ſtealing and ſmuggling it out of the 
Ships after their Arrival in the River, before they were un- 
loaded at the Cuſtom-houſe. That of ſtripping the Leaves 
from the Stalks, and afterwards ſplitting and preſſing the 
Stalks by an Engine contrived for that Purpoſe, and then 
exporting them. That of giving Bonds for the Duty pay- 
able upon Importation , whereby the Government had loft 
ſeveral large Sums by the Failure of Payment of ſuch Bonds. 
That of the rich Moneyed-men making Prompt-payments, 


by which the Publick was obliged to allow them Ten per 


Cent. Diſcount as to the Duties, and by entering the To- 


.bacco ſoon after for Exportation, they drew back the whole 
Duties, ſo that the Government actually loſt Ten per Cent. 


upon all the Tobacco that had been ſo entered, 

* Theſe Frauds, Sir, (ſays he) are notorious, moſt of them 
© are known to the whole World ; and as the Laws of the 
© Cuſtoms have been found ineffectual for the preventing 
© of ſuch Frauds, therefore it is propoſed to add the Laws 
* of Exciſe to the Laws of the Cuſtoms, and by Means of 
© both it is probable, it is I may ſay certain, that all ſuch 
* Frauds will be prevented in time to come. 

© The ſeveral Subſidies and Impoſts now payable upon 
© Tobacco, by ſeveral Acts of Parliament for that Purpoſe 
* made, ftand, Sir, thus; (here he went thro* and gave an 
Account of the ſeveral Acts of Parliament for laying Du- 
ties on Tobacco, then he went on). By all which, Sify 
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it appears that the Duties now payable upon Tobacco on 
Importation amount to 64. and one third Part of a Pen- 
ny per Pound Weight, all which muſt be paid down in 
ready Money upon Importation, with the Allowance of 
ten per Cent, upon Prompt-payment, or otherways there 
muſt be Bonds given with ſufficient Sureties for the Pay- 
ment thereof, which is oſten a great Loſs to the Publick, 
and is always a great Inconvenience to the Merchant- 
Importer ;. where What I am to propoſe, the whole 
Duties to be paid for the future will amount to no more 
than 4d. and rte Farthings per Pound Weight, and this 
Duty not#to be paid till the Tobacco comes to be fold 
for Home-conſumption, ſo that if the Merchant exports 
his Tobacco, he will be quite free from all Payment 6f 
Duty, or giving Bond therefore, or finding out proper 
Sureties for joining with him in ſuch Bond ; he will have 
nothing to do but to reload his Tobacco on board a Ship 
for . Exportafion, without being at the Trouble to attend 
for having his Bonds cancelled, or for taking out Deben- 
tures for the Drawbacks ; all which I conceive, Sir, muſt 
be a great Eaſe to the fair Trader, and to every ſuch 
Trader the preventing of Frauds muſt be a great Advan- 
tage, becauſe it will put all the Tobacco-T raders in Bri- 
tain upon the ſame Footing, which is but juſt and equal, 
2 what ought certainly to be accompliſhed, if it be poſ- 
ble. 
No, Sir, in order to make this Eaſe effectual to the 
fair Trader, and to contribute to his Advantage by pre- 
venting as much as poſſible any Frauds in time to come, 
I propoſe, as J have ſaid, to join the Laws of Exciſe to 
thoſe of the Cuſtoms, and to leave the one Penny, or 
rather three Farthings per Pound, called the Further Sub- 
fidy to be ſtill charged at the Cuſtom- houſe upon the Im- 
portation of any Tobacco, which three Farthings ſhall 
be payable to his Majeſty's Civil Liſt as heretofore ; and 
I propoſe that all Tobacco for the future, after being weighed 
at the Cuſtom-houſe, and charged with the ſaid three Far- 
things per Pound, ſhall be lodged in a Warehouſe or Ware- 
houſes; to be appointed by the Commiſſioners of the Ex- 
ciſe for that Purpoſe, of which Warehouſe, the Merchant 
Importer ſhall have one Lock and Key, and the Ware- 
houſe-keeper to be appointed by the faid Commiſſioners 
ſhall have another, in order that the Tobacco may lie ſafe 


in that Warehouſe; till the Merchant finds a Market 4 
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* it, either for Exportation or Home-conſumption : That 
if his Market be for Exportation, he may apply to his 
* Warehouſe-keeper, and take out as much for that Pur- 
* poſe as he has Occaſion for, which when weighed at the 
* Cuſtom-houſe, ſhall be diſcharged of the three Farthings 
* per Pound with which it was charged upon Importation, 
* ſo that the Merchant may then export it without any fur- 
* ther Trouble: But if his Market be for Home-conſump- 
* tion, that he ſhall then pay the three Farthings — 10 
* upon it at the Cuſtom-houſe upon Importation, and that 
* then upon calling his Warehouſe-keeper he may deliver 
it to the Buyer, on paying an Inland-duty of 4d. per 
* Pound-weight, to the proper Officer appointed to receive 
* the ſame. 
* And whereas, Sir, all the Penalties and Forfeitures to 
* hecome due by the Laws now in being for A 
the collecting of the Duties on Tobacco, or at leaſt all 
chat Part of them which is not given to the Informers, 
* now belong to the Crown, I now propoſe, that all ſuch 
* Penalties and Forfeitures, in ſo far as they formerly be- 
* longed to the Crown, ſhall for the future belong to the 
* Publick, and be applicable to the ſame Uſes to which the 
+ faid Duties ſhall be made applicable by Parliament ; and 
* for that Purpoſe I have his Majeſty's Commands to ac- 
* quaint this Houſe, that he, out of his great Regard for 
the publick Good, with Pleaſure conſents that they ſhall 
* be ſo applied, which is a Condeſcenſion in his Majeſty, 
that I hope every Gentleman in this Houſe is fully ſen- 
* {ible of and will freely acknowledge. 
© I know, Sir, there has been an Objection made, I ex- 
* pect to hear it again made in this Houſe, againſt what 
* I'now propoſe: 'The Objection is this, that a great many 
* of his Majeſty's 2 will be ſubjected to being tried in 
* a Multitude of Caſes by the Commiſſioners of Exciſe, 
* from whom there is no Appeal, but to Commiſſioners of 
* Appeal, or to Juſtices of Feace in the Country, all na- 
* med by the King and removeable at Pleaſure, from whom 
* the Appellants cannot expect to meet with any Juſtice or 
* Redreſs, I am far from thinking there is any ground 
* tor this Complaint, I am far from thinking that any Man 
* ever had a juſt Reaſon to ſay that he was wronged” or 
* unjuſtly dealt with, either by the Commiſſioners of Ap- 
* peal, or by the Juftices of the Peace at their Quarter- 
* Seffions ; but in order to obviate any Objection of - this 
$34 Nature, 
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© Nature, I propoſe that all Appeals in this Caſe, as well 
© as in all other Caſes relating to the Exciſe, ſhall . for the 
© future be heard and determined by two or three of the 
© Judges to be named by his Majeſty, out of the twelve 
Judges belonging to WYetminfer-hall; and that in the 
© Country all Appeals from the firſt Sentence of his Ma- 
jeſty's Juſtices of the Peace, ſhall be to the Judge of 
Aſſize upon the next Circuit which ſhall come into that 
© Country, who ſhall in all Caſes proceed to hear and de- 
termine ſuch Appeals in the moſt ſummary Way, with- 
out the Formality of Proceedings in Courts of Law and 
Equity. From ſuch Judges, Sir, and from ſuch a man- 
ner of Proceeding, every Man muſt expect to meet with 
the utmoſt Diſpatch, and with the moſt impartial Juſtice, 
and therefore I muſt think, that what I now propoſe can 
be no Inconvenience to thoſe who may thereby be ſub- 
jected to the Laws of Exciſe, but that if there was for- 
merly any ground of Complaint, it may be a great Re- 
lief to thoſe who are already ſubjected to ſuch Laws. 
This, Sir, is the Scheme which has been repreſented in 
ſuch a dreadful and terrible Light: This, Sir, is the 
Monſter, that many headed Monſter, which was to de- 
your the People and to commit ſuch Ravages over the 
whole Nation. How juſt it has been repreſented in ſuch a 
Eight, I ſhall leave to this Committee and to the whole 
World without doors to judge. I have faid, Sir, I will 
ſay it again, that whatever Apprehenſions and Terrors 
People may have been brought under, from a falſe and mali- 
licious Repreſentation of what they neither did nor could 
poſſibly know or underſtand, I am firmly perſweded, when 
they do come to know and fully to underſtand the Scheme 
which I have gow had the Honour to open to you, they 
will view it in another Light; and that if it has the good For- 
tune to be approved of by Parliament, and comes to take 
Effect, the People will ſoon feel the happy Canſequences 
thereof, and when they feel thoſe good Effects, they will 
no longer think thoſe People their Friends who have ſo 
groſsly impoſed on their Underſtandings. 
I look upon it, Sir, as a moſt innocent Scheme; I am 
convinced it can be hurtful to none but Smugglers and un- 
fair Traders; I am certain it will be. of great Benefit and 
Advantage to the publick Revenue ; and if I had thought 
otherwiſe of it, I never would have ventured to have pro- 
poſed it in this Place; therefore, Sir, I ſhall A beg

* actly as he has been pleaſed to repreſent them to us. 
This Sir, I cannot entirely agree with the Gentleman in, 
* for if all thoſe Facts were exactly as he has repreſented 
* them, and if all the Computations he has made upon that 
* Suppolition were juſt, that Quantity of Tobacco, the 
© Duties of which the Publick is thereby ſuppoſed to be en- 
* tirely defrauded of, would amount to a much greater 
Quantity of Tobacco yearly, than grows in the whole 
* Country from which we fetch that Commodity. I did 

not expect, Sir, to have heard ſuch a long Detail of Facts, 
* or ſo many particular Computations, I do not think it 
* at all neceſſary upon the preſent Occaſion; I expected 
* that the Gentleman would have taken a much more ge- 
* neral, and a more juſt Method, I thought he would 
* have ſtated to us the Quantity of Tobacco yearly impor- 
© ted, the Quantity yearly exported, and would have gi- 
* ven us the beſt Proofs that could be found for juſtifying 
+ © his Computations in that reſpect, becauſe from thence 

© every Man might have eaſily ſeen what Quantity remained 
* for Home-conſumptign, and what Sum of Money that 
* would have yearly brought in if the Duties had been all 


* regularly paid; and upon comparing that with what thoſe 
C Duties 
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Duties have really amounted to for ſome Years paſt, we 
might have been able to have made ſome gueſs of the Va- 
lue of the Frauds that have been committed, and of the 
W that may accrue to the Publick, ſuppoſing 
that all rauds were to have been by his Scheme prevented 
in time to come. | 

This, Sir, is the proper Way, the only Way of coming 
at 1 Sort of certain Knowledge in the Affair before us, 
but I am afraid if we ſhould conſider it in this Way, we 
would find that the Scheme now propoſed to us would 
be of no ſuch mighty Advantage to the publick Revenue 
as has been repreſented, even ſuppoſing that all Frauds 
were for the future to be thereby entirely prevented ; 
an conſidering that no Method of Colle&ion, no Pains 
or Penalties, that can be contrived, can be ſuppoſed effec- 
tual for preyenting every Fraud that may in time to come 
be invented and ſet on foot; we would have found no 
great Temptation for agreeing to any Scheme by which 
the Liberties of our Country may be brought into the 
leaſt Danger, for the ſake of any Advantage that we 
could ſuppoſe would have thereby accrued to the publick 
Revenue. That there are Frauds committed in the To- 
bacco-T rade, I ſhall never pretend to deny, I make no 
manner of Doubt but that there are too many Frauds 
committed in that Trade as well as in every other Branch 
of the publick Revenue: But upon a fair State of the 
Caſe, I am ſure that they cannot amount to near that 
Value which the hon. Gentleman has been pleaſed to men- 
tion; and therefore I ſhall beg Leave to examine a little 
thoſe particular Frauds and Calculations which haye been 
mentioned by him.” 

Here he went thro' and examined all the Frauds that 
had been mentioned, and all the Computations that had been 
made, more particularly as to the Bonds he ſaid, It has 
been pretended, Sir, that the Publick has ſuſtained, and are 
« {till in Danger of ſuſtaining great Loſſes by the Method 
of granting Bonds for the Duties payable upon Tobacco: 
This, Sir, I had before heard hinted at by the hon, Gen- 
« tleman, and therefore I have lately had a Meeting with 
© ſeveral of the Merchants in London trading in Tobacco: 
We have examined that Affair, and I can now tell that 
Gentleman, that I have it in Commiſſion from them to 
© propoſe, that if the Government will give us a Diſcount 
* but of 200001, we will give undeniable Security 5 the 
. ”'S ay- 
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Payment of the Bonds they are now poſſeſſed of, which are 
* not become deſperate by the Bondſmen being already gone 
off, or become. Bankrupts. 

As to that Fraud called Socking, it has been already 
$ © diſcovered and is, I hope, prevented. But, Sir, it is well 

© known, that it was the Merchants that diſcovered it, 
© the Merchants went and complained of it to the Com- 
miſſioners of the Cuſtoms, and the Merchants joined and 
© affiſted' the Officers of the Cuſtoms in putting an effectual 


Stop thereto, This I muſt know, becauſe I had the 


Honour to go at the Head of ſeveral Merchants trading 
in Tobacco, to the Commiſſioners of the Cuſtoms, to re- 
{queſt of them that we might be allowed to give a Gra- 


* tuity to one of their Officers who had been moſt inſtru- 
mental in the detecting and preventing of that Fraud, 
and accordingly I myſelf, Sir, paid that Officer a very 


handſome Sum of Money, which we all thought his Di- 
{ ligence and Integrity very well deſerved. | 
As to the Frauds committed at the Weighing of the 
Tobacco either on Importation or Exportation, I am a- 
* fraid they are too frequent, but as the Tobacco is always 
* weighed upon the publick Cuſtom-houſe Keys, where 
© Cuftom-houſe Officers ſwarm like Bees before a Bee-hive, 
and as there muſt be two or three Officers of the Cuſtoms 
attending and over- looking the weighing of every Cask of 
Tobacco, we cannot ſuppoſe that theſe Frauds were ever 
ſo enormous as they are repreſented to be. Whatever 
© Frauds are committed in that Way, muſt be either by the 
Neglect or the Colluſion of the Officers, and I cannot fee 


how the Scheme now propoſed to us will make the Officers 
either of the Cuſtoms or the Exciſe more diligent in their 


Duty or more faithful to their Truſt than they were hereto- 
fore. As to the re-landing of Tobacco after it has been en- 


* tered for Exportation, it was never pretended that that was 
* practiſed at the Port of London, nor can it be pretended 


that any great Quantities of ſuch Tobacco were ever 
* conſumed in Landen: That is a Practice that may perhaps 


have been frequent in the Northern Parts of the Iſland, 
and in ſome diſtant Creeks and Corners of the Coaſt, | 


© and while there is ſuch a vaſt Diſproportion between the 
* prime Coft and the Duties on Tobacco, I may propheſy 


that in; ſuch remote Places this will always be a Practice: 


It could not be prevented by ten times the Number of Of- 
* ficers we have, even tho* we had a much more numerous 
Army, 
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Army, to ſupport them, than we have at prefent. And 
as for the ſtripping, cutting, and preſſing of the Stalks, 
and the Engine that has been invented for that Purpoſe, 
if the honourable Gentleman mentioned it as a Fraud, or 
as a late Difcovery, he miſtakes it very much ; on the con- 
trary, it is no Fraud, nor is it a late Diſcovery ; it is a 
Buſineſs that has been openly, honeſtly, and publickly car- 
ried on far many Years; it is a Buſineſs that has im- 
proved our Tobacco-Trade, and is as common and as 
well known as the Buſineſs of a Woollen or a Linnen- 
Draper. 

Permit me now, Sir, to take ſome Notice of the To- 
bacco-Planters, and of the Hardſhips they are laid under 
by their Tobacco- Factors, who are it ſeems now become 
their Lords and Maſters. I am ſure none of them ever 
thought of complaining till they were put upon it by Letters 
and by Application from hence. There are Hardſhips in 
all Trades, which Men muſt neceſſarily ſubmit to, or give 
up their Buſineſs; but every Man that underſtands the 
Tobacco-Trade muſt fee, that the Hardſhips the Factors 
labour under are by much the mot numerous and the moſt 
grievous ; and if this Scheme ſhould take Effect, they will 
become ſo grievous, that no Man would be able to con- 
tinue in the Trade, by which the Planters would be utterly 
undone, and the Trade quite loſt to this Nation; for it 
will be impoſſible for them to manage their Plantations, 
or to fend their Produce to Britain, without having ſome 
conſiderable Merchants ſettled here, to ſend Ships to receive 
the ſame in America, to receive and diſpoſe of it after it is 
landed here, and to ſupply them with ready Money till 
their Tobacco can be brought to a proper Market. As to 
the Remonſtrance mentioned by the honourable Gentle- 
man, to have been lately ſent over by the Tobacco-Plan- 
ters, I know, Sir, that is. was obtained by Letters ſent 
from hence, and I believe many of thoſe who joined in it, 
now heartily repent of what they have done ; it was drawn 
up in the Form of a Petition to this Houſe, and was deſign- 
ed to have been preſented, but it ſeems the Promoters of 
it have thought better of the Matter: However, that it 
was obtained in the unfair Manner I have repreſented, 
Jam now. ready to prove ta the Conviction of the whole 
World. | 

© This then being the Caſe, as the Scheme now propoſed 


to us cannot be ſuppoſed to be of any great Benefit to the 


« pub- 
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« publick Revenue, as it will be ſo far from being an Advan- 


tage to the fair Trader, or to the honeſt Planter, that it 


may probably ruin both, and entirely deſtroy our Tobacco- 


Trade; tho' I and all honeſt Men, (and I defy that ho- | 


« nourable Gentleman, I defy the whole World to reproach 
© me with one unfair Practice, ig the whole Courſe of my 


Life) I ſay, Sir, tho' I and all honeſt Men wiſh from 


© our Hearts that Frauds may be prevented in this as well 


© as in every other Branch of the publick Revenue, yet I 


cannot give my Aſſent to a Propoſition that may be of ſo 
dangerous Conſequence; a Propoſition which I look upon 


© to be inconſiſtent with our Conſtitution IJ am convinced 


© it would prove to be a moſt fatal Stroke to the Liberties of 
my Country, which will, I doubt not, be made plainly ap- 
© pear by other Gentlemen, of much greater Abilities than 
mine; and to every Man who has a Regard for his Coun- 
© try, or for the People he repreſents, this laſt muſt be a 
© ſufficient Reaſon for vein againſt it, even tho? it were

[ Proceed to obſerve that the Nation began to be indiſpoſed 


to the Court, ſoon after the Re/toration. The Sale of Dun- 
kirk helped to ruin a great and good Miniſter; though it be 
Aill doubtful at leaſt, notwithſtanding the Clamour —_— 
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and the Negotiations with 4 Effrades ſo much inſiſted upon, 
whether he was ſtrictly anſwerable for this Meaſure - Who 
knows how foon the Re-eſtablifhment of the fame Port and 
Harbour may be laid in Form to the Charge of thoſe two Men, 
who are ſtrictly and undeniably anſwerable for it; and who 
ſtagger * under the Weight of ſo many other juſt Im- 

tations? | 

The fr/t Dutch War, which was lightly and raſhly under- 
taken, and which ended ignominiouſly for the Nation, aug- 
mented: the publick Indiſpoſition. Nay Misfortunes, ſuch 
as the Plague, and the Burning of London, as well as Mi 
management had this Effect. But we muſt place at the Head 
of all a Jealouſy of Popery, which was well ſounded, and there- 


fore gathered Strength daily. This ſoon heated the Mind of 


Men to: ſuct'a” Degree, that it ſeems almoſt wonderful the 


Plague' was not' imputed to the Papifts as peremptorily as. 


the Fire. 


The Death of my Lord Southampton, and the Diſgrace 
and Baniſhment of my Lord Clarendon made Room for new 


Caufes of Fealouſy and Diſſatisfaction; and the Effects in- 
creafed in Proportion, Thoſe two noble Lords had ſtood in the 
Breach againſt Popery and foreign Politicks ; and what one of 
them ſaid of the other, That is Southampton of Clarendin, 
may beapplyed with Juſtice to Both. were true Proteſ- 
tants, and honeſt Engliſhmen. hilſt they where in Place, 
ours Laws, aur Religion, and our Liberties were in Safety. When 
ther removed, England felt the ill Effefts of the Change ; 


for when they were removed, all theſe were in Danger. 


How glorious a Panegyrick is this, in which the unanimous 
Voice of Poſterity does and muſt agree ? It is preferable ſurely 
to all the Titles, and Honours, and Eftates, which thoſe illu- 
ftrious Patriots left behind them; and ſo I perſuade my ſelf it 
is eſteemed by the young Noblemen, who are Heirs to their 
Virtues, as well as their Fortunes. 4 

King Charles, and more than him the Duke and the Popiſb 
Factim were now at Liberty to form new Schemes; or rather 
to purſus old ones, with leſs Reſerve, againſt the Religion and 
Liberty of England. As ſoon as the famous Cabal had the 
whole Adminiſtration of Affairs, theſe Deſigns were puſhed, 
almaſt without any Referve at all - - - I am not writing the 


Hiſtory of this Reign; nor have I undeftaken any thing 


more than to make a few Obſervations on the ſeveral Turns 
of Parties in it. I heed not therefore deſcend into particular 
Proofs of the Deſigns, which J attribute to the Court; nor 

| into 
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into a Deduction of the Meaſures taken to promote them, 
and the Efforts made to deſeat them. That theſe De- 
ſigns were real, can be doubted of by no Man; ſince 
without quoting many printed Accounts, which are in the 
Hands of every one, or n_—_ on. other Proofs, which 
have not ſeen the Light, (and ſuch there are) the Abbot 
primi's Relation of the ſecret Negotiations between the King 
and his Si/ter, the Dutcheſs of Orleans, publiſhed in 1682, as 
I think, and immediately ſuppreſſed, as well as the. Hiſtory 
of the Jeſuit 4 Orleans, written on Memoriak furniſhed to 
him by King James the Second, put the whale Matter out of 
Diſpute, and even beyond the Reach of Cavil. It is ſuffi- 
cient for my Purpoſe to obſerve that the Tide of Party, which 
hath run ſo ſtrongly for the Court, and hath been ſeldom fo 
much as flackened hitherto, began now to turn, and to run 
Year after Year more ſtrongly the other May. | 

When this Parliament fate down, (for it deſerves our 
particular Obſervation, that bath Houſes were full of Zeal 
for the preſent Government, and of Reſentment againſt the 
hate Uſurpatien) there was but one Party, in Parliament, and 
mw other Party could raiſe its Head in the Nation. This 
1 5 have been the Caſe much longer; probably as long 
King Charles had ſate on the Throne, if the Court had 
been a little honeſter, or a little wiſer, No Parliament 
ever did more to gain their Prince than this. They ſeemed 
for ſeveral] Years, to have nothing ſo much at Heart as 
ſecuring his Gavernment, advancing his Prerogative, and fil- 
ling his C ers. The Grants they made him were ſuch, as 

ed for Inſtances. of Profuſion in thoſe Days; when 
1,200,000 J. 4 Year for thy CIVIL LisT, the FLEET, the 
GuaRDs and GARISONS, and. all the ordinary Expences 
4 the Government was thought an exorbitant Sum ; how 
ittle a Figure ſoever it would make in our Times, when 
two thirds of that Sum, at leaſt, are. appropriated to the Uſe, 
of the Civil Lift ſingly, But all this was to no Purpoſe; 
2 9 25 Intereſt prevailed ; a Cabal governed; and ſometimes 
the Cabal, and ſometimes a Prime- Miniſter had more Credit 
with the King, than the whole Body of his People. When 
the Parliament ſaw that they could not gain him over.. to 
his own and. their common Intereſt ; nor prevail on him, 
by Connivance, Complyance, and other gentle Methods; 
they turned themſelyes to. ſuch as were rough, but agree- 
able to Law and the, Cuſtom of Parliament, as wel as pro- 
portionable to the Greatneſs of the Exigency. That ting 
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oſt their Temper, on ſome particular Occaſions, muſt not 

denied. They were Men, and therefore frail; but their 
Frailties, of this Kind, proceeded from their Love of their 
e if They were tranſported when found that 
their Religion and Liberty were conſtantly in Danger from 
the Intrigues of a Popiſb Fa#ion; and they would have been 
ſo tranſported, no doubt, if Liberty alone had been Attacked 
by a Proteſtant Fuctian. Then it was, that this High- 
| Church Parliament grew favourable to Proteſtant Diſſenters, 
and ready to make that juſt Diſtinction, ſo long delayed, be- 
tween them and Popiſh Recuſants, that the whole Proteſtant 
Intereſt might unite in the common Cauſe. Then it was, 
that this Prerogative-Parliament defy'd Prerogative in Defence 
of their own Privileges, and of the Liberties their Couniry, 
Then it was, that this paſſrve Obedience and Non- Reſiſtance, 
Parliament went the utmoſt Lengths of Reſiſtance, in a 
Parliamentary Way; and the neceſſary Conſequence of the 
Steps they made, in this Way, muſt have been Re/tance in 
another, if the King had not dropt his Miniſters, retracted 
his Pretenſiont, redreſſed ſome, and given Expectation of re- 
drefling other Grievances, In fine, this Penſioner-Parliament, 
as it hath been ſtyled, with _ Corruption in the Houle, 
and an Army ſometimes at the Door of it, disbanded the 
Army in England, and proteſted againſt the Militia, ſettled 
in Scotland by Act of Parliament, and appointed to march 
for any Service, wherein the King's Honour, Authority and 
Greatneſs were concerned, in Obedience to the Orders of the 
Prrvy Council. That I may not multiply particular Inſtan- 
ces, they not only did their utmoſt to ſecure their Country 
againſt immediate Danger, but projected to ſecure it againſt 
remote Danger, by an Excluſion of the Duke of York from 
the Crown, after they had endeavoured ſtrenuouſly, but in 
vain, to prevent his entailing Popery more eaſily upon us by 
his Marriage with a Popiſh Princeſs ; for he had declared 
himſelf a Papiſt with as much Affectation, as if he expected 
to grow popular by it; had already begun to approve his 
Zeal, and exerciſe his Talent in Converſions by that of his 
firſt Wife ; and was notoriouſly the Agent of Rome and of 
France, in order to ſeduce his Brother into ſtronger Mea- 
ſures than King Charles was willing to take. King Charles, 
to uſe m Expreſſion of the Lord Hallifax of that Age, 
would trot ; but his Brother would gallop. 

When I refle& on the Particulars here mentioned, and 
a great many others, which might be mentioned * as 

1 on 
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Honour of this Parliament, I cannot hear it called the Pen- 
froner Parliament, as it were by way of Eminence, without 
a Degree of honeſt Indignation ; eſpecially in the Age in 
which we live, and by ſome of thoſe, who affect the moſt 
to beſtow upon it this ignominious Appellation. Pen/tms 
indeed, to the amount of ſeveh, or eight Thouſand Pounds, 
as I remember, were diſcovered to have been given to ſome 
Members of the Houſe of Commons, But then let it be re- 
membered likewiſe, that this Expedient of corrupting Par- 
liament began under the Adminiſtration of that boiſterous,' 
over-bearing, dangerous Miniſter CLIT ORD. As long as 
there remained any Pretence to. ſay that the Court was in 
the Intereſt of the People, the Expedient of Bribery was nei- 
ther wanted; nor practiſed. When the Court was evidently 
in anotheritIntere/?, the Neceflity and the Practice of Bri- 
bing the Repreſentatives x the People commenced. Should a 
Parliament of Britain act in Compliance with a Court, againſt 
the Senſe and Intereſt of the Nation, Mankind would be 
ready to pronounce very juſtly that ſuch a Parliament was 
under the corrupt Influence of the Court. But in the Caſe 
now. before us, we have a very comfortable Example of a 
Caurt wicked enough to ſtand in need of Corruption, and to 
employ it; and of a Parliament virtuous enough to reſiſt the 
Force of this Expedient ; which Philip of Macedbn boaſted 
that he employed to invade the Liberties of other Countries, 
and which hath been ſo often employed by Men of leſs Ge- 
nius, as well as Rank, to invade the Liberties of therr own. 
All that Corruption could do in this Parliament, was to 
maintain the Appearance of a Court Party, whilſt the Mea- 
ſures of the Court united a Country Party in Oppoſition to 
them, Neither Places, nor Penſions could hinder Courtiers in 
this Parliament from voting, on many ſignal Occations, 
againſt the Court; nor protect either thoſe, who drew the 
King into ill Meaſures, nor thoſe, who complyed with him 
in them, Nay, this Penſianer Parliament, if it mult be ſtill 
called ſo, gave one Proof of Independency, beſides that of 
contriving a 7%, in 1675, to purge their Members on Oath 
from all Suſpicion of corrupt Influence ; which ought to wipe 
off this Stain from the moſt Corrupt. They drove one of 
their Paymaſters out of Court, and impeached the other in 
the Fulneſs of his Power; even at a time, when the Xing 
was ſo weak as to make, or ſo unhappy as to be forced to 
make, on Account of Pen/jons privately negotiated from 
D France, 
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France, the Cauſe of the Crown and the Cauſe of the M. 
niſter one, and to blend their Intereſts er 

What I have ſaid to the Honour of the Long Parliament is 
juſt; becauſe in Fact the Proceedings of Parliament were a- 
greeable to the Repreſentation I have given of them. But 

w, if ſome ſevere Cenſor ſhould appear, and inſiſt that the 
Dome was cha/te, only becauſe the was not enough tempted ; 
that more Penſions would have made more Penſioners ; that 
much Money and little Preregative is more dangerous to Liberty 
than much Prerogative and little Money; and that the wor/t and 
weakeſt Miniſter King Charles ever had might have been abſo- 
lute in this very Parliament, whoſe Character Indefend, if 
ſuch a Miniſter had been able to inliſt, with Places, Penſions, 
and occcaſional Bribes, not a fender Majority, which the De- 
fection of a Few might at any Time defeat, butVſach a bulky 
Majority, as might impoſe on itſelf; if any one, I fay, 
ſhould refine in this Manner, and continue to inſiſt that ſuch 
a Minifter, with fuch a Purſe, would have ſtood his Ground 
in the Parliament I ſpeak of, with how much Contempt and 
Indignation ſoever he might have been every-where treated 
by the People, I ſhall not preſume to aſſert the contrary, It 
might have been ſo. Our Safety was owing as much, per- 
haps, to the Poverty of the Court, as to the Virtue of the Par- 
hament. We might have loſt our Liberties. But then I would 
obſerve,” before I conclude, that if this be true, the Preſer- 
vation oi our Religion and Liberty, at that Time, was owing 
to theſe two Circumſtances ; in, that King Charles was not 
parſimonious, but ſquandered on his Pleaſures what he might 
have employed to corrupt this Parliament; ſecondly, that the 
Miniſters, in that Reign, fingering no Money but the Re- 
venue, ordinary and extraordinary, had no Opportunity to 
filch in the Pockets of every private Man, and to bribe the 
Bubbles very often with their own Money ; as might be done 
now, when Fundings hath been ſo long in Faſhion, and the 
greateſi Miniſter hath the Means of being the greateſt Stock- 
Jobber, did not the eminent Integrity of the Miniſter, and 
the approved Virtue of the Age ſecure us from any ſuch 
Danger. . 
Me have now brought the Deduction of Parties very near 
to the ra of Whig and Tory,

Ears of the Perſons then in Power, upon which our Oæonian 
was brought from Oxford in the Cuſtody of a Meſſenger be · 
fore he had an Opportunity of publiſhing the ſaid Pamphlet,

' Germany, They believe the Enemy will hardly make any 
attempt upon Mantua, the Situation of it, on a Lake of the 
ſame Name, encompaſſed by a marſhy Ground, excepting 
ſome narrow Avenues, rendering it almoſt impregnable, and 
beſides, as well the Town as the Citadel are regularly forti- 
fed, and have now a Gariſon of 6000 Men. | 

The King of Sardinia departed from Turin on the 25th of 
October, and arrived the ſame Day at YVigevans, where, his 
Army being united with that of France, he made two De- 
- tachmetits of Troops to inveſt Toriona and Novara, whilſt he 
himſelf, with a third Body marched towards Pavia. He no 
ſooner arrived near that Place, than'a Deputation met him, 
and brought him the Keys of the City and Caſtle, three 
Battallions of Imperial Troops having quitted it, and left 35 
Canon, with a great Quantity of Ammunition behind them. 
T hat Prince ſoon after received a Deputation from the Senate 
and City of Milan, upon which he detached the Marquis d- 
Corgny with gooo Men, to take Poſſeſſion of that Capital, 
and to form the Blockade of the Citadel, as he had before

From Dreſden we have Advice, that ſeveral Regiments 


of Saxon Horſe and Foot are upon their March towards 
Karga in Poland, whither the' new King will ſpeedily fol- 


tow, all Preparations for his Departure being now finiſhed. 
His Majeſty will keep in the Imperial Dominions, till he is 
within 12 German Miles of Cracav, The grand Deputa- 
tion is not to compliment him till he arrives in the Polzþ 
Dominions, but from Turnewitz, where they are to wait 
for him, after having performed the Ceremony of receiving 
him as' King, in the Name of the Republick, they will ac- 


company him to Cracow, where he is to be crowned. 


The Imperial Army, which is to ſerve in Germany, under 
the Command of Duke Albert of Beveren, is already paſſed 
Ratisbon, in their March towards Norlingen, deſigning to 
poſt themſelves at Ulm: and the Emperor's Army, which 
has been encamped in Sileſia, being now no farther neceſſary 
there, will ſoon be ordered to follow them. | 

The French Army, under the Command of the Marſhal 
Duke die Berwick, encamped lately at Stolboffen, but we 
don't hear, with any Certainty, whether they deſign to un- 
dertake any thing farther, or will be contented for this Cam- 
paign, with the taking of Fort Keh/, The latter is moſt 
probable, becauſe our laſt Advices mention the Cavalry 
marching, into ſeveral Gariſons near Stratzburg, and the 
Infantry being about to form there Camps along the Rhine, 
one at Kehl, and the other two at Fort Louis and Huningen, 
which are to have Redoubts of Communication, and Lines 
to cover them.

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PoLAnD, SWEDEN, and the NoRTHERN Powers. 


| AS we hinted in our laſt, the Advices from Poland, from 

which ever Side they come, are very uncertain. Some 
Letters from Warſaw, by the Way of Dantzick adviſe, that 
a Party of the Poliſ Army, under the Command of the 
Regimentary Potocki, had fallen upon the Ruſſians near that 
City, and killed 4000, but our Letters by way of Saxony, 
_ no mention of this Rencounter. The Regimentary's 
Army, which has been lately reinforced with four Regi- 
ments, is now ſaid to be 32000 Men, 

King Staniſſaus has publiſhed a Manifeſto to engage the 
Nobility of Poland to take up Arms for the Support of the 
Laws and Liberties of the Republick : and the Primate has 
publiſhed another Manifeſto to juſtify his Conduct, wherein 
he N a very particular Account of all the Circumſtances 
of the Election, as a Refutation of what has been laid to his 
Charge by the Opponents, The Stile of that publiſhed by 
the King, has been very much taken notice of for ſome 
Expreſſions, which plainly ſhew the Candour and Humility 
of that Prince, We ſhall inſtance only two or three, which 
will give our Readers a ſufficient Idea of the Truth of 
what has been obſerved of this Prince's Character. The Po- 
iſh Grandes, (ſays he) whoſe Unhappintſs it is to have formed a 
Party againſt us, cannot be imagined depraved enough of them- 
felves to be the Authors of their Country's Ruin; No, they are 
but the miſguided Inſtruments of Foreign Councils, And again: 
Fith what an horrid Aſpect does the late Caunter-Election appear}? 
In vain did the Opponents endeavour to get Poſſeſſion of the uſua! 
Field of Election: Heaven would not allow that. no, they 
were forced to have Recourſe to a new Place of Election till now 
not known, and a Hall very unbeſeeming the Dignity of a Kolb. 
The Biſhop who dared impioufy to proclaim a ſecond King, has he 
not been guilty of a treble Perjury, as a Prelate, as a Senator, 
and as a Gentleman ? — But it was with the Divine Per- 
m:ſſion, That Supream Being will not, however, always hide 
his Face.

Waggons with Ammunition and Proviſion and 300,000 
Rubles ( Crowns ) which was to have paid their Troops. 
This Convoy is faid to have been guarded by 1000 Dra- 
goons, and that the. Lithuanians killed 400 of them, and 
took the reſt Priſoners. The Sum of Money which the Re- 
imentary took upon this Occaſion was ſo conſiderable, That

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The State of LITERATURE. 


HERE has not been ſo great a Demand for any of our 
Weekly Pamphlets, as for thoſe which under this Arti- 
cle made mention of the late Doctor Tindall, and particular- 
ly for thoſe which gave ſome Account of his Behaviour in his 
laſt Sickneſs, We are not at all ſurpriz'd at this: Upon the 
approach of Death, the Man generally appears in his true Co- 
tours : Beſides, a Death-Bed is a Circumſtance in which all 
of us think one Time or other, we ſhall find ourſelves : 
Some People live in a conſtant Dread and Apprehenſion of it. 
It is not therefore to be wondred at, if ſo many Men deſire 
to know how one of their own Species (eſpecially if he was 
a Perſon of great and uncommon Parts) behaved himſelf upon 
this Occaſion. Providence ſeems to have put the Virtue of 
the late Dr. Tindall to the utmoſt Teſt, To bear the moſt 
accute Pains for nine Days together, without hopes of Reco- 
very, is ſuch a Trial of a Man's Patience and Reſolution, as 
we are afraid, few beſides himſelf could have ſupported with a 
good Grace, The World has ſeemed not a little pleaſed at 
ſome Parts of his Behaviour in his laſt Sickneſs, which they 
have already been made acquainted with : But they will be 
much more pleaſed and ſurprized, when they know the whole, 
We have Reaſons to believe, that a full Account of it will be 
prefixed to his Yorks, and that this Account will be read with 
the Wonder and the Admiration of our lateſt Poſterity. We 
believe that the Doctor's Preſence of Mind and Compoſure of 
Thought when he was Dying, was at leaſt, equal to any of the 
Heroes and Philoſophers of Antiquity, The Gentleman 
to whom his Morte are entruſted, is reſolved to do his 
deceaſed Friend full- Juſtice upon this Head, whatever Ene- 
mies he may raiſe to himſelf. In the mean Time, it is hoped, 
that thoſe: who expreſſed an uncommon Eagerneſs to ſee what 
the Doctor has left behind him, will have a little Patience. 
If his Works are not publiſhed quite ſo ſeo as they expect, 
they may depend upon it, that this ſhort Delay, is grounded 
upon ſolid and ſubſtantial REAsons. 

The Doctor's laſt Will has already made a pretty deal of 
Noiſe, and may perhaps, ſtill occaſion ſome ſurprizing Con- 
ſequences.” We have been deſired by ſeveral of our Correſpon- 
dents to inform them, whether Mr. Budgell has yet received 
the two Hundred Pounds, which was due to the Doctor hay 
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he died, upon his Penſion. Thiorder to gratify the Curioſity 

of theſe Gentlemen, we muſt acquaint them, that our Brother 

Budgell never demanded this Money, till the 3d Inſtant. On 

that day he ſent a Letter to the Hon. Sir Robert Walpole, 

containing a formal Demand of this Sum, At the ſame 

time he demanded another Piece of Juſtice of the noble 

Perſon to whom he wrote, which we are humbly of Opi- 

nion that great Man is obliged by the Duty of his Poſt not 

to deny. We have Reaſons to believe that our Brother's-

„The former part of this Letter contains the Iaſt Re- 
QUEST of ai Dying Gentleman who had eminently ſerved 
e Houſe of Hanmer, and to whom Mr. Budgell ſays he 
can make it appear Sir Robert Walpole himſelf had great Ob- 
ligationn. The Doctor's Penſion was ſettled upon him before 
Sir Robert was at the Head of the Treaſury; tho? (to 
give this noble Perfon his Due) we are informed he always 
paid it regularly, and with great Civility.

An Account of Foreign Affairs and Dimeftich Occurrences, in a much ; 
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A Continuation of the Proceedings and Debates in the Houſe 
of Commons upon the late Famous ExcIsE-BILI. 


IR P- M--n, one of 
the Repreſentatives for Sir P---] M---n's 
the Borough of B--y in Speech. 
Northamptonſhire, ſaid, 
Sir, when I firſt heard of this Scheme, 
I 1 was in the Country, and there I muſt 
* fay that it had been repreſented in ſuch 
© a Light, as created a general diſlike to it, and raiſed great 
© Apprehenſions in the Minds of moſt People. It was re- 
© preſented as a Scheme for introducing 'a General Exciſe ; 
© ſuch a Scheme I own ͤ I would not allow myſelf to think 
© was contrived or approved of by any Gentleman in the 
© Adminiſtration ; I did imagine that all thoſe in the Ad- 
* miniſtration, were very well convinced, that a General Ex- 
* ciſe was what the People of England would never quietly 
* ſubmit to, and therefore I would not allow myſelf” to be- 
* lieve that any of - them would ever countenance a Scheme 
* which had the leaſt Tendency that way: But now, Sir, 
NumB, XXXIX. B | 6 after 
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<-after having heard it opened, and fully explained by the 
© hon, Gentleman on the Floor, I cannot but think that it 
is a wide Step towards eſtabliſhing a general Excife upon 
©; the People of this Nation, and therefore F muſt be excuſed 
in giving my Diſſent to it. | 
In ſo far as it relates to Trade, with which it certainly 
© has a very cloſe Connection, I ſhall leave to be explained 
by others, who are more converſant in thoſe Affairs than 
©'T am; and as to how far it may be a remedy for the 
* Frauds mentioned by the hon. Gentleman, I will not take 
upon me to ſay ; but there is another Concern, which [ 
ſhall always, while I have the Honour to fit in this Houſe, 
have a particular Eye to, and that is, Sir, the Liberty of 
my *Country. The Danger which this Scheme ſeems to 
threaten to the Liberty of many of my Fellow-Subjects, 
is alone of ſufficient Force to make me give my Negative 
to the Queſtion moved for. Let Gentlemen, but reflect 
let them but caſt their Eyes back on the ſeveral Laws 
that have been made ſince the Revolution, they will there 
find, that there has been already more Power veſted in 
the Crown than may be thought altogether eonſiſtent with 
the Conſtitution of a free Country; and therefore, Sir, I 
hope this Houſe will never think of adding to that Power, 
which there may be ſome ground to ſuſpect to be already 
too far extended. 
* The Laws of Exciſe, Sir, have always been looked 
on as moſt grievous to the Subject: All thoſe already ſub- 
jected to ſuch Laws, are, in my Opinion, in ſo far depri- 
ved of their Liberty; and ſince by this Scheme, a great 
many more of his Majeſty's faithful Subjects are to be ſub- 
jected to thoſe arbitrary Laws, let the Advantages accru- 
ing to the Publick from it be never fo great or ſo many, 
they will be purchaſed at too dear a Rate, if they are pur- 
chaſed at the Expence of the Liberty of the meaneſt of his 
Majeſty's Subjects; for even the meaneſt Man in the Na- 
tion, has as natural and as good a Right to his Liberty, 
as the greateſt Man in this or in any other Kingdom. 
Let us, Sir, but take a view of our neighbouring Na- 
tions in Europe, they were all once free, the People of every 
one of them had once as many Liberties and Privileges to 
boaſt of, as we have now, but at preſent they are moſt 
© of them reduced to a State of Slavery, they have no Li- 
© berty, no Property, no Law, nor any thing that they can 


depend on. Let us examine their Hiſtories, let us * 
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* into the Methods, by which they were deprived of their 
* Liberties, and we ſhall find a very near reſemblance be- 
* tween thoſe Methods and the Scheme now propoſed to 
us. Almoſt in every Country- in the World, the Liber- 
ties of the People have been deſtroyed under Pretence of 
preſerving, or of reſcuing the People from ſome great Evil; 
to which it was pretended they were expoſed ; this, Sir, 
is the very caſe now before us, in order to enable the 
* Crown to prevent ſome little Frauds pretended to have 
committed in the antient Method of collecting the publick 
* Revenue, it is propoſed to us to put ſuch a Power in the 
Hands of the Crown, as may enable ſome future Prince 
to enſlave the whole Nation, This, Sir, is really the 
Light in which this Scheme appears to me, but to the hon. 
Gentleman who propoſed it to us, I am perſuaded, it ap- 
* pears in a quite different Light, otherways I am certain 
* he would never have propoſed it to this Committee: How- 
* ever, Sir, ſince the Generality of the Nation have al- 
ready ſhewn a great Diſlike to it, I therefore hope the 
* hon. Gentleman may be prevailed on to delay it till another 
* Seffion of Parliament; in ſuch a delay there can be no 
* Danger, there can be no great Loſs to the Publick, more 
* eſpecially, ſince the Money to be thereby raiſed, is not 
* ſo much as propoſed to be applied to the current Services 
* of this preſent Year, If it be delayed till another Seſſion 
* of Parliament, Gentlemen will then have time to conſi- 
* der it fully, and to conſult with their Conſtituerits about 
* it; by that time it may poſſibly appear in a quite different 
* Light, both to me and to many other Gentlemen with- 
out Doors as well as within, and then if upon Examina- 
* tion it appears to be as good a Thing as ſome Gentlemen 
* now ſeem to believe, it will without doubt be approved 
* of by the Generality of thoſe without, as well as by the 
Majority of thoſe within. | 
But, Sir, I hope thoſe Gentlemen who have now ſo good 
an Opinion of the Scheme; will not think of thruſting it down 
* People's Throats, when they ſee that the Generality of the 
Nation have an Opinion of it quite different from what 
© they have; ſuch a Reſolution, ſuch an Attempt might pro- 
* duce Conſequences which I tremble to think of; and this, 
Sir, is another Motive which is of great Weight with me; 
© I have the honor to kriow his Majeſty, his Royal Per- 
ſon I have formerly had the honour to approach, and I 


* know him to be a Prince of ſo much Goodneſs, that wes 
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© this Scheme repreſented in this Light to him, he never 
© would approve it; to him it will always be a ſufficient Rea- 
© ſon againſt any Propoſition, that the Generality of his 
People have ſhewn their Diſlike to it. I loye his Ma- 
jeſty, I have a ſincere and a dutiful Reſpe& to him and 
all his Royal Family, and therefore I ſhall always be 
afraid of any Thing that may alienate the Affections of 
many of his Majeſty's faithful Subjects, which I believe 
would be the certain Conſequence of the preſent Efta- 
* bliſhment of this Scheme; for which Reaſons, Sir, if the 
© Queſtion be now puſhed, I ſhall moſt heartily give my Ne-

Mr. A--y G-. Sir, after the hon. 

Mr. A--y G--I's © Gentleman by me had opened to the 
Speech, © Committee, in a Manner fo full and ſo 
© clear, a Scheme which had met with 

« ſo unfair and ſo ungenerous a Treatment, before t hoſe 
who treated it ſo could know any thing about it, I little 
expected that the hon. Gentleman who ſpoke laſt, or any 
Gentleman in this Committe, could have ſo far miſtaken 
it as to have taken it in the Light they now do, In my 
Opinion, Sir, the Debate is now put upon a Footing very 
different from what it ought to be; what can the Affair 
now before us have to do with our Conſtitution ? there 
is nothing, there can be nothing ſuppoſed to be in the 
Propoſition made by my hon. Friend, that can in the 
leaſt tend towards incroaching on our Conſtitution, or to- 
wards affecting the Liberty of the Subject. The onlv 
Conſideration at preſent before us is, whether we ſhal! 
allow thoſe groſs Frauds and Abuſes formerly committed 
in the Tobacco-Trade to be ftill carried on with Impu- 
nity, or if we ſhall accept of a Remedy which by ct- 
fectually preventing theſe Frauds for the future, will con- 
ſiderably improve the publick Revenue, will be of great 
Advantage to the fair Trader, and of ſingular uſe and 
benefit to the whole Nation ? | 
* This, Sir, is the plain Queſtion now before us, and it 
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it with other Matters, with which it has no manner 0i 
Relation, I am ſure it cannot admit of any Debate. Ihe 
hon. Gentleman in opening this Affair to us, made it ſo 
manifeſt, that there have been great Frauds committed 
in that Branch of Trade, and that the preventing of thoſe 


* Frauds would be a great Improvement to the publick Re- 
venue 
/ | 
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* venue, that what he advanced upon that Head, has not 
been oppoſed or contradicted: And this Houſe has been 
* upon all Occaſions ſo very careful of the publick Reve- 
* nues, and has been always ſo ready to agree to any Mea- 
* ſures for preventing Abuſes in the collecting of them, 
* that I cannot help thinking that the Diſlike which appears 
* againſt the Remedy now propoſed, muſt proceed from ſome 
* other Motives than Gentlemen are willing to own. 

It is certain, Sir, that by the Frauds and Abuſes that are 
committed in this Branch of the Revenue, not only the 
* Publick is cheated of what is due to them, but likewiſe 
every private Conſumer is moſt groſsly impoſed on, for 
* he pays the ſame Price as if the Duties had actually been 
paid to the Publick. He pays a high Price for what he 
* conſumes, but then he has this for his Comfort, that he 

thinks a great Part of that high Price goes towards the 
« publick Good of his Country; but in all fraudulent Trade 
« he is impoſed on, the high Price he pays, goes every Far- 
* thing of it into the Pocket of the fraudulent Dealer, 
* This then being plainly the Caſe, I ſhould think that 
the Gentlemen who are to oppoſe this Scheme, would 
* endeavour to ſhew us, that no ſuch Frauds as are pre- 
* tended have been committed, or that they are fo incon- 
ſiderable that they are not worth minding ; or that what 
is now propoſed would be no ſort of Remedy for them; 
but upon the preſent Queſtion, to talk of our Conſtitution, 
{ ſeems really to me to be a ſort of Inſinuation, as if Frauds, 
in the collecting of the publick Revenue, were become 
da Part of our Conſtitution, and that whoever attempts to 
* remedy them, muſt attempt ſomething againſt our Con- 
* ſtitution: And as to the Liberty of the Subject, it is not 
* poſſible for me to find out any Liberty that can be {truck 
* at by the Scheme now before us, but the Liberty of Smugg- 
ling ; for as to National Liberty, as to that Liberty which 
* has always been, and I hope always will be the Glory 
* of the People of theſe Kingdoms, it is certain that our 
* Publick Revenues are its greateſt Security : How then can 
that Scheme be ſaid to tend towards the deſtroying of 
Liberty, which ſo evidently tends towards the Improve- 
ment of that upon which our Liberty manifeſtly depends ? 

* As to the railing of Clamours and Diſaffection among

known, will certainly all evaniſh as ſoon as it comes to be 
publickly known, that there never was any thing intended 
by the Scheme, but only to enable the Publick to receive 
thoſe Duties they are already by Law entitled to, and to 
prevent the fair Trader's being undone by Rogues and 
Smugglers; ſo that one ſtrong Argument with me for 
agreeing to the Scheme is, that by carrying it into Ex- 
ecution, and thereby ſhewing to every Man what it re- 
ally is, thoſe ill- grounded Clamours, which have been 
raiſed by the Enemies of the Government, may be al- 
layed, and may be made appear to be at laft as ground 
leſs as they were at firſt malicious. Beſides, Sir, as one 
of the chief Things intended by this Scheme is the Re- 
lief of the Landed-Intereſt, it muſt contribute toward: 
eſtabliſhing his Majeſty, and his Government, in the Heart: 
and Affections of all the Landed-Gentlemen in England, 
when they ſee themſelves ſo conſiderably relieved as to a 
Tax which they have been charged with for a great many 
Years, and that without loading them or any of their 
Fellow-Subjects with any new Tax whatever, or obli- 
ging one honeſt Man in the Kingdom to contribute a 
Farthing to the publick Charge more than he did before: 
This, Sir, muſt ſecure to his Majeſty the Affections of 
all honeſt Men, and it will greatly improve our Charac- 
ter among our foreign Neighbours ; for when they ſee that 
the Government may be ſupported in Times of Peace, 
without the Aſſiſtance of that Impoſition which is yearly 
raiſed upon the Land-holders of Greai-Britain, they wil! 
be careful of giving us any Diſturbance or Offence ; they 
will ali ſee that we have a Fund in reſerve, ready at all 
Times, and ſufficient for ſupporting a moſk heavy and ex- 
penſive War, 

© As to the Severity of the Laws of Exciſe, I am fur- 
priſed, Sir, to hear Gentlemen talk ſo much of it as they 
do. They talk of thoſe Laws as if there were ſomething 
in them moſt fingularly ſevere, when it is well known 
that the Laws of the Cuſtoms are in many Caſes as 
ſevere as thoſe of the Exciſe, and the Powers grant- 
ed by the former are in moſt Caſes as extenſive as the 
Powers granted by the latter: An Officer of the 
Cuſtoms, Sir, has in many Caſes a Power of entering 


the Houſe of any Subject in BRITAIN: This, Six, 
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is a Power that is abſolutely neceſſary to be. given, and 


will always be neceffary as long as we have any Duties 
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to be levied : It is a Power they have had for many Years, 
and yet it never has been, I hope it never will be abuſed ; 
if eyer it ſhould, the Parliament would without Doubt ſe- 
verely chaſtiſe that Officer that committed ſuch an Abuſe, 
or thoſe Commiſſioners who dared to encourage him in the 
committing of any ſuch Abuſe. In this therefore, the 
Laws of the Exciſg are no more ſevere then the Laws of 


the Cuftoms, and in moſt other Caſes we ſhall find them 


pretty much the ſame with reſpect to Severity; for which 
Reaſon I could not but be ſurpriſed to hear the honourable 
Gentleman who ſpoke laſt ſay, that he thought all thoſe 
who were ſubject to the Laws of Exciſe were downright 
Slaves, and wcre entirely deprived of their Liberty : I be- 
lieve, Sir, that moſt of thoſe People, who are now ſub- 
ject to the Laws of Exciſe, look upon themſelves to be as 
free, and to enjoy as much Liberty, as any other of his 
Majeſty's Subjects. 


One of the great Complaints againſt this Scheme is, J 


find, Sir, that it will greatly encreaſe the Number of 


Exciſe-Officers; a new Army of Exciſemen it is faid 
muſt be raiſed for the Execution of this Scheme, and this 
may be of dangerous Conſequence to our Liberties. But 
how little Weight there is in this Argument I leave to 
every Gentleman to judge: The whole Number propoſed 
to be added is not above 126 Officers; but granting that 
there were to be 150, is this Nation to be enſlaved by 
150 little Exciſemen ; In this there is really ſomething 
ſo ridiculous, that I am almoſt aſhamed to mention it. 
© Another Objection is, that thereby a great many Peo- 
ple will be ſubjected to be tried by the Commiſſioners of 
Exciſe, or by Commiſſioners of Appeal, who are entirely 
dependent on the Crown, and removeable at Pleaſure ; 
but this Objection, Sir, is I think entirely removed by 
making the Appeal to three Judges in J/eftminſter-hall, 
who are all Judges for Life, and are conſequently entirely 
independent on the Crown. To this the Gentlemen anſwer, 
that, even before thoſe Judges, the Subject is not to be 
tried by a Jury, and this is loudly complained of, as if the 
ſubjecting of Engliſhmen to any Trial but that by a Jury, 
were a great Innovation, and a dangerous Encroachment 
upon our- Conſtitution, I own, Sir, that by the 2 
Char-

Charter, by one of the fundamental Articles of our Con- 
< ſtitution, every Englihman is to be tried by his Peers; but, 
Sir, has not the Wiſdom of the Nation found it neceſſary 
to admit of many Exceptions to this general Rule; we 
have ſeveral of our moſt eminent Courts, which are in e- 
very Method of their Proceeding an Exception to this 
Rule; in the Court of Chancery we have no Trials by 
Juries ; in the High. Court of Admiralty we have no Trials 
by Juries; and in many particular Caſes it is ordered that 
the Aﬀair ſhall be tried in the moſt ſummary Way with- 
out any Jury: In all theſe Caſes the Wiſdom of the Nation 
found it neceſſary to depart from the general Rule eſtabli- 
ſhed by the Great Charter, and therefore they altered the 
Method of Trial ; why ſhould not the Legiſlature now do 
the ſame? Is not their Power the ſame? And if they ſee 
good Reaſons for it in the preſent Caſe, ought not they 
to do it? Whatever is done by the Wiſdom of Parlia- 
ment becomes a Part of our Conſtitution ; and whatever 
new Method of Trial is thereby introduced becomes from 
thenceforth as much a Part of our Conſtitution as ever the 
old one was. 
* Now, Sir, if ever there was a Reaſon in any Caſe for 
altering the antient Method of Trial by Jury, I am ſure 
there is a very ſtrong Reaſon for altering it with Regard 
to Trials concerning the Revenue: Every Gentleman, 
who had been the leaſt converſant in the Courts of H/e/t- 
minſter-hall, well knows the Partiality of Juries in Fa- 
vour of thoſe who are ſued by the Crown for any Frauds 
in the publick Revenue ; I could give many Inſtances of it ; 
but I ſhall mention only one.” (Here he informed the Houſe 
f the Caſe.) The Defendant in this Caſe was one of the 
moſt famous and the moſt notorious Smugglers in the whole 
Country, he had often been tried for ſuch Practices, and 
though he had always before eſcaped, yet it was thought 
impoſſible he ſhould then get off; I had then the Honour 
to ſerve the Crown, and ſo mult very well remember the 
Trial; the Evidence againſt him was fo very full and clear, 
that I believe there was not a Man in the Court, except 
thoſe on the Jury, who were not fully convinced of the 
T ruth of the Evidence given againſt him ; he was, accord- 
ing to the Opinion of every other Man preſent, fully con- 
victed of what he was accuſed of ; yet the Gentlemen ob 
the Jury thought fit to bring in a Verdict in his F 1 
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So that really, Sir, the Crown can never pretend to 
prevent Smuggling or unfair Trading, as long as the 
Trials are to be for the moſt Part by Juries; and where 
it becomes neceſſary to alter the Method of Trial, the 
altering it in that new Caſe can no more be ſaid to be an 
Innovation or an Incroachment on our Conſtitution, than 
the altering of it formerly in another Caſe was. 

© In ſhort, Sir, I have as great a Value for the Liberty 
of my Fellow- ſubjects as any Gentleman in this Houſe; I 
ſhall always be ready to appear for the Liberties of my 
Country whenever I ſee them in any manner attacked ; 
but as Liberty does not at all enter into the preſent Queſti- 
on, it is needleſs to make any Declarations about it, or to 
have it in any Way under our. Conſideration, and there- 
fore I ſhall be very ready to give my Aſſent to the Motion 
made by the Hon. Gentleman near me. 

Sir P- M----2, LT riſe up, Sir, 

only to explain my ſelf as to one Particu- Sir PI M--n's 
lar, in which the honourable and learned Speech, 
Gentleman over the Way, for whom J 

have a very great Reſpect, ſeems to have miſtaken me, or 
rather indeed, has miſrepreſented what I ſaid. For I did 
not ſay, Sir, that thoſe who are now ſubject to the Laws 
of Exciſe are downright Slaves, or that they are totally de- 
prived of their Liberty. I ſhould be ſorry, Sir, if any 
ſuch Thing could be faid of any Man that has the leaſt 
Pretence to call himſelf a Subject of Great Britain; but 
I faid, Sir, that thoſe who are ſubjected to the Laws of Ex- 
Ciſe, are in ſo far as they are ſubjected to ſuch Laws deprived 
of their Liberty: They are deprived of a Part of their 
Liberty, and therefore cannot be ſaid to be as free as an 
other of his Majeſty's Subjects. This I faid, Sir, this is 
ſtill my Opinion, and if thoſe who are ſo unfortunate as 
to be ſubject to the Laws of Exciſe were to be asked the 
Queſtion, whether they think themſelves as free in Caſes 
as thoſe who are ſubject to no ſuch! Laws, I believe there 
is ne er one of them but would anſwer, No.“

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Extract from the CRAFTSMAN. 


The Enquiry into the Riſe and Progreſs of our late Parties 


continued, 


HE abſurd Opinions about the Right, Power, and Pre- 

rogatiue of Kings, were ſo little able to take a deep Root, 
and to ſtand the Blaſts of Oppoſition, that Few of he, 
who drew their Swords on the Side of King Charles the Firſt, 
were determined to it by them. I aſſert this Fact on cotem- 
porary Authority; on the Authority even of ſome, who 
were themſelves engaged in that Cauſe from the Beginning 
to the End of our civil Wars. A more recent Tradition 
aſſures us, that when the ſame Opinions revived at the Reftora- 
tion, they did not 'fink deep even then into the Minds of 
Men, but floated ſo ſuperficially there, that the Parlia- 
ment (the very Parliament, who had authorized them and im- 
poſe them, as I obſerved in the laſt Paper) proceeded a great 
Way, and was ready to have proceeded farther, in direct 
Oppoſton to them, A Tradition ſtill more recent will in- 
form us, and that is to be the Subject of this Paper, that 
when theſe Opinions revived again, at the latter End of the 
ſame Reign, with an Appearance of greater Strength, and 
of a more national Concurrence than ever, they revived but 
to be exploded more effectually than ever. King Charles made 
Uſe of them to check the Ferment raiſed againſt his Go- 
vernment ; but did not ſeem to expect that they would ſub- 
ſift long in Force. His wiſer Brother depended much on 
them ; but his Dependence was vain, They were, at that 
Time, wearing out apace ; and they wore out the faſter by 
the extravagant Uſe which was made of them. They were 
in the Mouths of many, but the Hearts of few ; for almoſt 
all thoſe, who had them in their Mouths, acted againſt 
them. Thus were theſe wicked and ridiculous Principles of" 
Government twice revived, and twice deſtroyed again, in leſs 


than thirty Years from the Re/{oration.

The ſecond Revival of theſe Principles, for enough hath 
been ſaid of the fit, happened ſoon after the Diſſolution of 


the long Parliament ; and there, I think, we muſt _ — 
ir 
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Birth of 7/big and Tory, though theſe Parties did not grow 
up into full Maturity, nor receive their N. ames, till about two 
Vas aſterwards. The Diſſolution of this Parliament was de- 
fired by Men of very different Complexions; by ſame, with 
factious Views; by others, on this honeſt and true Maxim, 
that a STANDING PARLIAMENT, or the SAME PARLIA=- 
MENT LONG CONTINUED, changes the very Nature of our 
Conſtitution in the fundamental Kiel, on which the Preſerva- 
tion of our whole Liberty depends. But whatever Motives others 
might have to deſire this Diſſolution, the Motives which pre- 
vailed on the King, were probably theſe. This Parliament 
not only grew more reſerved in their Grants of Maney, and 
ſtiff and inflexible in other Matters, but ſeemed to have loſt. 
that perſonal Regard, which they had hitherto preſerved ſor 
Him. They brought their Attacks home to his Family ; 
nay, to himſelf, in the Heats, which the Diſcovery and Pro- 
ſecution of the Popiſh Plot occaſioned, That on the Qucen 
provoked him. That on his Brother embarraſſed him. But 
that, which provoked and embarraſſed him both, was the J ro- 
ſecution of the Earl of Danby in the Manner in which it 
was carried on. I will not deſcend into the Particulars of an 
Affair, at this Time, ſo well underſtood, This Miuiſter was 
turned out, and might have been puniſhed, in another manner, 
much more ſeverely than I preſume any one, who knows the 
Anecdotes of that Age, thinks that he deſerved to be. But 
the Intention of this Attack, according to Rapin, was to ſhew 
that the King, as well as his Brother, was at. the Head of 4 
Conſpiracy to deſtroy the Government, arid the Proteſtant Religion, 
This is a very bold Aſſertion, and ſuch a one as I do not pte- 
tend to warrant, But thus much is certain ; that if the Earl 
of Danby's Impeachment had been tried, he muſt have juſti- 
hed himſelf by ſhewing, what every one knew to be true; 
that the ſecret Negotiations with France, arid particulatly that 
tor Money, were the King's Negotiations, not his. | 
Now, whether the King hoped, by diſſolving, the Far- 
liament, to ſtop this Proſecution; or to ſoften that of the 
Popiſh Plot; or to defeat the Project of excluding the Duke 
of York ; his Hopes were all diſappointed. The Onowing 
Parliaments trod in the Steps of this, How, indeed, cou!: 
they do otherwiſe in thoſe Days, when the Temper of the 
Peqple determined the Character of the Parliament; when 
an Influence on Eleftions, by Preragative, was long ſince over, 
and private, indirect Means of gaining anther more illegal 
Influence, were not yet found, or the neceſſary . of 
n D uc 
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ſuch Means were not yet acquired ; when any Man, who 
had deſired People, who knew neither his Fortune, his Cha- 
racter, nor even his Perſon, to chuſe him their Repreſenta- 
tive in Parliament (that is, to appoint him their Truſtee) 
would have been looked upon and treated as a Madman; 
in ſhort, when a Parliament, acting againſt the declared Senſe 
of the Nation, would have appeared as ſurprizing a Phœno- 
menon in the moral World, as a retrogade Motion of the 
Sun, or any other ſignal Deviation of things from their or- 
dinary Courſe, in the natural World. 

There was indeed one Point, which this Parliament had 
taken extremely to Heart, and which was no longer open 
to the Parliaments that followed; I mean the Conduct of 
the King in foreign Affairs, during the War between France 

and Holland, 411 her Allies, which ended by the Treaty of 
Nemigben. That War was not made in remote Countries. 
It was made at our Door. The Motives to it, on the Part 
of the Aggreſſor, were neither Injuries received, nor Rights 
invaded ; but a Spirit of. Conqueſt, and barefaced Uſurpa- 
tion, The Intereſt we had in it was not ſuch as depended 
on a * Chain of Contingencies, and required much Sub- 
tlety to find out, but plain and immediate. The Security, 
and, at one time, the very Exiſtence of the Dutch Com- 
monwealth depended on the Event of it. No Wonder 
then, if. the Conduct of the King, who joined openly with 
France at firſt, and ſerved her privately to better Purpoſe 
at laſt, furniſhed ample Matter to the publick Diſcontent, 
and helped to increaſe the ill Humours of ſucceeding Par- 
liaments on two other Points, which were ſtill open, and 
continued to draw their whole Attention, as long as King 
Charles ſuffered any to fit, during the reſt of his Reign. 

Theſe two Points were the Proſecution of Perſons involved 
in the Popiſp Plat, and the Excluſion of the Duke of York. 
The fir/t of theſe had prepared Mankind for the ſecond. The 
Truth is, that if nothing, which affected the Duke, had been 
produced, beſides Colemar's Letters, theſe Proofs of his Endea- 
vours to ſubvert the Religion,and Liberty of the People he 
pretended to govern, joined to ſo many others of publick 
Notoriety, which ſhewed the whole Bent of his Soul, and 
the whole Scheme of his Policy, would have afforded Rea- 
ſon more than ſufficient for ſacrificing the Intereſt, or even 
the Right (if you will call it ſo) of owe Man to the Preſer- 
vation of three Kingdoms, I know how partial we are in 


the Judgments we make, concerning ourſelyes and our own 
f mMttereſts. 


* 
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Intereſts. I know that this Partiality is the immediate Ef- 
fect of ſelf-love, the ſtrongeſt Spring in the human, nay, 
in the whole animal Syſtem; and yet I cannot help being 
ſurprized, that a Man ſhould expect to be truſted with a 
Crown, becauſe he is born a Prince, in a Country where 
he could not be truſted by Law, and ought not to be truſted 
in Reaſon, with a Conftable's Staff, if he was born a private 
Perſon, Let me add, that ſuch an Expectation muſt be 
deemed more unreaſonable in a Deſcendant of Henry the 
4th of France, if poſſible, than in any other Man. The 
hereditary Title of the Houſe of Bourbon, on the Extinction 
of that of Valois, was certainly as clear, and much better 
eſtabliſhed by the Laws and Uſage of France, than the he- 
reditary Right of any Prince of the Houſe of Stuart to the 
Crown of England; and yet Henry the 4th, with all the 
perſonal Qualifications, which could recommend a Prince 
to the Eſteem and Love of his Subjects, would never have 
been received into the Throne by the French Nation, if he 
had not been of the Religion of that Nation, On what 
Foundation then could it be expected that a Proteſtant and 
a free People ſhould be leſs animated by Religion and Liberty 
bath, than their Neighbours had been by Religion alone? far 
Liberty had nothing to do in that Conteſt z Our Fathers 
were thus animated at the time I am ſpeaking of. The 
lang Parliament projected the Excluſion; and if the Deſign 
had been carried on, in the Spirit of a Country Party, it would 
probably have been carried on with a national Concurrence, 
and would conſequently have ſucceeded in Effect, tho* not 
perhaps at once, nor in the very Form at firſt propoſed, 
The violent and ſanguinary Proſecution of the Popiſb Plot 
was intended, no doubt, to make the Succeſs of the Ex- 
cluſion more ſecure, by railing the Paſſions of Men fo high, 
that no Expedient, but an ab/olute and immediate Excluſion, 
in the Terms of the Bill, ſhould. be thought ſufficient. I 
cannot help ſaying, on this Occaſion, that I with this lau- 
dable and juſt Deſign had not been purſued, by wading 
thro* the Blood of ſo many Men; Enemies to our Religion 
and Liberty indeed; but convicted, for the moſt Part, on 
Evidence, which could hardly have paſſed at any other 
time, I wiſh we had done nothing, which might be in- 
terpreted to the Diſrepute of our awn Religion, whilſt we 
attempted to proſcribe theirs, In fine, I wiſh, for the ho- 
nour of my Country, that the Proſecutions, on Account of 
this Plot, and much more on Account of another, which 
was 


— 
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was ſet up as a Kind of Retaliation for this, and which 
cauſed ſome of the nobleſt, as well as ſome of the meaneſt 
Blood in the Nation to be fpilt, could be erazed out of 
the Records of Hiſtory, But there is ſtill a farther Reaſon 
to wiſh that greater Temper had been joined, at this time, 
to the ſame Zeal for Religion and Liberty, Men were made 
to believe that the King, who had yielded on ſo many other 
Ocrafrons, would yield on this; that he, who had given up 
ſo many Miners, would give up his Brother at laſt; and 
that if the Parliament would accept nothing leſs than the 
FE xcluſrm, in their own way, it would be extorted from him. 
Now in this they were fatally deceived ; and I muft con- 
tinue to fuſpect, till I meet with better Reaſons than J have 
yet found to the contrary, that they were ſo deceived by 
the. Intrigues of tuo very oppoſite Cabals; by the Duke ot 
York's, who were averſe to all Excluſions, whether abſolute 
or limiited, but moſt to the laſt; and by the Duke of Mon- 
mouth's, who could not find their Account in any but an 
abſolnte Excluſion ; nor in this neither, unleſs the Bill paſſed 
w:thout any mention of the Duke's Daughters, as next in 
Succeſſion; to which, as Biſhop Burnet tells us, the Prince 
of Orange was willing to comply, on the Faith of Aſſu- 
rances he had received from hence; a Fact, which the Bi. 
fh might know, and we may therefore take on his Word, 
as extraordinary as it ſeems, I would only obſerve, that King 
Mill am, then Prince of Orange, could have no Reaſon for 
conſenting that his I iſe's Pretenſions to the Crawn ſhould not 
be confirmed by an Ae, which excluded her Father, except 
one; and that was the neceflity, real, or apparent, of uniting 
different private Intereſts in the publick Meaſure of exc}u(- 
iog the Duke of York. Now, if this was his Reaſon, the 
ſame Reaſon proves, what ſhall be farther confirmed in 
the next Paper, that a Spirit of Fadtian ran thro' the Pro- 
ceedings of thoſe, who promoted the Bill of Excluſion, and 
when Faction was oppoſed to Factian, there is no Room to 
wonder, if that of the Court prevailed. The King, who 
had not uſed to ſhew Firmneſs on other Occaſions, was firm 
on this; and the Conſequence of puſhing the Excluſion, in this 
Menner, was giving him an Opportunity of breaking the 
Country Party; of dividing the Nation into J/hig and Tory ; 
of governing himſelf, without Parliaments; and of leaving 
the Throne open to his Brother, not only without Limi 
tations, or Conditions, but with a more abſolute Power eſta- 


pliſhed, than any Prince of his Family had enjoyed. 4 
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As ſoon as the Court had got, by Management, a plauſi- 
ble Pretence of objecting a Spirit of Faction to thoſe in the 
Oppoſition, the Strength of the Oppoſetion was broken, becauſe 
the national Union was diffolved. A Country Party muſt 
be authorized by the I oice of ths Country, It muſt be formed 
on Principles of common Intereſt. Tt cannot be united and 
maintained on the particular F rejudices, any more than it can, 
or ought to be, directed to the particular Intereſts of any 
Set of Men whatſcever. A Party, thus conſtituted, is im- 
properly called a Party, It is the Nation, ſpeaking and act- 
ing in the Diſcourſe and Conduct of particular Men, It 
will prevail in all Struggles ſooner, or later, as long as our 
Conſtitution ſubſiſts; and nothing is more eaſy to demon- 
ſtrate than this; that whenever ſuch a Party find it di- 
cult to prevail, our Con/titution is in Danger; and when 
they find it impoſſible, our Conftitution muſt, in Fact, be 
altered. On the other Hand, whenever the Prejudices and 
Intereſts of particular Sets of Men prevail, the Eſſence of a 
Country Party is annihilated, and the very Appearance ut it 
will ſoon be loſt. Every Man will reſort, in this Caſe, to 
that Standard under which he hath been marſhalled in for- 
mer Diviſions ; to which his Inclinations lead him; or which, 


though he docs not intirely approve, yet he diſreproves 


the leaſt. 

Such a Diſſolution of a Country Party was brought about 
at the Period, to which we are now come in our De- 
duction of Parties, by the Paſſions, the publick Pique, and 


private Intereſt of particular Men, and by the wily Intri- 


gues of the Court, The Diffolution of this Party, and the 
new Diviſion of the Nation into J/hig and Tory, brought 
us into extreme Danger. This extreme Danger reunited 
the Nation again, and a Coalition of Parties ſaved the 


- whole. Such an Experience might have ſhewed them, 


that how oppoſite ſoever their Profeſſions were, yet they 
really differed more on negative than on poſetrve Principles; 
that they ſaw one another in a falſe Light, for the moſt 
Part, and fought with Phantoms, conjured up to maintain 
their Divifzon, rather than with real Beings. Experience 
had not this happy Effect ſoon. The Swell of the Sea con- 
tinued long, after the Storm was over; and we have ſeen 
theſe Parties kick and cuff, like drunken Men, when they 


were both of the ſame Side. - - Let us hope that this Scene 


of tragical Folly is over, to the Diſappointment of %%,

MM R. Feg's laſt Journal contains a Paper which having been 
printed before in Dublin, we ſhall, according ts the Rule 
we have preſcribed to ourſelves, paſs it over.

A Diſcourſe in Honour of the REvoLumTION. 


5 HE REVOLUTION, brought about under the 

matchleſs Conduct, and conſummate Prudence of the 
PRINCE Of ORANGE, is the Sayrce of all our preſent 
National r It is the Renewal and Confirmation of our 
Conſtitution, and the Enlargement and Enforcement of Pub- 
lick Liberty : It is the End, the glorious End, of all the noble 
Struggles and virtuous Contentions of our worthy Anceſtors, 
This End was not only glorious, but the Means uſed to obtain 
it were perfettly juſt ; the Diſpoſition and Actions of the Princo 
of ORANGE and the People of England, were ſtrictly 
wiſe, and exactly conformable to the Laws of Nature, which 
are the Laws of G O D, the Great Author of Nature ; who 
ever commands us to take Care of our Happineſs, when *tis 
invaded by wicked and unreaſonable Men. 

Publick Good, general Happineſs, and the Proſperity of the 
Prop, were the Motives of Reſiſtance at the R E V O- 
LUTIO N; but theſe were not always the Molives of Re- 
ſiſtance, nor of all the Civil Wars, which, of old, infeſted 
this Kingdom. The Wars, commonly called the Barons 
War,, were only a Contention between the King and the 
Barons, who ſhould be the Tyrants of the People, The 
Battles and Bloodſhed of thoſe Times, were not for the Good 
of the People, but for the Power of the King or Barons : It 
was nothing to the 14 Peaple, who got the better; the Con- 
guerors were their Tyrants, and they the Conquerors Slaves. 

The Wars between the Houſes of Vor and Lancaſter, 
were not the virtuous Struggle of the People for Liberty and 
general Good ; but a Struggle among the Ereat Men, accord- 
ing as their Acquaintance, Inclination, or Intereſt lay, what 
Family ſhould be King. 

The REVOLUTION not only preſerved the an- 
cient Form of the Engliſh Government; but the Claims of 
the People of England were ſo well adjuſted and eſtabliſhed 
by THE BILL OF RIGH Ts, that the Subſtance 
of Liberty was very much enlarged, and very firongly en- 
forced ; the Civil and Religious Rights of the Subject were 
ſpecified, recognized, and ſtrengthned, by Guardian Laus: 
Such a juſt Ballance of Power was ſettled between King and 
People, as hath frmly ſecured thoſe Liberties, which, till that 


; happy 
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happy Period, were very precarious ;, and removed from us 
the Fear of Civil Commotions, Wars, and Violence, on 
Account of Religion and Worſhip, the Property of the Subject, 
and the Contending Titles of the Crown, The Prerogative of 
the King, and the Rights of the People are fo well under/tced, 
becauſe ſo well diſtinguiſted, that all Contention about them 
is ceaſed amongſt wiſe and honeſt Men ; the Laws are made 
the ſtanding Meaſure of Government and Obedience; and 
Prerogative is juſtly accounted no more than a Power of exe- 
cuting the Laws, and a Power of acting for the Good of the 
People, in Caſes of Emergency, which the Laws can't foreſee, 
nor conſequently provide for.

＋ HE Campaign being now finiſhed on the Rhine, all the 

Diſcourſe of the Paris Politicians runs upon the Succeſs 
the French Troops are yet to have in Ita, and, if we may 
give Credit to them, the Emperor is not to have a Foot of 
Land leſt there by Chriſtmas. In the mean Time, they are 
as buſy in making Preparations ſor the enſuing Campaign in 
thoſe Parts, both to ſecure and to purſue their Conqueſt.

The Univerſalia have been publiſhed by Order of the 
Biſhop of Poſuania for convening a Diet of Relation, to elect 
the uſual Deputies that are to aſſiſt at the Coronation of King 
Auguſtus, The Confuſion and Diſorder the Kingdom of 
Poland is involved in encreaſes daily, The Ruſſians, on one 
Hand, ravage the Eſtates of theſe Grandees and Gentlemen 
who have eſpouſed the Party of King Stani/laus, and the 
Poliſh Army, on the other Hand, do what Miſchief they 
can to the Poſſeſſions of thoſe who have favoured Auguſtus. 
The former in the mean Time ſuffered very much for want 
of the Proviſions and other Neceſſaries, which were lately 
intercepted by the Regimentary of Lithuania. The Ruffian 
General has ſent a Summons to the Magiſtrates and Inha- 
bitants of the City of Warſaw, requiring them to take the 
Oaths to the new King Auguſtus III. The Palatine - of 
Wilna has not only deſerted the Confederacy, but has found 
means to carry off ſome new Levies, and 24 Pieces of Ru 
ian Cannon to Count Poczey, the Lithuanian Regimentary. 
A Detachment of 3000 Ruſſians has been ſent in purſuit of 
the Caſtellan Rudinsti, who lately paſſed the Viſtula with 
ſome Troops deſigning to join him likewiſe : And it ſaid, he 
waits only for this Re-inforcement, to join his Army with 
that of the Palatine of K72w. It is thought they will then 
march towards Cracow, to prevent. any, Attempts of the 
Ruſſians and Saxons to approach that City. 
etters from Dantzick adviſe, that King Staniſſaus's Par- 
ty, which has been drooping ſome Time, begins to raiſe 
their Heads, and gain qr daily. They ſay there is 
now nothing wanting to enable them to execute the Projects 
ſo long talked of, but the Succours expected from Sweden.
